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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  WEYMOUTH  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth 

During  1967,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  continued  the  aims,  objectives  and  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  preceding  years.  We  all  have  enjoyed  our  position  in  working  for  the 
Town  and  citizens.  We  welcome  the  opportunity  to  present  to  you  the  accomplish 
ments  of  the  year  1967. 

We  had  forty-six  (46)  regular  board  meetings;  also,  twenty-three  (23)  joint  meet¬ 
ings  with  the  following  Boards  and  Personnel:  The  Town  Council,  Members  of  the 
Personnel  Board,  Appropriations  Committee,  Board  of  Public  Works,  the  Charles 
Evans  Associates,  Fire  Chief,  Police  Chief,  Planning  Board,  Dog  Officer,  Director  of 
Public  Welfare,  Industrial  Development  Commissioners,  Town  Clerk,  Board  of  Reg¬ 
istrars,  Airport  Commission,  Historical  Commission.  Conservation  Commission, 
Weymouth  Sportsmen  Club,  The  Police  Assn.,  The  Firefighters  Union,  and  many 
others. 

/ 

Continuing  attention  and  close  cooperation  was  maintained  with  our  Police  Dept, 
from  our  joint  efforts  to  maintain  highway  safety  and  traffic  conditions.  The  adding 
of  women  traffic  supervisors  to  handle  the  school  crossings  has  been  a  success  and 
six  new  women  traffic  supervisors  were  added  to  the  ever  growing  force  in  Septem¬ 
ber. 


In  July  Fire  Chief  Murray  retired  after  many  years  of  service.  The  Board  per¬ 
sonally  interviewed  each  Deputy  Chief  and  thereafter  unanimously  voted  to  appoint 
Deputy  Chief  Stevens  as  the  new  Chief  of  Department.  Chief  Stevens  has  a  disting¬ 
uished  record  and  is  exceptionally  well  qualified  for  his  new  duties.  After  a  joint 
survey  with  the  Fire  Chief  and  a  subcommittee  from  the  appropriations  committee 
the  Board  had  one  fire  engine  -  a  pumper  re-built,  and  have  contracted  for  another 
with  the  Mack  Motor  Company.  The  new  pumper  will  start  a  new  era  in  equipment 
for  our  Fire  Dept.  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  after  several  joint  meetings  with  the 
Fire  Chief  and  subcommittee  of  the  appropriations  committee,  decided  to  contract 
for  diesel  engine  apparatus  in  the  new  pumper  and  future  equipment.  This  decision 
was  reached  after  close  investigation  of  several  fire  depts.,  which  indicated  that  the 
modern  and  more  efficient  type  of  equipment  is  diesel  powered.  Chief  Stevens  and 
the  Board  have  also  reviewed  the  needs  of  the  Department  for  both  equipment  and 
stations  and  will  ask  the  Town  Meeting  to  create  a  Study  Committee  for  this  purpose. 

The  Board  has  designated  Selectman  Franklin  Fryer  as  its  representative  on  the 
MBTA  Advisory  Committee.  Through  him  the  Board  has  been  kept  completely  up-to- 
date  on  developments  regarding  the  proposed  extension  of  the  South  Shore  Rapid 
Transit  line  with  terminal  facilities  in  Weymouth.  Mr.  Fryer  has  also  been  appointed 
Chairman  of  a  Committee  of  Weymouth  Town  officials,  who  are  studying  each  propo¬ 
sal  by  the  MBTA,  so  that  whatever  is  ultimately  decided  will  be  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  Town  and  with  a  minimum  of  inconvenience  to  our  property  owners. 

As  the  licensing  authority  for  the  town,  The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  carefully 
scrutinized  all  applications  for  renewals  as  well  as  the  screening  of  new  licenses. 

We  have  issued  all  types  of  licenses  -  liquor,  automobile  dealers,  gasoline  permits, 
entertainment  and  common  victualers.  The  Board  has  taken  stern  measures  with  vi- 
olaters,  particularly  with  liquor  permits  and  after  holding  hearings  have  imposed 
severe  penalties. 

The  Board  in  using  its  licensing  authority  has  kept  a  close  check  on  common  vic¬ 
tualers  as  well  as  automotive  dealers  and  if  their  places  were  untidy  or  unsightly 
they  were  ordered  to  correct  the  condition  or  the  license  would  be  revoked. 
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As  you  all  know,  the  Town  Meeting  passed  the  Dog  Leash  Law  last  March.  This 
has  imposed  a  tremendous  burden  on  the  dog  officer.  With  present  and  temporary 
equipment  available,  he  is  doing  a  good  job  but  we  hope  the  appropriations  committee 
will  recommend  to  the  Town  Meeting  the  necessary  finances  to  enforce  this  much 
needed  law. 

Because  of  the  growing  interest  and  the  clearly  indicated  need  for  an  aviation 
facility  in  this  general  area,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  an  Airport  Commission. 
This  Commission,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Charles  Taber,  is  endeavoring  to  obtain 
permission  from  the  Navy  for  the  use  of  runway  facilities  at  the  South'  Weymouth 
Naval  Air  Station  by  private  and  commercial  aircraft.  If  successful,  arrangements 
would  be  made  for  the  servicing,  storage  and  parking  of  such  aircraft  on  Town-owned 
land  adjacent  to  the  end  of  the  runways.  Development  of  these  areas  would  be  ninety 
percent  reimbursed  by  the  State  and  Federal  governments  and  income  therefrom 
would  benefit  the  Town.  The  Commission  has  had  several  meetings  with  interested  per¬ 
sons,  including  the  Commander  of  the  Naval  Air  Station,  Congressman  Keith,  members 
of  the  Federal  Aeronautics  Administration  and  the  State  Aeronautics  Commission  and 
others.  As  Weymouth  is  growing  industrially,  we  feel  that  it  would  be  a  decided  ad¬ 
vantage  to  the  Town  to  have  our  own  airport.  We  also  strongly  feel  that  if  civilian  or 
commercial  air  traffic  is  to  be  permitted  at  the  Naval  Air  Station,  such  non-Naval  ac¬ 
tivity  should  be  under  Town  control. 

The  Industrial  Development  Commission  has  had  many  conferences  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  regarding  future  business  and  commercial  development  in  our 
Town.  The  Board  has  endeavored  to  cooperate  with  the  Commission  to  attract  new 
and  desirable  business  and  industry  to  our  Town  so  that  we  might  broaden  our  tax 
base  and  provide  a  needed  additional  tax  revenue.  It  appears  that  Weymouth  is  be¬ 
coming  more  attractive  to  business  and  industry  and  the  possibility  of  a  Rapid  Trans¬ 
it  extension  may  spur  such  development  in  the  near  future. 

The  Laban  Pratt  Memorial  Wing  of  the  South  Shore  Hospital  was  completed  and 
placed  in  operation  this  year.  This  represents  the  culmination  of  several  years  of 
close  cooperation  between  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Laban  Pratt  Fund  Trustees 
and  the  Hospital  authorities  to  bring  this  much  needed  modern  facility  to  our  Town 
and  to  alleviate  the  demand  for  additional  hospital  beds  for  the  citizens  of  Weymouth. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  were  in  receipt  of  an  invitation  to  attend  the  Inaugura¬ 
tion  or  as  it  is  called  "Mayor  Choosing"  at  Weymouth  England  on  May  25th,  1967.  We 
were  represented  by  Mrs.  Ethel  C.  Hall  of  South  Weymouth  at  this  impressive  event. 

As  you  well  know,  one  of  the  most  pressing  demands  on  the  town  is  the  welfare 
situation.  The  New  federal  and  state  laws  that  were  enacted  during  the  past  year  consid¬ 
erably  affected  our  budget  that  was  approved  at  the  town  meeting  in  March.  As  we 
could  see  we  would  run  out  of  funds  in  December,  the  Board  called  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  and  the  necessary  funds  to  finish  out  the  year  were  appropriated.  With  the 
eactment  of  the  new  law  by  the  legislature,  the  Welfare  Department  will  come  under 
the  state  jurisdiction  after  July  1,  1968.  In  the  interim  from  January  to  June,  it  will 
remain  under  town  direction. 

The  growing  issuance  of  building  permits  in  the  town  have  severely  taxed  the 
facilities  of  the  building  inspectors.  This  office  is  understaffed  and  it  is  the  hope  of 
this  board  that  the  appropriations  committee  and  the  town  meeting  will  carefully 
scrutinize  this  serious  situation  and  make  the  necessary  adjustment  to  his  staff  as 
requested  in  the  building  inspector's  budget. 

With  further  regard  to  the  growing  activity  of  the  Building  Inspector's  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  Board  notes  that  much  of  this  comes  from  the  increase  in  apartment  house 
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construction.  The  Board  has  given  very  careful  study  to  this  growth  in  multiple  dwell¬ 
ing  units  and  its  related  impact  upon  the  Town  for  additional  services.  Apartment 
houses  require  more  Police  protection,  some  additional  Fire  protection  and  appear 
to  have  a  very  slight  impact  upon  school  population.  At  the  same  time,  apartment 
houses  provide  a  substantial  contribution  to  tax  revenue.  At  this  time,  the  Board  has 
taken  no  official  position  on  whether  apartment  house  growth  should  be  encouraged  or 
discouraged,  but  will  continue  to  survey  the  situation  because  it  recognizes  that  Wey¬ 
mouth  is  an  attractive  suburban  community  which  is  receiving  increasing  interest 
from  builders. 

The  Board  met  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  Board  of  Registrars  to  discuss  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  purchasing  or  renting  voting  machines.  On  request  of  the  Town  Clerk,  we  have 
temporarily  held  this  item  in  abeyance  until  the  Town  Clerk  has  made  a  survey  of  the 
various  machines  and  their  use  in  our  neighboring  towns  and  cities. 

The  Board  was  very  interested  in  the  applications  of  the  Housing  Authority  for  an 
addition  to  the  Senior  Citizens  Housing  and  were  gratified  to  learn  of  the  granting  of 
the  necessary  funds  to  build  the  new  Senior  Citizen  units  on  Broad  St. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Board  has  had  frequent  meetings  with  the  Firefighters' 
Union  and  the  Police  Association  to  work  out  collective  bargaining  agreements  and 
also  to  discuss  various  related  situations. 

We  feel  that  as  this  was  the  first  year  of  this  type  of  collective  bargaining  that 
many  issues  were  settled  and  that  the  future  years  of  this  endeavor  will  be  benefi¬ 
cial  to  both  the  Police  and  Firemen  as  well  as  the  Town. 

The  Board  has  worked  in  close  cooperation  with  the  Appropriation  Committee. 

We  believe  our  joint  endeavors  have  been  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

The  five  year  program  for  renovation  and  restoration  of  the  Town  Hall  continued 
with  the  installation  of  the  new  heating  system.  There  are  indications  that  with  the 
growing  demands  for  space  for  the  employees  of  various  departments  that  it  will  be 
necessary  in  the  near  future  for  either  enlargement  of  our  present  town  hall  or 
building  of  a  new  one. 

The  State  Dept,  of  Public  Works  Engineering  Dept,  are  considering  several  pro¬ 
posals  for  the  New  Fore  River  Bridge.  Your  Board  has  met  several  times  with  the 
commissioner  and  his  associates.  A  proposal  will  be  available  in  the  near  future  and 
hearings  will  be  held  for  all  interested  citizens  in  the  Town  Hall.  It  is  our  belief  that 
it  will  be  several  years  before  the  project  will  be  started. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  town  officials, 
various  boards  and  committees.  To  Town  Counsel  Francis  L.  Kelly,  the  Board  wants 
to  express  our  admiration  and  thanks  for  the  efficient,  intelligent  and  gracious  way 
he  has  worked  with  the  Board  as  well  as  other  boards  and  citizens  of  the  Town. 

To  our  faithful,  generous  and  fully  informed  secretary  Mrs.  Marion  K.  Rafferty, 
we  want  to  express  our  gratitude  for  a  job  exceptionally  well  done. 

To  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  we  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  and  ap¬ 
preciation  for  their  interest  in  their  town.  We  welcomed  their  suggestions  and  acted 
upon  them  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town.  We  look  forward  to  more  planning  and 
progress  in  the  years  ahead.

To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  by  taxation,  transfer  and/or  borrowing  the  sum 
of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  for  the  purpose  of  stocking  the  ponds  and  inland  waters,  located  within 
Town  Limits,  with  fish  and/or  liberating  game,  all  in  accordance  with  General  Laws 
(Ter.  Ed.),  Chapter  40,  Section  5,  Clause  41,  or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  21.  (By  Direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen).  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  by  taxation,  transfer  and/or  borrowing,  the  sum 
of  Nine  Thousand  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($9,300.00)  for  the  Town's  share  in  the  South 
Shore  Mosquito  Control  District,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  22.  (By  Direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen).  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  and/or  borrowing  the  sum  of 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  during  the  ensuing 
year,  the  mosquito  control  work  as  estimated  and  certified  to  by  the  State  Reclama¬ 
tion  Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  112,  Acts  of  1931,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  23.  (By  Direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen).  To  see  if  the  Town 
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will  vote  to  re-appropriate  the  amount  of  One  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Thirty-Seven 
Dollars  ($1,237.00)  which  amount  is  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  sum  of  One  Thou¬ 
sand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,500.00)  appropriated  under  Article  32  of  the  Annual

rection  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  24.  (By  Direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen).  To  see  what  sum  of 
money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  by  taxation,  transfer  from  avail¬ 
able  funds  and/or  by  borrowing  for  the  purpose  of  making  major  renovations  in  the 
Town  Hall  and  in  the  Town  Hall  Annex,  or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  discontinue  that  portion  of  a  public  way  known  as  Essex  Street,  shown  as 
Lots  4,  6  and  7  on  a  plan  entitled  "Compiled  Plan  of  Land  in  Weymouth,  Norfolk 
County,  Mass.,  dated  February  13,  1962,"  Frank  S.  Lagrotteria,  Registered  Pro¬ 
fessional  Engineer  and  recorded  in  the  Norfolk  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  4003,  Page 
48,  a  copy  of  which  has  been  duly  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk,  and  further 
that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  execute  a  deed  of  release  of  said  Lot  7 
to  the  owner  of  Lot  3  and  of  Lot  6  to  the  owner  of  Lot  2  and  Lot  4  to  the  owner  of  Lot 
1,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  26.  (By  Petition  of  Robert  E.  Gumpright,  Sr.  and  others).  To  see 
whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Laws  for  the  Town  of  Weymouth 
by  deleting  Section  II,  Subsection  7  (B)  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following, 
or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto: 

Section  II,  Subsection  7  (B),  storage  of  more  than  one  commercial  automobile  or 
truck,  provided  that  in  no  event  shall  such  storage  be  permitted  if  such  vehicle 
exceeds  4,000  pounds  gross  weight,  and  further  provided  that  this  paragraph  shall 
not  apply  to  farms  where  vehicles  used  in  the  operation  of  the  same  may  be  stored. 

ARTICLE  27.  (By  Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen).  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  add  a  section  to  the  Building  Code  (By-Laws)  to  be  known  as  Section  725 
to  read  as  follows:

The  three  members  and  associate  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  the  same  manner  as  are  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  for  a 
term  of  three  years;  one  member  and  associate  member's  term  to  expire  each 
year. 

The  Building  Code  Committee  shall  review  the  Building  Code  and  changes  in 
building  technology,  methods  and  materials,  and  shall  recommend  amendments 
or  modifications  of  said  code  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  or  any  Special  Town 
Meeting. 

This  Committee  shall  meet  regularly  on  a  quarterly  basis  and  shall  submit  a 
report  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Each  member  or  associate  member  shall  be  paid  $25.00  for  each  meeting  he 
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attends,  said  money  to  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  the  Building  Department, 
or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  28.  (By  Request  of  the  School  Committee).  To  see  what  sum  of 
money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  from  avail¬ 
able  funds,  and/or  borrowing  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  preliminary  plans,  speci¬ 
fications,  and  obtaining  bids  for  the  construction  of  a  second  High  School  to  be  built 
on  Town  owned  land  shown  as  Block  495,  Lots  1,2,  and  3,  Sheet  42  of  the  Town  of 
Weymouth  Atlas  dated  January  1,  1963  and  that  a  committee  of  seven  (7)  be  appointed 
by  the  Moderator  to  act  as  a  Building  Committee  for  this  particular  building,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  29.  (By  Request  of  the  School  Committee).  To  see  what  sum  of 
money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  from  avail¬ 
able  funds,  and/or  borrowing  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  preliminary  plans,  speci¬ 
fications  and  obtaining  bids  for  the  construction  of  additions  to  elementary  schools 
in  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  30.  (By  Request  of  the  School  Committee).  To  see  what  sum  of 
money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  of  avail¬ 
able  funds,  and/or  borrowing  for  the  purpose  of  purchase  and  erection  of  portable 
school  class-rooms  on  present  school  sites  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  School  Committee,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  31.  (By  Request  of  the  School  Committee).  To  see  what  sum  of 
money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  from  avail¬ 
able  funds  and/or  borrowing  for  the  purpose  of  planning  and  consultant  fees  concern¬ 
ing  a  school  building  program  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will 
amend  Article  4,  Section  409  of  the  Town  By-Laws  by  making  any  changes  in  the  Ad¬ 
ministration  and  Classification  and  Pay  Plan,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  changes 
in  classification,  wages  or  salary  amounts,  hours  of  work,  rates  of  overtime  com¬ 
pensation,  holiday  or  sick  leave  pay,  vacation  entitlement,  or  to  take  any  other  action 
in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  34.  (By  Request  of  Local  1616,  Weymouth  Fire  Fighters).  To  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Chapter  740,  Acts  of  1959. 

(An  Act  authorizing  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  union  dues  in  the  case  of 

certain  state,  county  or  municipal  employers.)  or  take  any  other  action  in  rela¬ 
tion  thereto. 

ARTICLE  35.  (By  Request  of  Local  1616,  Weymouth  Fire  Fighters).  To  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept,  Section  58-D  of  Chapter  48  of  the  General  Laws. 
(Which  section  provides  for  hours  of  duty  of  permanent  Firemen.) 

ARTICLE  36.  (By  Request  of  Local  1616,  Weymouth  Fire  Fighters).  To  see 
what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer 
from  available  funds  and/or  borrowing  to  provide  for  sufficient  additional  personnel 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  Section  58-D,  Chapter  48  of  the  General  Laws,  or  to 
take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  37.  (By  Request  of  Local  1616,  Weymouth  Fire  Fighters).  To  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept,  Section  57-D  of  Chapter  48  of  the  General  Laws.  (An 
Act  providing  that  Firefighters  and  certain  others  in  certain  Cities  and  Towns  shall 
be  granted  an  additional  day  off  duty  or,  under  certain  circumstances,  an  additional 
day's  pay  when  they  are  required  to  work  on  certain  legal  holidays.)

Section  605A.  Any  person  owning  or  harboring  a  dog  shall  not  suffer  or 
allow  it  to  run  at  large  in  any  of  the  streets  or  public  places  in  the  Town  of  Wey¬ 
mouth,  or  upon  the  premises  of  anyone  other  than  the  owner  or  keeper,  unless 
the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  premises  grants  permission;  and  no  dog  shall  be 
permitted  in  any  public  place  or  street  within  the  Town  of  We-rmouth,  unless  it 
be  effectively  restrained  by  a  chain  or  leash  not  exceeding  si^  t  in  length, 
and  unless  it  be  attended  by  a  person  of  adequate  age  and  discretion  properly  to 
control  its  actions.  The  penalty  for  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  $25.00. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  dog  officer  and  every  police  officer  to  apprehend 
any  dog  found  running  around  at  large  and  to  impound  such  dog  in  the  Town 
pound.  The  dog  officer  upon  receiving  any  dog  shall  make  a  complete  registry, 
entering  the  breed,  color,  and  sex  of  such  dog  and  whether  licensed.  If  licensed 
he  shall  enter  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  and  the  number  of  the  license 
tag. 


Not  later  than  three  days  after  the  impounding  of  any  dog  the  owner  shall  be 
notified,  or  if  the  owner  of  the  dog  is  unknown  written  notice  shall  be  posted  for 
three  days  at  one  or  more  conspicuous  places  in  the  Town  describing  the  dog 
and  the  place  and  time  of  taking.  The  owner  of  any  dog  so  impounded  may  re¬ 
claim  such  dog  upon  payment  of  the  license  fee,  if  unpaid,  and  of  all  costs  and 
charges  incurred  by  the  Town  for  impounding  and  maintenance  of  such  dog.  The 
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following  charges  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town:  for  impounding  any  dog  $2.00;  for 
keeping  any  dog,  $1.00  per  day;  for  giving  notice,  $2.00. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  dog  officer  to  keep  all  dogs  so  impounded  for  a 
period  of  six  days.  If  at  the  expiration  of  six  days  from  the  date  of  notice  to  the 
owner  or  the  posting  of  notice  such  dog  shall  not  have  been  redeemed,  it  may 
be  destroyed.  Any  unlicensed  dog  required  by  law  to  be  licensed,  or  any  dog 
which  appears  to  be  suffering  from  rabies  or  affected  with  hydrophobia,  mange 
or  other  infectious  or  dangerous  disease  shall  not  be  released  but  may  be  forth¬ 
with  destroyed. 

ARTICLE  51.  (On  Petition  of  Edward  A.  Shea  and  others).  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  By-Laws  by  adding  the  following  Section: 

Section  605A.  No  person  owning  or  keeping  a  dog  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth 
shall  permit  such  dog  to  be  at  large  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  elsewhere  than  on 
the  premises  of  the  owner  or  keeper,  except  if  it  be  on  the  premises  of  another 
person  with  the  knowledge  and  permission  of  such  other  person.  Such  owner  or 
keeper  of  a  dog  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  which  is  not  on  the  premises  of  the 
owner  or  upon  the  premises  of  another  person  with  the  knowledge  or  permission 
of  such  person  shall  restrain  such  dog  by  a  chain  or  leash  not  exceeding  six  feet 
in  length. 

In  any  prosecution  hereunder,  the  presence  of  such  dog  at  large  upon  prem¬ 
ises  other  than  the  premises  of  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  that  such  knowledge  and  permission  was  not  had. 

Any  dog  found  to  be  at  large  in  violation  of  this  by-law  shall  be  caught  and 
confined  by  the  dog  officer  who  shall  notify  forthwith  the  licensed  owner  or 
keeper  of  said  dog  giving  the  owner  or  keeper  a  period  of  ten  days  within  which 
to  recover  the  dog.  Return  of  the  dog  to  the  licensed  owner  or  keeper  shall  be 
dependent  on  admission  of  ownership  or  the  keeping  of  the  dog  and  the  assump¬ 
tion  of  responsibility  by  the  licensed  owner  or  keeper.  The  dog  officer  shall 
enter  and  prosecute  a  complaint  against  the  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  taken 
into  his  custody  under  this  section  provided,  however,  if  within  the  twelve 
months  next  preceding  this  offense  the  owner  or  keeper  has  not  been  convicted 
for  violation  of  this  by-law  or  a  dog  owned  or  kept  by  him  has  not  been  taken 
into  custody  for  violation  of  this  by-law,  the  dog  officer  may  waive  prosecution. 

A  dog  officer  having  custody  of  a  dog  confined  under  this  by-law  shall  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  $1.00  for  each  day  of  confinement  for  the  care  of  such  dog, 
payable  by  the  owner  or  keeper  thereof. 

A  violation  of  this  by-law  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten 
dollars  for  each  offense.

PERSONNEL  BY-LAW 
SECTION  1.  AUTHORIZATION 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  contained  in  Sections  108  A  and  108  C  of  Chapter  41  of 
the  General  Laws,  there  shall  be  established  plans  which  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  an  Annual  Town  Meeting:  (a)  classifying  positions  in 
the  service  of  the  Town  other  than  those  filled  by  popular  election,  those  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  School  Committee,  and  those  for  which  incumbents  render  con¬ 
tractual  services  which  are  not  provided  during  regularly  established  working  hours, 
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and  which  do  not  appear  in  Schedule  A  of  Section  7  following,  into  groups  and  classes 
doing  substantially  similar  work  or  having  substantially  equal  responsibilities;  (b) 
authorizing  a  compensation  plan  for  positions  in  the  classification  plan;  (c)  providing 
for  the  administration  of  said  classification  and  compensation  plans;  and  (d)  es¬ 
tablishing  certain  working  conditions  and  fringe  benefits  for  employees  occupying 
positions  in  the  classification  plan. 

The  classification  of  positions  which  are  subject  to  the  Welfare  Compensation 
Plan  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  schedule  of  rates  therefor 
effective  July  1,  1966  with  subsequent  amendments,  if  any,  and  the  provisions  of  Sec¬ 
tion  47D  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  relating  to  the  application  of  rates  set 
forth  in  the  aforementioned  Welfare  Compensation  Plan  are  hereby  incorporated  by 
reference. 

SECTION  2.  DEFINITIONS 

As  used  in  this  by-law,  the  following  words  and  phrases  shall  have  the  following 
meanings  unless  a  different  construction  is  clearly  required  by  the  context  or  by  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth: 

''Administrative  Authority",  the  elected  or  appointed  official  or  board  having 
jurisdiction  over  a  function  or  activity; 

"Board",  the  Personnel  Board  as  defined  in  Section  3; 

"Class",  a  group  of  positions  in  the  Town  service  sufficiently  similar  in  respect 
to  duties  and  responsibilities  so  that  the  same  descriptive  title  may  be  used  to  des¬ 
ignate  each  position  allocated  to  the  class,  that  the  same  qualifications  shall  be  re¬ 
quired  of  the  incumbents,  that  the  same  tests  of  fitness  may  be  used  to  choose  quali¬ 
fied  employees  and  that  the  same  scale  of  compensation  can  be  made  to  apply  with 
equity; 

"Classification  Plan",  class  titles  appearing  in  Schedule  A  of  Section  7  of  this 
by-law  plus  class  specifications  which  are  on  file  with  the  Personnel  Board  and  which 
are  hereby  incorporated  by  reference; 

"Compensation  Grade",  a  range  of  salary  or  wage  rates  appearing  in  Schedules 
B,  C,  D,  E  or  F  of  Section  7; 

"Compensation  Plan",  Schedules  B,  C,  D,  E  and  F  in  Section  7; 

"Continuous  Employment",  employment  (either  full-time  or  part-time)  re¬ 
quiring  a  predetermined  minimum  work  week  and  un- interrupted  except  for  required 
military  service  and  for  authorized  vacation  or  other  leave  of  absence; 

"Department",  any  department,  board,  committee,  commission  or  other  agency 
of  the  Town  subject  to  this  by-law; 

"Employee",  an  employee  of  the  Town  occupying  a  position  in  the  classification 
plan;  1 

"Full-Time  Employee",  an  employee  retained  in  full-time  employment; 

"Full-time  Employment",  employment  for  not  less  than  7  hours  per  diem  for 
five  days  a  week  for  fifty-two  weeks  per  annum,  minus  legal  holidays  and  authorized 
vacation  leave,  sick  leave  and  other  leave  of  absence; 
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"Group",  or  "Occupational  Group"  a  group  of  classes  designated  by  occupation 
as  appearing  in  Schedule  A  of  Section  7; 

"Increment",  the  dollar  difference  between  step  rates; 

"Maximum  Rate",  the  highest  rate  in  a  range  which  an  employee  normally  is  en¬ 
titled  to  attain; 

"Minimum  Rate",  the  rate  in  a  range  which  is  normally  the  hiring  rate  of  a  new 
employee; 

"Part-time  Employee",  an  employee  retained  in  part-time  employment; 

"Part-time  Employment",  employment  for  less  than  full-time  weekly  employ¬ 
ment; 


"Permanent  Employee",  an  employee  retained  in  continuous  employment  in  a 
permanent  position; 

"Permanent  Position",  a  full-time  or  part-time  position  in  the  Town  service 
which  has  required  or  which  is  likely  to  require  the  services  of  an  incumbent  in 
continuous  employment  for  a  period  of  fifty-two  calendar  weeks; 

"Personal  Rate",  a  rate  above  the  maximum  rate  applicable  only  to  a  designated 
employee; 

"Position",  an  office  or  post  of  employment  in  the  Town  service  with  duties  and 
responsibilities  calling  for  the  full-time,  part-time  or  seasonal  employment  of  one 
person  in  the  performance  and  exercise  thereof; 

"Promotion",  a  change  from  a  position  of  lower  class  and  compensation  grade  to 
a  position  with  greater  responsibilities  in  a  higher  class  and  compensation  grade; 

"Range",  the  dollar  difference  between  minimum  and  maximum  rates; 

"Rate",  a  sum  of  money  designated  as  compensation  for  personal  services  on  an 
hourly,  daily,  weekly,  monthly,  annual  or  other  basis; 

"Seasonal  Employment",  employment  for  less  than  full-time  annual  employment; 

"Step  Rate",  a  rate  in  a  range  of  a  compensation  grade; 

"Temporary  Employee",  an  employee  retained  in  a  temporary  position  or  in  a 
permanent  position  in  probationary  or  acting  status; 

"Temporary  Position",  a  position  in  the  Town  service  which  requires  or  is 
likely  to  require  the  services  of  one  incumbent  for  a  period  less  than  fifty-two  cal¬ 
endar  weeks  in  continuous  employment; 

"Town",  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 

SECTION  3.  PERSONNEL  BOARD 

(a)  There  shall  be  a  Personnel  Board  consisting  of  five  unpaid  members,  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  administration  of  the  classification  and  compensation  plans.  One 
member  shall  be  an  elected  Town  official,  one  a  Town  employee  of  Weymouth  and 
three  shall  be  citizens  and  registered  voters  of  the  Town.  Appointments  to  the  Per- 
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sonnel  Board  shall  be  made  by  the  Moderator. 

(b)  In  making  these  appointments,  the  Moderator  shall  give  consideration  to  the 
personal  qualifications  of  those  citizens  who  will  best  meet  the  responsibility  of  the 
Board  to  represent  both  Town  employees  and  taxpayers.  If  possible,  the  make-up  of 
the  Board  shall  consist  of  members  professionally  qualified  who  are  familiar  with 
the  principles  and  experienced  in  the  methods  and  practices  of  labor  relations  and 
personnel  administration. 

(c)  The  term  of  office  of  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  three  years.  The  mem¬ 
bers  in  office  at  the  time  of  adoption  of  this  by-law  shall  continue  to  hold  office  until 
their  successors  have  been  appointed  and  qualified.  Upon  expiration  of  the  term  of  a 
member,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Members  may 
be  reappointed.  New  appointments  shall  be  effective  as  of  May  first  annually. 

(d)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  be  vested  with  the  authority  to  promulgate  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary  for  the  proper  administration  of  the  classi¬ 
fication  and  compensation  plans. 

(e)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Personnel  Officer  who  shall  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  administration  of  the  classification  and  compensation  plans  and 
such  rules  and  regulations  regarding  the  plans  as  may  be  promulgated  by  the  Per¬ 
sonnel  Board.  The  Personnel  Officer  shall  maintain  adequate  personnel  records  of 
all  employees  occupying  positions  subject  to  the  classification  and  compensation 
plans.  He  shall  furnish  the  Board  with  information  and  make  recommendations  as  to 
approval  of  new  employees,  initial  classification,  approval  of  requests  and  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  grievances. 

(f)  The  Personnel  Officer  shall  allocate  new  positions  to  the  salary  or  wage 
schedules  or  reclassify  existing  ones.  The  employee  concerned  shall  be  advised  in 
writing  of  the  allocation  or  reclassification  and  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Personnel 
Officer. 

(g)  An  employee  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Personnel  Officer  or  the  admin¬ 
istrative  authority  or  his  department  head  may  appeal  such  decision  to  the  Board  by 
filing  with  it  a  written  notice  of  appeal  within  ten  days  after  receipt  of  the  decision  of 
the  Personnel  Officer. 

(h)  The  Board,  upon  receipt  of  a  notice  of  appeal,  shall  fix  a  reasonable  time, 
but  not  later  than  thirty  days,  excluding  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays,  for  the 
hearing  of  any  appeal  and  shall  cause  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hearing 
thereof  to  be  given  to  the  appellant,  administrative  authority,  Personnel  Officer  and 
department  head;  said  notice  to  be  given  not  less  than  seven  days  before  the  hearing, 
Saturday,  Sunday  and  holidays  excluded. 

(i)  The  Board  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town,  for  the  conduct  of  any  hearing  before  it. 

(j )  After  the  hearing,  the  Board  shall  affirm,  reverse  or  amend,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  the  decision  of  the  Personnel  Officer,  and  its  decision  shall  be  final,  conclusive 
and  binding  upon  all  parties;  a  copy  of  its  decision  shall  be  forwarded  to  all  interested 
parties  forthwith. 

(kl  The  Personnel  Officer  shall  maintain  regular  office  hours  on  Monday 
evenings  at  the  Town  Hall  and  shall  also  attend  meetings  of  the  Board. 

(1 )  Forthwith  after  its  appointment  and  annually,  the  Board  shall  meet  and  or- 
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ganize  by  electing  a  chairman.  A  majority  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  A  majority  of  the  Board  shall  determine  the  action  the 
Board  must  take  on  all  matters  which  it  is  authorized  or  required  to  act  upon  under 
this  By-Law. 

(m)  The  Board  may  appoint  a  clerk,  employ  other  assistance  and  incur  expenses 
as  it  deems  necessary,  subject  to  the  appropriation  of  funds  therefor. 

(n)  The  Board  from  time  to  time,  of  its  own  motion,  shall  investigate  the  work 
features  and  rates  of  salaries  or  wages  of  any  or  all  positions  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  By-Law.  Such  reviews  shall  be  made  at  such  intervals  as  the  Board 
deems  necessary  and,  to  the  extent  which  the  Board  considers  practicable,  shall 
include  all  occupational  groups  in  the  classification  plan. 

(o)  The  Board  shall  maintain  written  job  descriptions  or  specifications  of  the 
classes  in  the  classification  plan,  each  consisting  of  a  statement  describing  the  es¬ 
sential  nature  of  the  work  and  the  characteristics  that  distinguish  the  class  from 
other  classes.  The  description  for  any  class  shall  be  construed  solely  as  a  means 
of  identification  and  not  as  prescribing  what  the  duties  or  responsibilities  of  any 
position  shall  be,  or  as  modifying,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  power  of  any  admini¬ 
strative  authority,  as  otherwise  existing,  to  appoint,  to  assign  duties  to,  or  to  direct 
and  control  the  work  of  any  employee  under  the  jurisdiction  of  such  authority. 

(p)  Upon  recommendation  of  a  department  head,  supported  by  evidence  in 
writing  of  special  reasons  and  exceptional  circumstances  satisfactory  to  the  Board, 
the  Board  may  authorize  an  entrance  rate  higher  than  the  minimum  rate  for  a  po¬ 
sition,  and/or  such  other  variance  in  the  compensation  plan  as  it  may  deem  necess¬ 
ary  for  the  proper  functioning  of  the  services  of  the  Town.  No  variance  shall  become 
effective  unless  or  until  the  necessary  funds  have  been  appropriated  therefor. 

(q)  The  Board  shall  make  an  annual  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
fifteen  days  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

SECTION  4.  CLASSIFICATION  PLAN 

(a)  All  positions  in  the  service  of  the  Town  except  those  excluded  by  Section  1 
are  hereby  classified  by  titles  appearing  in  Schedule  A  of  Section  7  which  is  made  a 
part  hereof.  These  classes  of  positions  shall  constitute  the  classification  plan  for 
paid  Town  services. 

(b)  The  title  of  each  class,  as  established  by  the  classification  plan,  shall  be 
the  official  title  of  every  position  allocated  to  the  class  and  the  official  title  of  each 
incumbent  of  a  position  so  allocated,  and  shall  be  used  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others 
on  payrolls,  budget  estimates  and  other  official  records  and  reports  pertaining  to 
the  position. 

(c)  The  title  of  a  position  which  is  held  by  an  employee  with  a  dual  or  a  multiple 
Civil  Service  rating  shall  be  that  recommended  by  the  employee's  department  head, 
or  by  the  administrative  authority  having  jurisdiction  over  the  organization  unit  to 
which  the  employee  is  assigned. 

(d)  Whenever  a  new  position  is  established,  or  the  duties  of  an  existing  position 
are  so  changed  that  in  effect  a  new  position  is  created,  upon  presentation  of  substan¬ 
tiating  data  satisfactory  to  the  Personnel  Board,  the  Board  shall  allocate  such  new  or 
changed  position  to  its  appropriate  class. 

(e)  No  position  may  be  reclassified  until  the  Personnel  Board  shall  have  deter- 
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mined  such  reclassification  to  be  consistent  with  the  classification  plan.  The  Board 
may,  however,  when  it  considers  such  action  to  be  necessary  for  the  proper  function¬ 
ing  of  Town  services,  authorize  a  new  classification  and  assign  same  to  an  existing 
compensation  grade  or  determine  the  rate  to  be  paid  to  an  incumbent  employee. 

Such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board  shall,  however,  be  subject  to  ratification  by  the 
next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

SECTION  5.  COMPENSATION  PLAN 

(a)  The  compensation  plan  shall  consist  of  Schedules  B,  C,  D,  E  and  F  of  Section 
7,  which  provide  minimum  and  maximum  salaries  or  wages  for  certain  of  the  classes 
in  the  classification  plan.  The  salary  range  of  a  class  shall  be  the  salary  range  of 
all  positions  allocated  to  the  class.  If  no  range  is  provided,  the  single  rate  appearing 
in  Schedule  F  shall  be  the  basis  of  compensation  paid  to  an  employee  occupying  a  po¬ 
sition  under  the  appropriate  class  title. 

(b)  Each  employee  shall  continue  to  be  paid  on  the  same  basis  as  in  effect  at  the 
time  of  adoption  of  this  By-Law  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  compensation  plan. 

(c)  No  administrative  authority  shall  fix  the  salary  of  any  employee  in  a  position 
in  the  classification  plan  except  in  accordance  with  the  compensation  plan. 

(d)  No  person  shall  be  paid  as  an  employee  in  any  position  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  in  the  classification  plan  under  any  title  other  than  one  appearing  in  Schedule 
A  of  Section  7  or,  pending  amendment  of  aforementioned  Schedule  A,  under  the  title 
specified  by  the  Director  of  Civil  Service  of  the  Commonwealth  based  on  the  duties 
of  the  position  as  determined  by  the  job  description  prepared  by  the  Board. 

(e)  An  employee  in  continuous  employment  in  a  class  appearing  on  Schedules 
B,  C,  D,  E  or  certain  grades  of  Schedule  F  of  Section  7  shall  receive  the  increment 
between  his  present  rate  and  the  next  higher  step  rate  as  follows: 

(1)  On  the  termination  of  the  nearest  pay  period  to  April  first  or  October  first 

after  completion  of  six  months  at  the  minimum  or  entrance  rate. 

(2)  Thereafter  one  year  from  the  date  of  his  previous  increase. 

(3)  The  increase  in  rate  which  this  increment  represents  must  be  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  employee's  department  head  and  approved  by  the  Board. 

(4)  The  increase  shall  be  based  on  performance  of  the  employee  during  the  pre¬ 
ceding  six-month  or  twelve-month  period,  and  not  solely  on  length  of  service. 

(f)  An  employee  receiving  a  promotion  to  a  vacant  position  or  to  a  new  position 
as  defined  in  Section  4(d)  shall,  upon  assignment  resulting  from  such  promotion,  re¬ 
ceive  the  rate  in  the  compensation  grade  of  the  vacant  or  new  position  next  above  his 
existing  rate.  If  the  resulting  adjustment  is  less  than  $140.00  on  an  annual  basis  for 
a  position  class  assigned  to  Schedules  B,  C  or  D,  or  $.10  per  hour  for  a  position 
class  assigned  to  Schedule  E,  the  adjustment  shall  be  to  the  second  rate  above  the 
existing  rate  but  within  the  compensation  grade  of  the  vacant  or  new  position. 

(g)  The  employee  receiving  a  promotion  and  adjustment  in  rate  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  sub-section  shall  receive  the  next  increment  of  his  com¬ 
pensation  grade  effective  the  next  April  first  or  October  first  following  completion  of 
twelve  months  at  the  rate  resulting  from  the  promotion. 

(h)  The  employee  who  is  transferred  to  a  similarly  rated  or  to  a  lower  rated  po- 
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sition  for  the  convenience  of  the  Town  shall  enter  the  new  position  at  his  rate  in  the 
position  from  which  he  is  transferred. 

(i)  Each  administrative  authority  shall  include  in  its  estimates,  required  by  the 
provisions  of  Section  59  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  a  pay  adjustment  section 
setting  forth  in  detail  the  amounts  which  will  be  required  for  anticipated  pay  adjust¬ 
ments  during  the  ensuing  year  and  shall  furnish  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Board. 

SECTION  6.  AMENDMENT  OF  THE  PLANS 

(a)  No  amendment  of  either  plan  shall  be  made  until  it  has  been  presented  by 
signed  petition  to  the  Personnel  Board  and  acted  upon  by  the  Board.  Upon  receipt  of 
such  petition,  the  Board,  after  giving  the  petitioners  and  the  heads  of  the  departments 
affected  at  least  three  days'  written  notice,  shall  hold  a  hearing  for  the  parties  in¬ 
terested  to  consider  the  proposed  amendment. 

(b)  If  the  Personnal  Board  shall  fail  to  act  on  an  amendment  so  presented  with¬ 
in  fifteen  days  after  the  hearing  thereon,  the  Board  shall  be  deemed  to  have  disap¬ 
proved  the  amendment.  The  petition  may  then  be  presented  to  the  Town  Meeting,  if 
so  desired. 

(c)  The  Appropriation  Committee  shall  report  to  Town  Meeting  as  a  part  of  its 
estimates  of  Town  expenditures  the  impact  of  a  proposed  amendment  which  is  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Personnel  Board  together  with  such  recommendation  or  recommenda¬ 
tions  as  the  Appropriation  Committee  deems  expedient. 

(d)  The  Board,  of  its  own  motion,  may  propose  an  amendment  to  the  plans  or 
other  provisions  of  this  By-Law  based  on  its  findings  resulting  from  its  investiga¬ 
tions  as  provided  in  Section  3.

SECTION  10.  INITIAL  APPLICATION  OF  THE  COMPENSATION  PLAN 

(a)  Upon  adoption  of  this  By-Law  at  an  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  rate  of  each 
eligible  employee  occupying  a  position  in  the  classification  plan  shall  be  adjusted  on 
the  termination  of  the  nearest  pay  period  to  April  first  of  the  year  of  adoption. 

(b)  The  rate  of  each  eligible  employee  shall  be  adjusted  to  the  same  corres¬ 
ponding  step  rate  in  his  designated  compensation  grade  as  the  step  rate  which  he 
occupied  on  the  termination  of  the  nearest  pay  period  to  April  first  of  the  year  of 
adoption.  His  corresponding  step  rate  shall  be  determined  by  the  same  number  of 
increments  below  maximum. 

(c)  If  the  minimum  rate  of  an  employee's  compensation  grade  on  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  the  nearest  pay  period  to  April  first  of  the  year  of  adoption  is  below  the  mini¬ 
mum  rate  of  his  new  compensation  grade,  the  adjustment  shall  be  to  the  minimum  of 
the  new  compensation  grade. 

(d)  If  the  adjustment  in  rate  for  a  full-time  employee  does  not  result  in  an  in¬ 
crease  in  compensation  of  at  least  $140.00  on  an  annual  basis  in  a  position  class  as¬ 
signed  to  Schedule  B,  C  or  D,  or  $.10  per  hour  in  a  position  class  assigned  to  Sched¬ 
ule  E,  the  rate  of  such  employee  shall  be  adjusted  to  the  step  rate  in  the  range  of  the 
compensation  grade  to  which  his  position  has  been  allocated,  which  is  two  such  rates 
above  his  existing  rate  on  the  termination  of  the  nearest  pay  period  to  April  first  of 
the  year  of  adoption. 

(e)  The  next  adjustment  for  which  an  employee  occupying  a  position  in  the  class¬ 
ification  plan  shall  be  eligible,  following  the  initial  adjustment  received  pursuant  to 
sub-sections  (a),  (b),  (c)  or  (d)  of  this  section,  shall  be  on  the  termination  of  the 
nearest  pay  period  to  April  first  or  October  first  pursuant  to  Section  5  (e);  one  year 
shall  ensue  prior  to  any  such  adjustment  except  an  adjustment  from  the  entrance 
rate. 


(f)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  authorizing  adjustment  to  any 
rate  above  the  maximum  rate  in  the  range  of  the  compensation  grade. 
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SECTION  11.  OVERTIME  COMPENSATION 

(a)  Administrative  and  Clerical  Group 

An  employee  occupying  a  position  classified  in  this  group  is  not  entitled  to  over¬ 
time  compensation  unless  approved  by  the  Board.  He  may  be  granted  compensatory 
time  off  at  the  discretion  of  his  department  head  for  hours  worked  in  excess  of  those 
constituting  his  established  work  week  as  set  forth  in  Section  9. 

(b)  Custodian  Group 

An  employee  occupying  a  position  classified  in  this  group  shall  receive  compen¬ 
sation  for  hours  worked  in  excess  of  those  constituting  his  established  work  week  at 
straight  time  determined  by  dividing  his  weekly  rate  by  forty. 

(c)  Engineering  Group 

A  full-time  employee  occupying  a  position  in  this  group  shall  be  compensated  at 
one  and  one-half  times  his  regular  rate  for  hours  worked  in  excess  of  his  established 
work  week  determined  by  dividing  his  weekly  rate  by  forty. 

(d)  Inspection  Group 

An  employee  occupying  a  position  classified  in  this  group  is  not  entitled  to  over¬ 
time  compensation. 

(e)  Labor  Group 

An  employee  occupying  a  position  in  this  group  shall  be  compensated  at  one  and 
one-half  times  his  regular  hourly  rate  for  hours  worked  in  excess  of  eight  hours 
during  a  regularly  assigned  work  day  and  for  all  hours  worked  on  other  than  a  regu¬ 
larly  assigned  work  day  provided  that  he  has  been  credited  with  forty  hours  pay  at 
his  regular  rate  for  five  consecutively  assigned  work  days  prior  to  performing  work 
on  the  non-assigned  work  day. 

(f)  Library  Group 


An  employee  occupying  a  position  classified  in  this  group  is  not  entitled  to  over¬ 
time  compensation  unless  approved  by  the  Board,  but  may  be  granted  compensatory 
time  off  at  the  discretion  of  the  department  head  for  hours  worked  in  excess  of  those 
constituting  the  established  work  week  as  set  forth  in  Section  9. 

(g)  Mechanical  and  Construction  Group 


An  employee  occupying  a  position  classified  in  this  group  shall  receive  compen¬ 
sation  for  hours  worked  in  excess  of  those  constituting  his  established  work  week  at 
straight  time  determined  by  dividing  his  weekly  rate  by  forty. 

(h)  Professional  Group 

An  employee  occupying  a  position  classified  in  this  group  is  not  entitled  to  over¬ 
time  compensation. 

(i )  Public  Safety  Group 

A  uniformed  employee,  except  Harbor  Master,  occupying  a  position  in  this  group 
shall  receive  compensation  for  hours  worked  in  excess  of  his  established  work  week 
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at  straight  time  determined  by  dividing  his  weekly  rate  by  forty  if  a  member  of  the 
Police  Department,  or  by  forty-eight  if  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department. 

The  employee  occupying  the  position  of  Harbor  Master  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
overtime  compensation. 

At  the  option  of  the  Chief,  a  member  of  the  Police  Department  may  be  granted 
compensatory  time  off  in  lieu  of  overtime  pay  for  a  court  appearance  if  he  is  off  duty 
or  in  vacation  status  at  the  time  of  such  appearance. 

(j )  Supervisory  Group 

An  employee  occupying  a  position  classified  in  this  group  is  not  entitled  to  over¬ 
time  compensation  as  set  forth  in  Section  9. 

SECTION  12.  PAID  HOLIDAYS 

(a)  The  following  days  shall  be  recognized  as  legal  holidays  within  the  meaning 
of  this  By-Law: 


New  Year's  Day  Labor  Day 

Washington's  Birthday  Columbus  Day 

Patriots  Day  Veterans  Day 

Memorial  Day  Thanksgiving  Day 

Independence  Day  Christmas  Day 

on  which  days  employees  shall  be  excused  from  all  duty  not  required  to  maintain  es¬ 
sential  Town  services. 

(b)  Every  employee  in  a  permanent  position  as  defined  in  Section  2  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  these  designated  holidays  on  the  following  terms: 

(1)  If  paid  on  an  hourly  basis,  he  shall  receive  one  day's  pay  at  his  regular 
rate  based  on  the  number  of  hours  which  would  have  been  worked  on  the  day 
on  which  the  designated  holiday  occurs. 

(2)  If  paid  on  a  weekly,  monthly  or  annual  basis,  he  shall  be  granted  each 
designated  holiday  without  loss  in  pay. 

(c)  Payment  under  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  made  provided  the  eligible 
employee  shall  have  worked  on  his  last  regularly  scheduled  working  day  prior  to  and 
his  next  regularly  scheduled  working  day  following  such  holiday,  or  was  in  full  pay 
status  on  such  preceding  and  following  days  in  accordance  with  other  provisions  of 
this  By-Law. 

(d)  An  employee,  except  one  occupying  a  position  in  the  Supervisory,  Profess¬ 
ional  or  Inspection  groups,  in  continuous  employment  who  performs  work  on  one  of 
the  days  designated  in  sub- section  (a)  shall  be  paid  at  his  regular  rate  for  such  day 
or  fraction  thereof,  unless  payment  for  such  work  is  determined  by  Section  11  (d),  in 
addition  to  the  amount  to  which  he  is  entitled  under  sub-section  (b)  unless  such  work 
is  perfomed  during  a  scheduled  tour  of  duty  which  began  on  the  day  preceding  the 
holiday. 

(e)  At  the  request  of  the  employee,  he  may  be  granted  compensatory  time  off  at 
the  convenience  of  his  department  in  lieu  of  payment  provided  under  sub- section  (d). 

(f)  The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  a  uniformed  employee  in  the  Public 
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Safety  group: 

(1)  An  employee  in  continuous  employment  who,  because  of  a  rotation  of 
shifts,  works  different  days  in  successive  weeks  shall  be  granted  in  each 
year  in  which  the  number  of  holidays  falling  on  his  days  off  is  in  excess  of 
the  number  of  holidays  in  that  year  falling  on  Saturday,  additional  days  off 
equal  to  the  excess. 

(2)  The  department  head  shall  deem,  at  his  discretion,  when  the  additional 
days  off  shall  be  taken  by  each  such  employee,  and  if  at  the  discretion  of  the 
department  head,  any  particular  day  off  cannot  reasonably  be  scheduled  for 
such  employee,  then  he  shall  receive  an  equivalent  of  one  day's  regular  pay 
in  lieu  thereof,  to  be  paid  on  recommendation  of  the  department  head. 

(3)  An  employee  who  fails  to  report  for  duty  as  scheduled  on  the  date  of  the 
holiday  or  on  the  date  when  said  holiday  is  by  law  to  be  observed  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  a  day  off  therefor  nor  the  equivalent  day's  pay,  except  an  em¬ 
ployee  who  is  on  injury  leave  on  said  day. 

(g)  Whenever  one  of  the  holidays  set  forth  in  sub-section  (a)  falls  on  a  Sunday, 
the  following  day  shall  be  the  legal  holiday. 

SECTION  13.  VACATION  POLICY 

(a)  An  employee  in  continuous  employment  who,  as  of  June  first,  has  been  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  Town  for  at  least  five  months  shall  be  granted  vacation  leave  of  one 
week  with  full  pay. 

(b)  An  employee  who,  as  of  June  first,  has  been  employed  by  the  Town  for  at 
least  thirty  weeks  in  the  aggregate  shall  be  granted  vacation  leave  of  two  weeks 
with  full  pay. 

(c)  Vacation  leave  of  three  weeks  shall  be  granted  to  an  employee  who,  as  of 
June  first,  has  been  employed  by  the  Town  for  at  least  10  years. 

(d)  Vacation  leave  of  four  weeks  shall  be  granted  to  an  employee  who,  as  of 
June  first,  has  been  employed  by  the  Town  for  20  years  or  over. 

(e)  Upon  the  death  of  an  employee  who  is  eligible  for  vacation  under  these  rules, 
payment  shall  be  made  to  the  estate  of  the  deceased  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  vaca¬ 
tion  allowance  as  accrued  prior  to  the  employee's  death  but  which  had  not  been  taken 
by  him. 

(f)  Employees  who  are  eligible  for  vacation  under  these  rules  and  whose  ser¬ 
vices  are  terminated  by  dismissal  through  no  fault  or  delinquency  of  their  own,  or 
by  retirement,  or  by  entrance  into  the  armed  forces,  shall  be  paid  an  amount  equal 
to  the  vacation  allowance  earned  in  the  vacation  year  during  which  such  dismissal, 
retirement  or  entrance  into  the  armed  forces  occurred. 

(g)  Absences  on  account  of  sickness  in  excess  of  that  authorized  under  the  rules 
therefor  or  for  personal  reasons  as  provided  for  under  other  leave  may,  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  department  head,  be  charged  to  vacation  leave. 

(h)  An  employee  shall  be  granted  an  additional  day  of  vacation  if,  while  on  va¬ 
cation  leave,  a  designated  holiday  occurs  which  falls  on  or  is  legally  observed  on 
Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  or  Friday. 
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(i )  Vacation  allowance  provided  under  the  terms  of  this  section  must  be  taken 
before  December  31st  in  the  calendar  year  earned  unless  cancelled  by  the  appropri¬ 
ate  administrative  authority  to  meet  an  emergency  or  to  offset  a  critical  shortage  of 
personnel.  Vacations  shall  be  granted  by  department  heads  at  such  times  as  in  their 
opinion  will  cause  the  least  interference  with  the  work  of  their  agencies. 

SECTION  14.  SICK  LEAVE 

(a)  A  full-time  employee  in  continuous  employment  shall  be  allowed  one  and  one- 
quarter  days  leave  for  each  month  of  employment  provided  such  leave  is  caused  by 
sickness  or  injury  or  by  exposure  to  contagious  disease.  A  part-time  employee  in 
continuous  employment  shall  be  allowed  such  leave  on  a  proportionate  basis. 

(b)  An  employee  in  continuous  employment  shall  be  credited  with  the  unused 
portion  of  leave  granted  under  sub-section  (a)  up  to  a  maximum  of  ninety  days. 

(c)  If  the  amount  of  leave  credit  provided  under  sub-section  (b)  has  been  or  is 
about  to  be  exhausted,  an  employee  may  make  application  for  additional  allowance 
to  that  provided  under  sub-section  (a).  Such  application  shall  be  made  to  the  Board 
which  is  authorized  to  grant  such  additional  allowances  as  it  may  determine  to  be 
equitable  after  reviewing  all  circumstances  including  the  employee's  attendance  and 
performance  record  prior  to  conditions  supporting  his  request  for  the  additional 
allowance. 

(d)  Sick  leave  must  be  authorized  by  the  department  head  and  must  be  reported 
to  the  Board  on  a  designated  form. 

(e)  A  physician's  certificate  of  illness  shall  be  submitted  by  the  employee  after 
three  days  absence  to  his  department  head  before  leave  is  granted  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  Section.  This  certificate  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  department  head  to 
the  Board. 

(f)  The  Board  may  of  its  own  motion  require  a  physician's  certificate  of  illness 
of  any  employee  who  reports  his  inability  to  report  for  duty  because  of  illness.  This 
examination  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the  Town  by  a  physician  appointed  by  the 
Board. 

(g)  Injury,  illness  or  disability  self-imposed,  or  resulting  from  the  use  of  al¬ 
cohol  or  drugs,  shall  not  be  considered  a  proper  claim  for  leave  under  this  Section. 

(h)  Payments  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  limited  in  the 
case  of  an  employee  who  is  receiving  Workman's  Compensation  payments  to  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  amount  paid  in  Workman's  Compensation  and  the  employee's 
regular  rate. 

(i )  In  the  event  of  payments  made  to  an  employee  under  the  preceding  sub¬ 
section,  the  Board  may  debit  the  employee's  sick  leave  accrual  by  such  amounts  as 
it  determines  to  be  equitable  in  relation  to  such  payments. 

(j )  Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with  Section  100  of 
Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws. 

SECTION  15.  BEREAVEMENT  LEAVE 

(a)  In  the  event  of  a  death  occurring  in  the  immediate  family  of  an  employee,  he 
or  she  may  be  granted  bereavement  leave  without  loss  of  pay  up  to  a  maximum  of 
three  regular  work  days  commencing  either  on  the  day  of  death  or  the  three  regular 
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work  days  immediately  following  the  day  of  death.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Section, 
the  "immediate  family"  shall  be  the  employee's  spouse,  parents,  parents- in-law, 
brother,  sister  and  children. 

(b)  In  cases  where  funeral  arrangements  are  delayed  or  are  out  of  state,  the 
employee's  department  head  may  in  his  discretion  provide  for  such  leave  without 
loss  of  pay,  up  to  a  maximum  of  three  days,  as  in  his  discretion  seems  reasonable, 
and  provided  that  such  leave  is  necessary  for  the  employee's  attendance  at  the  funer¬ 
al. 

SECTION  16.  JURY  LEAVE 

An  employee  in  continuous  employment  required  to  serve  on  the  jury  and  thus 
having  to  be  absent  from  regular  duty  may,  upon  application,  be  paid  the  difference 
between  the  compensation  received  from  jury  duty  and  his  regular  compensation 
from  the  Town,  upon  presentation  of  an  affidavit  of  jury  pay  granted. 

SECTION  17.  OTHER  LEAVE 

Absences  for  personal  reasons  may  be  charged  to  vacation  leave  upon  applica¬ 
tion  by  the  employee  and  approval  by  his  department  head. 

SECTION  18.  PHYSICAL  EXAMINATION 

A  candidate  for  appointment  to  a  position  in  the  classification  plan  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  632  of  the  Town's  By-Laws. 

SECTION  19.  CIVIL  SERVICE  LAW 

Nothing  in  this  By-Law  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with  Chapter  31  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws. 

SECTION  20.  EFFECT  OF  PARTIAL  INVALIDITY 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  of  this  By-Law  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section 
or  provision  thereof. 

SECTION  21.  REPEAL  OF  INCONSISTENT  BY-LAWS, 

RULES  AND/OR  REGULATIONS 

All  prior  By-Laws,  parts  of  By-Laws,  rules,  regulations  or  Town  Meeting  votes 
which  may  be  in  conflict  with  provisions  of  this  By-Law  are  hereby  repealed  or  re¬ 
scinded. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate, 
by  taxation,  transfer  from  available  funds,  and/or  borrowing,  for  the  salaries,  oper¬ 
ation  and  expenses  during  the  current  fiscal  year  of  each  of  the  following  Town  De¬ 
partments  and  activities,  necessary  charges,  and  for  unpaid  bills  of  prior  years.

This  Committee  shall  meet  regularly  on  a  quarterly  basis  and  shall  submit  a 
report  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Each  member  or  associate  member  shall  be  paid  $25.00  for  each  meeting  he 
attends,  said  money  to  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  the  Building  Department, 
or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.

Any  dog  found  to  be  at  large  in  violation  of  this  by-law  shall  be  caught  and  con¬ 
fined  by  the  dog  officer  who  shall  notify  forthwith  the  licensed  owner  or  keeper  of 
said  dog  giving  the  owner  or  keeper  a  period  of  ten  days  within  which  to  recover 
the  dog.  Return  of  the  dog  to  the  licensed  owner  or  keeper  shall  be  dependent  on 
admission  of  ownership  or  the  keeping  of  the  dog  and  the  assumption  of  respon¬ 
sibility  by  the  licensed  owner  or  keeper.  The  dog  officer  shall  enter  and  prose¬ 
cute  a  complaint  against  the  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  taken  into  his  custody 
under  this  section  provided,  however,  if  within  the  twelve  months  next  preceding 
this  offense  the  owner  or  keeper  has  not  been  convicted  for  violation  of  this  by¬ 
law  or  a  dog  owned  or  kept  by  him  has  not  been  taken  into  custody  for  violation  of 
this  by-law,  the  dog  officer  may  waive  prosecution. 

A  dog  officer  having  custody  of  a  dog  confined  under  this  by-law  shall  be  allowed 
the  sum  of  $1.00  for  each  day  of  confinement  for  the  care  of  such  dog,  payable  by 
the  owner  or  keeper  thereof.

WE  CALL  UPON  our  fellow  townsmen  to  welcome  people  into  their  neighborhoods 
without  discrimination  because  of  race,  religion  or  national  origin,  and  to  es¬ 
tablish  the  reputation  for  Weymouth  as  a  community  in  which  freedom  truly 
rings  for  all.

The  above  figures  represent  a  summary  of  actual  figures  assessed  and  com¬ 
mitted  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  the  Tax  Collector  for  collection  in  the  year  1967. 

At  the  March  1967  Town  Meeting,  it  was  voted  that  the  amount  of  $110,000.00  be 
used  for  a  complete  revaluation  of  the  town  by  a  private  consultant. 

With  this  action  of  the  Town  Meeting  in  mind,  the  Board  carefully  considered  the 
specifications  that  would  be  used  in  the  contract  for  the  revaluation  program.  Fran¬ 
cis  Kelly,  Town  Counsel,  was  consulted  before  the  final  specifications  were  drawn. 
The  legal  notices  were  placed  in  "The  Weymouth  News". 

The  following  companies  submitted  bids  before  the  closing  time  of  7:30  p.m., 
June  6,  1967:

After  due  consideration  of  all  phases  of  the  contract,  the  contract  was  awarded  to  the 
H.  L.  Yoh  Company,  on  July  11,  1967. 

As  the  bids  were  all  over  the  $110,000.00  provided  for  by  the  Town  Meeting,  the 
Board  requested  a  transfer  of  funds  from  the  Reserve  Fund.  The  request  was  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Appropriation  Committee  on  June  24,  1967. 

The  H.  L.  Yoh  Company,  under  the  direction  of  Paul  Eisenhauer,  Chief  Appraiser, 
set  up  its  office  in  the  Town  Hall  in  August  and  office  and  field  work  began  shortly 
thereafter.  To  date  the  H.  L.  Yoh  Company  has  visited  1411  homes  and  has  met  with 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  taxpayers.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  this  spirit  of  co¬ 
operation  and  good-will  will  be  maintained  throughout  the  revaluation. 

On  July  24,  1967,  the  Office  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  was  saddened  by  the  sud- 
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den  death  of  John  P.  Fitzgerald,  Executive  Secretary.  He  was  appointed  as  an  Assess¬ 
or  in  July  of  1962,  in  which  office  he  served  until  October  1,  1962,  when  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  as  Executive  Secretary.  John  P.  Fitzgerald  served  the  Town  in  a  most  able 
manner.  Deepest  regret  at  his  passing  is  shared  by  all  who  knew  him. 

The  Board  is  sincerely  grateful  to  the  various  Town  Officials  and  departments 
for  the  continued  co-operation  that  has  been  given  to  the  Assessors  Office  in  the  past 
year.

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  a  report  on  the  activities  of  the  Legal  Department 
for  the  year  1967,  together  with  my  observations  thereon. 

The  growing  complexities  of  government,  the  ever-increasing  demands  for  public 
services,  and  the  fact  that  people  are  more  inclined  today  than  ever  before  to  litigate 
their  differences  in  the  Courts  were  all  reflected  in  the  increased  demands  on  this 
office  during  the  past  twelve  months.  Evidence  of  this  is  found  in  the  number  of  cases 
which  have  been  brought  against  the  Town,  either  by  way  of  appeals  from  decisions  of 
various  Boards,  challenges  to  the  decisions  of  administrative  offices  and  indeed,  of 
the  Town  Meeting  itself,  in  the  number  of  claims  for  injuries  on  town-owned  property 
and  claims  for  damages  arising  out  of  defects  in  the  highways  and  in  the  growing 
tendency  to  request  legal  guidance  and  opinions  with  respect  to  the  administration  of 
Town  affairs. 

Statistics  often  prove  both  tiresome  and  misleading  and,  therefore,  I  will  limit 
them  in  this  report  to  only  the  most  simple  and  essential  considerations.  During  the 
year  twelve  new  cases  were  filed  in  various  Courts  against  the  Town.  These  were 
added  to  the  fifty-one  cases  which  were  already  on  the  books  at  the  close  of  1966. 

Also  on  the  active  list  of  Court  cases  are  fifteen  tax  title  foreclosures  brought  by  the 
Town,  and  appearances  in  three  land  registrations.  During  the  year,  nineteen  cases 
were  disposed  of,  either  by  trial,  or  after  commencement  of  trial  upon  settlement 
terms  approved  by  your  Board,  which  were  considered  favorable  to  the  Town.  This 
office  represented  the  Town  in  some  ninety-three  different  appearances,  either  on 
motions  or  trial  of  cases  during  the  year.  Three  complaints  were  entered  in  District 
Court  for  violation  of  Town  By-Laws;  there  were  six  hearings  on  workmen's  compen¬ 
sation  and  five  liquor  license  hearings. 

Bearing  out  both  the  diversity  and  the  amount  of  legal  work  confronting  this  office, 
as  has  been  indicated  above,  permit  me  to  illustrate  some  of  the  different  kinds  of 
situations  which  were  involved.  The  Court  cases  have  included  tort  claims  for  per¬ 
sonal  injuries,  highway  defects,  trespass  and  wrongful  conversion  of  property;  bills  in 
equity  to  review  decisions  of  the  Zoning  Board;  contract  actions  brought  against  the 
Town  for  money  damages;  Trustee  Writs  levied  against  the  Town  for  monies  pre¬ 
sumed  to  be  held  by  the  Town  which  are  due  and  owing  to  third  parties;  cases  before 
the  Industrial  Accident  Board  involving  workmen's  compensation  claims;  and,  of 
course,  the  always  to  be  expected  claims  for  land  damages  arising  out  of  street  wid- 
enings,  laying  of  sewer  and  drainage  easements  and  taking  of  land  for  essential  Town 
purposes. 

Added  to  this,  Writs  of  mandamus  were  sought  to  enjoin  the  Town  Moderator  from 
appointing  a  High  School  Study  Committee  and  to  set  aside  the  special  election  regard¬ 
ing  the  High  School;  to  reinstate  a  School  Teacher;  and  also  to  either  reinstate  or  re¬ 
tire  a  Police  Officer.  Petitions  to  foreclose  tax  titles  on  fifteen  parcels  of  land  were 
brought  on  behalf  of  the  Town. 
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Apart  from  Court  work  and  trial  of  cases,  this  office  represented  the  Town  in 
various  matters  before  Committees  of  the  Legislature,  reviewed  over  one  hundred 
and  fifty  contracts  for  the  Town,  protected  the  Town's  interests  in  several  Land 
Court  registration  cases  involving  property  abutting  Town  areas,  and  also  represented 
the  Town  before  the  Land  Court  in  proceedings  wherein  we  are  seeking  to  register  cer¬ 
tain  Town-owned  land. 

This  office  was  also  responsible,  as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  for  the  preparation 
of  the  Warrants  for  the  Annual  and  Special  Town  Meetings,  for  the  legal  work  involved 
in  the  acceptance  of  streets,  and  for  title  examinations  and  preparation  of  Orders  for 
the  taking  of  easements  for  sewerage,  drainage  and  other  Town  purposes. 

Despite  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  constant  increase  in  the  demands  on  this 
office  for  legal  advice  and  legal  services,  I  have  maintained  an  "open  door"  policy  to 
all  Town  officials  and  boards  and  have  tried  to  make  myself  completely  available  to 
them  at  all  times  for  any  purpose  whatsoever.  Because  Town  government  is  be¬ 
coming  more  and  more  complex,  Town  officials  have  felt  the  need  for  legal  counsel 
more  and  more,  and  I  have  endeavored  to  accommodate  all  requests  for  advice  and 
counsel.  Further,  while  it  is  not  the  function  of  this  office  to  advise  the  public,  we 
have  always  extended  the  courtesy  of  answering  requests  from  citizens  of  the  Town 
for  information  involving  Town  matters. 

The  Town  Counsel  has  attended  every  scheduled  meeting  of  your  honorable  Board 
and  attended  meetings  of  the  Appropriation  Committee,  meetings  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

During  the  year,  this  office  has  spent  nearly  three  hundred  hours  on  matters  re¬ 
lating  to  collective  bargaining  by  Town  employees.  The  Town  Counsel  attended  every 
collective  bargaining  session  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  also  drafted  the  contract 
which  was  finally  agreed  upon.  The  new  Personnel  By-Law,  which  was  voted  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  was  also  carefully  reviewed  by  this  office  with  members  of  the 
Personnel  Board  and  the  Evans  Associates  before  it  was  presented  to  the  Meeting. 

The  Town  Counsel  also  worked  closely  with  the  School  Committee  in  their  collective 
bargaining  sessions  and  had  several  meetings  with  the  School  Committee,  as  well  as 
the  Committee  representing  the  Teachers'  Association.  A  thorough  review  and  sub¬ 
stantial  redrafting  of  the  contract  between  the  Teachers'  Association  and  the  School 
Committee  were  also  undertaken.  This  office  also  attended  all  meetings  of  your 
Board  with  the  Firefighters'  Association  and  with  the  Police  Association  and,  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  attorney  representing  the  Firefighters,  drafted  the  contract  be¬ 
tween  the  Association  and  the  Town. 

Although  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  do  not  permit  a  Town  Counsel 
to  defend  criminal  actions  brought  against  a  Town  officer  or  employee  (representa¬ 
tion  is  limited  to  civil  matters);  nevertheless,  the  Town  Counsel  attended  every 
Court  proceeding  involving  Officer  Moore  when  he  was  charged  with  manslaughter 
and  later  acquitted  in  Norfolk  Superior  Court.  Close  cooperation  was  effected  with 
his  counsel  and  every  assistance  possible  was  extended.  I  was  present  at  the  inquest, 
arraignment,  hearing  on  probable  cause  and  at  the  trial.  I  would  be  remiss  not  to 
mention  the  time,  effort,  concern  and  great  strength  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Chief  O'Kane  during  those  trying  days  when  some  elements  of  the  press  were  more 
interested  in  sensationalism  than  sense. 

The  Board  of  Assessors,  which  is  faced  with  supervising  and  administering  the 
Town- wide  re-evaluation  program  authorized  by  the  March  1967  Annual  Town  Meet¬ 
ing,  requested  this  office  to  prepare  a  set  of  specifications  for  the  re-evaluation  pro¬ 
gram  and  these  specifications  were  used  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  inviting  bids 
on  this  important  project.  In  this  regard,  I  wish  to  publicly  express  my  sincere  ap- 
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preciation  for  the  wonderful  cooperation  extended  by  the  Executive  Secretary  to  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  John  Fitzgerald,  whose  untimely  passing  last  Summer  took  from 
the  Town  one  of  its  most  dedicated  and  capable  public  servants.  He  was  most  helpful 
in  preparing  the  specifications  for  the  re-evaluation  program  and  I  shall  always  re¬ 
member  the  tremendous  assistance  which  he  gave  in  the  preparation  and  presentation 
of  our  appeal  case  involving  distribution  of  the  receipts  of  the  sales  tax. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  demanding  one  and  I  am  sure  that  the  future  will  be  just 
as  challenging.  This  is  inevitable  because  our  society  and  the  laws  which  govern  our 
society  are  becoming  more  and  more  complex  with  each  passing  year,  and  complex¬ 
ity  generates  controversy. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  Town  officials  and  Boards 
for  their  cooperation  and,  in  particular,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mrs.  Marion  K. 
Rafferty,  executive  secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  with  whom  this  office  has 
daily  contact,  to  Police  Chief  O'Kane,  to  Director  of  Public  Works  Arthur  Bilodeau 
and  the  Assistant  Director  Frank  Lagrotteria.  Above  all,  I  wish  to  express  my  grat¬ 
itude  and  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  for  your  cooperation  and  the  spirit 
in  which  we  have  worked  together  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.

Once  again,  this  year  has  been  one  of  extreme  activity  with  further  increased 
work  load  in  vital  statistics,  sporting  and  dog  licenses,  special  town  meetings  and  the 
many  daily  routine  matters  acted  upon  and  carried  out  by  this  office.  Once  again  I 
remind  you  that  additional  help  is  sorely  needed  by  this  department. 

I  believe  steps  should  have  been  taken  in  1967  to  prepare  for  the  extremely  heavy 
election  burden  with  which  we  will  be  confronted  in  1968.  I  believe  a  very  serious 
mistake  was  made  when  the  matter  of  voting  machines  was  turned  aside.  If  efficiency 
of  operation  is  to  be  maintained,  steps  must  be  taken  to  alleviate  the  present  condi¬ 
tions. 

The  Total  amount  collected  in  fees  for  licenses  was  $15,612.62  of  which  $4,045.67, 
returned  by  the  County  from  dog  licenses,  will  be  used  for  schools.  The  total  also 
represents  an  increase  of  $825.95  over  1966. 

At  this  time  I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Board  and  other  departments  for  courtesies 
tendered  me  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STREET  LIGHTING  COMMITTEE 

January  15,  1968

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  report  for  year  1967.  A  report  which  this  Committee  is  pleased  and 
proud  to  present,  for  the  year  1967  represents  the  complete  100%  lighting  to  modern 
Specifications  of  all  ways  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth.  At  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this 
Report  not  one  obsolete,  inefficient  incandescent  street  light  is  left  operating  in  the 
town  of  Weymouth. 

3,713  Mercury  Vapor  lamps  have  replaced  the  thousands  of  old  style  wasteful 
bulbs.  We  are  the  first  town  in  the  Commonwealth  to  have  all  streets  lighted  to 
modern  specifications  with  mercury  vapor  lamps  exclusively. 

Progress  in  completion  of  the  residential  relighting  program  pre-dates  by  six 
years  estimates  as  recent  as  last  year's  Report,  and  was  due  in  large  measure  to  the 
cooperation  of  Massachusetts  Electric  Company  especially  in  the  area  of  negotiations 
for  rate  reductions.  This  matter  was  mentioned  in  our  most  recent  report  and  we 
are  pleased  to  advise  that  adjustments  in  rates  reflected  a  $5.00  reduction  in  charges 
for  each  of  the  incandescent  lights.  The  tremendous  task  of  replacing  and  installing 
new,  so  many  standards  was  handled  with  beautiful  efficiency  and  this  opportunity  is 
taken  to  extend  our  compliments  to  the  Massachusetts  Electric  Company  for  a  job 
well  done. 

Of  particular  satisfaction  to  this  Committee  is  the  complete  lighting  of  our  Pine 
Grove  section.  Not  its  relighting,  because  never  in  the  history  of  its  existence  has 
Pine  Grove  had  even  one  street  light.  We  have  worked  some  years  to  solve  the  prob¬ 
lems  involved  with  lighting  of  Pine  Grove  and  each  of  us  shared  an  equal  pleasure 
with  residents  of  that  area  when  the  lights  finally  went  on. 

This  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  reprinting  of  the  following  letter  best 
constitutes  our  Annual  Report,  it  is  one  of  many  recently  included  in  our  files.  With 
the  kind  permission  of  its  author,  herewith  the  following:

I  want  to  express  my  most  sincere  appreciation  for  the  installation  of  street 
lights  on  our  street. 

There  isn't  any  words  which  can  express  how  grateful  I  am.  For  over  22  years 
I've  seen  nothing  but  pitch  blackness,  except  on  moonlight  nights. 
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I  was  so  delighted  when  I  saw  the  men  who  installed  them  yesterday.  When  it 
finally  became  dark  enough  for  them  to  come  on,  I  just  set  here  with  my  house  lights 
off,  just  looking  out  at  all  the  things  I  could  see  outside  in  the  bright  light. 

I  guess  it  sounds  rather  childish  for  an  old  lady  to  say  that  "I  felt  like  a  kid  with 
a  new  toy". 

This  area,  like  the  Pine  Grove  area,  has  been  here  for  over  50  years;  but  it  is  a 
forgotten  section  of  Weymouth.  When  we  moved  here  there  wasn't  even  any  light  or 
telephone  wires  on  the  street.  It  took  me  over  two  years  to  get  the  Weymouth  Light 
and  Power  Company  to  run  wires  up  here. 

Now  with  street  lights  I  feel  that  I  am  a  little  closer  to  civilization;  and  if  I  may 
say  so - as  if  I  was  receiving  a  little  return  in  service,  for  our  tax  dollars. 

Thank  you,  for  brightening  up  my  life.

As  fine  a  tribute  as  any,  one  which  helps  this  Committee  feel  its  efforts  worth 
while  and  one  which  prompts  it  to  reflect  on  the  especially  fine  cooperation  and  ac¬ 
tive  support  of  an  interested  and  concerned  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  ever  present 
cooperation  of  Town  of  Weymouth  officers  and  departments. 

The  annual  expense  to  the  Town  of  Weymouth  for  completing  modern  lighting  of 
streets  as  of  Jan.  1,  1968,  is  in  the  amount  of  $195,063.48.  These  charges  are  for 
25,571,500  lumens  of  light  or  $7.63  per  year  per  1000  lumens  of  light.  This  com¬ 
pares  favorably  with  the  Jan.  1967  cost  of  $7.68  per  1000  lumens  of  light.  Dressed 
in  everyday  language,  this  committee  can  report  to  the  Town  that  the  total  cost  of 
streetlights  to  each  resident  is  less  than  $3.80  per  year.  Bargain  day,  every  day,  in 
Weymouth,  for  the  best  street  lights  money  can  buy.

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To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  pleased  to  present  its  report  for  the  year  1967  and 
its  recommendations  for  1968. 

As  this  is  our  10th  anniversary,  our  report  will  show  a  condensation  of  our  pro¬ 
gress  for  the  entire  period  since  the  inception  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

It  is  satisfying  to  the  Board  to  see  the  scope  of  this  progress.  Our  major  high¬ 
way  reconstruction  program,  in  spite  of  strong  opposition  for  the  first  few  years,  has 
certainly  made  the  Town  much  more  attractive  and,  consequently,  has  increased 
property  values.  Our  policy  of  using  blacktop  surfaces  on  all  resurfacing  and  new 
construction  of  streets  has  lessened  our  maintenance  requirements  and  is  reducing 
the  amount  of  oiling  and  sanding  which  is  not  only  inefficient,  but  is  a  messy  operation. 

The  sewer  program  has  not  been  moving  as  fast  as  we  have  desired  but  every 
year  troubled  areas  are  being  eliminated.  We  are  very  hopeful  that  1968  will  be  the 
start  of  an  accelerated  program  for  which  we  have  been  recommending  the  past  sev¬ 
eral  years.  We  certainly  hope  this  acceleration  is  possible  because  we  feel  sewerage 
is  the  Town's  major  problem. 

With  the  complete  modernization  of  our  water  filtration  plant  and  the  construction 
of  the  transmission  line  from  Whitman's  Pond  to  our  reservoir  at  Great  Pond,  which 
will  allow  us  to  pump  an  additional  6,000,000  gallons  of  water  per  day,  we  are  confident 
that  our  water  supply  will  be  adequate  for  many  years  to  come.  Resulting  from  this 
construction,  Weymouth  is  recognized  as  a  leader  in  this  area  of  municipal  service. 

Upon  completion  of  our  Town  incinerator  in  1965,  Public  Works  was  able  to  insti¬ 
tute  weekly  collections  of  combined  rubbish  and  garbage  so  successfully  that  the  entire 
operation  has  become  a  model  in  the  field  and  has  received  accolades  on  a  national  scale. 

Public  Works  is  planning  to  combine  the  Park  and  Tree  Divisions  in  1968  for 
greater  efficiency.  We  have  not  had  the  manpower  to  keep  up  with  the  tremendous  in¬ 
crease  in  work-load,  particularly  in  the  Park  Division.  This  merger  of  the  two  divi¬ 
sions  will  afford  more  versatility  and  improved  use  of  skills  and  supervision. 

The  past  consolidation  of  all  departmental  engineering  into  one  division  has  been 
an  important  factor  in  the  efficiency  of  the  whole  Department  and  has  created  tremen¬ 
dous  savings  by  keeping  our  use  of  outside  consultants  to  a  bare  minimum. 

We  have  continually  pursued  assistance  from  Federal,  State  and  County  sources 
with  a  great  deal  of  vigor  and  have  been  granted  the  total  sum  of  $1,597,579.00  as  a  result. 

In  retrospect,  your  Board  of  Public  Works  is  very  pleased  with  the  results  of  our 
first  10  years  of  operation.  We  are  appreciative  of  the  fact  that  no  municipality  is 
blessed  with  more  efficient  and  dedicated  personnel  than  we  have  in  our  Department. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  Town,  various  officials,  committees 
and  other  departments  whose  cooperation  has  been  an  important  part  of  our  success  in 
these  10  years. 

We  hope  that  the  following  pages  will  give  a  clear  picture  of  our  progress  and 
operations  as  a  Department.

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REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 

It  is  the  writer's  pleasure  to  submit  the  TENTH  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  citizens  of  Weymouth. 

It  seems  expressly  fitting  following  ten  years  of  "in  business"  to  review  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  Department  and  to  outline  further  goals  concerning  the  future. 

In  the  first  ten  years  of  Public  Works,  many  advancements  and  inovations  have 
been  made  to  increase  efficiency  and  offer  more  economical  and  better  services  to 
the  citizens  of  Weymouth. 

During  this  ten-year  period  there  has  been  a  sizeable  increase  in  Weymouth  pop¬ 
ulation  accompanied  by  a  parallel  increase  in  demand  for  more  services  and  more 
refined  service. 

Public  Works  went  into  effect  in  the  spring  of  1958.  Its  first  office  was  set  up  in 
the  converted  "coal  bin"  in  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall  Annex.  The  "Town  Barn" 
Highway  Division  occupied  the  old  "Livery  Stable"  on  Commercial  Street  in  East  Wey¬ 
mouth.  The  Tree  Division  rented  "Nash's  Barn"  up  on  West  Street.  The  Sewer  Divi¬ 
sion  office  was  crowded  into  the  Town  Hall  Annex  and  its  equipment  housed  in  un¬ 
heated  storage  sheds  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall  Annex.  The  Park  Division  worked 
out  of  an  unheated  building  in  Weston  Park  and  also  rented  storage  area  in  another 
location  of  Town.  The  Water  Division  office  was  in  the  Town  Hall,  its  equipment 
working  out  of  the  Hollis  Street  garage  and  Filter  Plant  in  South  Weymouth.  The 
Engineers  occupied  a  section  of  the  room  in  the  Town  Hall  that  is  presently  the  Sel¬ 
ectmen's  Chambers. 

1958  Public  Works  developed  the  Whitman's  Pond  Well  -  .75  million  gallons  per 
day  capacity. 

1959  Public  Works  introduced  two-way  radio  system  -  original  installation  13 
mobile  units,  one  base  station  and  two  remote  stations.  Presently  there 
are  28  mobile  units  in  operation. 

1961  Moved  into  the  new  Public  Works  building.  Location  in  geographical  cen¬ 
ter  of  Weymouth  -  all  divisions  consolidated. 

1961  Reviewed  and  revised  the  water  rates  for  the  first  time  since  1948.  Water 
Division  should  and  is  maintained  on  a  "pay  its  own  way"  basis.  A  realistic 
rate  was  established. 

1962  Centralized  engineering  by  transferring  sewer  inspectors  to  engineering 
and  consolidating  all  design,  inspection  and  supervision  under  the  Town 
Engineer. 

1962  Established  an  annual  sewer  service  charge  of  $12.00  per  year.  This  charge 
is  levied  only  on  those  residents  who  are  tied  into  the  system  and  have  use  of 
the  facilities.  This  charge  pays  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the 
existing  system.  This  charge  also  serves  as  an  insurance  policy  to  the 
resident  -  any  clog-up  or  maintenance  required  to  his  sewer  connection 
from  the  house  out  to  the  common  sewer  in  the  street  is  accomplished  free 
of  charge  by  Public  Works  -  formerly  the  resident  had  to  individually  pay 
his  particular  cost. 

1962  Public  Works  developed  the  Winter  Street  well  -  1.0  million  gallons  per  day 
capacity.  This  was  the  second  well  developed  by  Public  Works  in  four  years,

an  increase  of  100%  emergency  source  of  water. 

Established  a  numerical  system  of  bookkeeping  in  preparation  of  future 
data  process. 

Established  an  inventory  amortization  schedule  for  equipment  replacement 
and  insurance  purposes. 

Constructed  chemical  building  with  Public  Works  manpower,  and  introduced 
the  use  of  bulk  calcium  and  sodium  chloride  for  ice  control. 

Established  the  Town  Nursery  on  Winter  Street. 

New  Weymouth  municipal  incinerator  went  "on  the  line".  This  necessitated 
weekly  collection  on  a  definite  day.  The  entire  town  of  Weymouth  was  re¬ 
districted  for  explicit  routes.  Garbage  was  combined  into  the  rubbish  for 
collection.  To  date,  consultants  and  other  scientific  fact  finders  are  using 
Weymouth’s  incinerator,  its  production  data,  and  its  operational  record  as 
aids  in  their  design  criteria. 

Weymouth  Great  Pond  -  50,000  yards  of  muck  was  dredged  out  of  a  portion 
of  Great  Pond  in  order  to  deepen  the  area  at  the  proposed  new  intake,  to 
give  more  capacity,  and  to  give  a  better  quality  of  water.  Cost  $45,000.00. 

DROUGHT  -  An  unprecedented  drought  occurred  throughout  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  states  and  Atlantic  seaboard.  Weymouth  was  one  of  many  communities 
that  was  hit  exceptionally  hard.  Weymouth  reservoir  Great  Pond  receded 
along  with  the  ground  water  table  around  the  wells. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  reluctantly  approved  use  of  Whit¬ 
man's  Pond  water  provided  it  was  filtered  with  a  Diatomite  process  and 
heavily  chlorinated. 

The  Public  Works  Water  Division  crew  assembled  and  put  into  operation  in 
six  weeks  the  emergency  Iron  Hill  filter  plant  with  a  2  million  gallon  a  day 
capacity.  This  exceptional  feat  gained  national  recognition  in  the  trade. 

The  resulting  color,  odor  and  taste  of  the  water  was  not  of  the  best;  bacter- 
iologically  it  was  potable.  Its  reaction  with  various  bleaches  was  disastrous. 
It  did,  however,  tide  over  the  Town  of  Weymouth  during  the  drought. 

During  this  period  Public  Works  had  accelerated  its  "search  out  and  utilize" 
program  of  more  sources  of  water. 

It  was  always  the  contention  of  Public  Works  that  Whitman's  Pond  water 
(surplus)  could  be  utilized  -  it  took  the  drought  to  force  through  permission 
from  State  Health.  Having  received  this,  plans  were  formulated  for  a 
pumping  station  and  transmission  line  to  pump  water  from  Whitman's  Pond 
to  the  Great  Pond  reservoir  in  South  Weymouth  during  spring  and  fall  heavy 
run-off  for  future  emergency  conditions. 

The  fantastic  growth  of  Weymouth  continues  to  demand  more  water  supply; 
therefore,  Public  Works  contemplated  enlarging  and  renovating  the  existing 
35-year  old  filter  plant.  This  would  cost  additional  monies. 

Projected  construction  programs  would  necessitate  sizeable  bond  issues 
for  capital  outlay.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  once  again  studied  water 
rates  and  modified  them  to  the  new  economy. 
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1966  -  Weymouth  filter  plant  100%  renovated  and  expanded  50%  -  cost  $810,000.00. 

1967 
1966  - 

1967  20"  transmission  line  was  constructed  from  Whitman's  Pond  to  Weymouth 

Great  Pond  -  3-3/4  miles  of  pipe  -  cost  $375,000.00. 

1966  -  Washington  Street  pumping  station  was  constructed  on  upper  Whitman's 
1967  Pond  to  pump  through  the  20"  transmission  line  -  capacity  6  million  gallons 
per  day  -  cost  $102,000.00 

1966  -  Booster  station  -  constructed  on  Middle  Street  to  improve  pressures  in 

1967  various  areas  of  North  and  East  Weymouth  -  cost  $30,000.00 

1967  After  several  years  of  study  and  experimentation  with  various  remote  wat¬ 
er  meter  reading  devices,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  launched  a  definite 
program  -  Weymouth  being  one  of  the  first  communities  in  the  surrounding 
general  area. 

Basically,  the  meter  is  similar  to  a  standard  meter  with  an  electric  cable 
lead  to  a  small  receptacle  receiver  outside  of  the  house.  The  meter  reader 
merely  plugs  a  "gun"  into  the  outside  receptacle,  sends  a  demand  signal  to 
the  meter  that  is  returned  and  read  from  the  "gun". 

There  is  no  longer  a  necessity  of  entering  the  house.  With  14,500  meters 
in  the  system,  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  all  are  converted.  The  inital 
installations  will  be  as  follows: 

1.  All  new  homes,  buildings,  apartments 

2.  All  "hard  reads"  (meters  in  crawl  spaces,  etc.) 

3.  All  "lock  outs"  (people  never  home  or  will  not  let  the  meter  reader  in). 

This  type  of  meter  reading  will  give  a  far  better  service  and  is  adaptable 
to  several  forms  of  future  data  processing. 

1967  Public  Works  commenced  a  microfilming  program  that  will  eventually  take 
in  all  pertinent  plans  and  records.  Public  Works  has  advocated  micro¬ 
filming  for  several  years,  1967  being  the  first  year  funds  were  appropriated.

The  year  1967  completed  the  first  decade  of  the  Engineering  Division  as  a  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  the  Division  looks  back  with  pride  at  cer¬ 
tain  events  and  accomplishments: 

The  occupation  of  a  modern  and  spacious  engineer's  office  at  the  new  Public 
Works  building  from  a  temporary  office  at  the  Town  Hall  in  May  1961. 

The  setting  up  and  completion  of  a  card  index  system  of  tabulating  and  recording 
property  transfers  resulting  in  a  complete  and  up-to-date  finger-tip  record  of  all 
property  titles  in  Weymouth;  with  the  recording  of  new  transfers  resulting  in  an  over¬ 
all  savings  of  approximately  $10,000  per  year. 

A  complete  topographical  plan  of  Great  Pond  Watershed  including  the  bed  of  the 
pond  enabling  an  accurate  calculation  of  the  capacity  at  any  water  level. 

A  master  plan  of  Public  Works  Capital  Outlay  Programs. 

Being  a  part  of  the  advancement  made  in  the  Highway,  Sewer,  Water,  Drain  and 
Park  systems  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 
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The  start  of  a  program  to  micro-film  all  plans  and  records  of  the  Town. 

Through  cooperative  planning  with  other  Departments  and  private  developers  of 
residential,  commercial  and  industrial  complexes,  portions  of  the  Town's  Master 
Plans  for  Sewers,  Drains  and  Water  were  installed  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  -  A  savings 
that  could  amount  to  thousands  of  dollars.  -  The  design  and  layout  of  sewers  in  cer¬ 
tain  areas,  installed  by  private  developers,  has  made  it  possible  for  the  Town  to 
reach  troubled  areas  much  sooner  than  originally  expected  at  very  little  cost  to  the 
Town. 

The  year  1967  was  also  a  frustrating  one  for  the  Engineering  Division  due  to  the 
manpower  situation.  During  the  past  year  the  Division  was  very  fortunate  in  filling 
two  vacancies  with  very  capable  men  but  has  been  unable  to  attract  others  to  replace 
long-term  employees  who  left  for  greener  pastures,  resulting  in  the  Division  oper¬ 
ating  with  four  positions  less  than  the  normal  operating  capacity  of  the  past  ten  years. 
As  a  result  the  entire  1967  Sewer  Program,  including  most  of  the  layout,  design  and 
all  of  the  supervision  and  inspection  was  handled  by  consultant  engineers. 

1967  was  the  first  time  in  the  ten  year  history  of  the  Weymouth  Public  Works 
Department  the  Division  did  not  have  the  physical  ability  to  handle  the  Sewer  Pro¬ 
gram.  Past  records  show  that  the  cost  to  the  Town  for  sewer  contracts  handled  by 
consultants  is  approximately  triple  the  cost  it  would  have  been  if  handled  by  the  Eng¬ 
ineering  Division;  therefore  resulting  in  less  footage  of  sewers  installed  per  dollars 
spent  for  the  1967  Sewer  Program. 

Practically  every  City  and  Town  Engineer  in  Massachusetts  has  experienced 
difficulty  in  obtaining  qualified  men  and  it  is  a  known  fact  that  municipal  engineering 
employees  are  not  adequately  paid  for  their  services.  Salaries  must  be  adjusted  to 
compete  with  the  supply  and  demand  and  it  is  imperative  that  everything  possible  be 
done  in  the  very  near  future  for  the  Engineering  Division  to  retain  and  acquire  the 
best  qualified  men  available  to  render  valuable  engineering  services  to  the  Town  for 
the  protection  of  the  public  good.

f)  Conclusive  Remarks 


Maintenance  of  an  incinerator  is  a  costly  and  time  consuming  item.  The  fly 
ash  control  devices  is  one  area  of  high  maintenance.  The  water  recirculation  system 
requires  weekly  repair  and  replacement  because  of  the  corrosive  quality  of  the  used 
water. 


The  Sanitation  Division  is  planning  to  utilize  a  well  on  the  incinerator  grounds, 
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install  a  pump  and  supply  system  to  the  fly  ash  control.  In  this  way,  new  water  will 
be  constantly  supplied  to  system  creating  a  savings  both  in  cost  of  water  and  in  repair 
of  corrosion  damage. 

The  furnace  grates  are  another  area  of  high  maintenance.  They  are  welded 
weekly  where  they  have  cracked  or  burned  out.  The  brickwork  is  repaired  weekly. 
This  has  to  be  done  during  the  weekend  when  the  fires  are  out  and  the  furnaces  are 
cool. 


This  continual  maintenance  program  has  forestalled  major  repair.  After  al¬ 
most  three  years  of  operation  major  repairs  will  be  required  in  the  spring  of  1968. 
Baffle  No.  1  and  the  arches  of  the  flue  are  to  be  replaced  at  a  cost  estimate  of  $8,500. 

During  1967  the  Sanitation  Division  was  faced  with  a  very  serious  manpower 
shortage  due  to  accidents  and  resignations.  At  times  stokers  and  mechanics  were 
used  on  collection.  Two  to  five  men  were  loaned  out  daily  from  other  divisions  of 
Public  Works.

The  plant  was  shut  down  in  January  1967  for  construction  and  went  back  on 
the  line  May  25,  1967.

1967  GENERAL  REMARKS 


With  the  completion  of  the  Filter  Plant  and  with  the  weather  and  water  supply  re¬ 
turning  to  normal,  the  Town  is  now  being  supplied  100%  from  Great  Pond,  since  May 
25,  1967.  The  wells  are  operated  on  a  maintenance  basis  only.  They  are  no  longer 
"Water  Supply",  but  "Emergency  Water  Supply"  as  it  'should  be. 
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In  supplying  water  under  the  "Drought"  conditions,  then  reversing  the  entire  sys¬ 
tem  back  to  Great  Pond  caused  many  problems.  The  fact  that  Great  Pond  went  empty 
during  the  drought,  and  the  sun  had  the  opportunity  to  bake  the  muck  bottom  could 
have  caused  problems.  The  fact  that  dredging  was  accomplished  for  more  storage 
and  better  intake  ability  could  have  caused  problems.  The  main  problem  resulting 
from  the  above  was  the  chemical  quality  of  the  raw  water,  in  turn  causing  troubles  in 
treatment,  and  also  troubles  on  the  customers'  end. 

Much  credit  for  getting  the  water  fairly  well  balanced  once  again  is  due  to  the 
Town  Consultants  Weston  and  Sampson;  Reilly  Laboratories;  Mr.  Paul  Anderson, 

State  Department  of  Public  Health  Sanitary  Engineer;  Harrison  Sylvia,  General  Fore¬ 
man  of  Operations,  and  Harold  Goodwin,  Filter  Plant  Chief  Operator.  It  was  not  an 
easy  task. 

FUTURE 


Remote  meter  reading.  1967  saw  the  beginning  of  installation  and  conversion  of 
meters  adaptable  to  remote  reading.  Only  24  of  these  devices  were  installed  in  1967, 
having  started  very  late  in  the  year. 

The  income  of  the  Water  Division  resulting  from  the  new  water  rates  has  made 
possible  a  complete  reanalysis  of  the  water  system  needs  as  it  applies  to  the  economic 
structure  of  the  Division.  Work  that  has  been  left  undone  -  maintenance  and  painting 
of  water  storage  tanks,  reinforcing  of  existing  mains  and  cleaning  and  lining  of  ex¬ 
isting  mains  -  can  now  be  considered.  This  year,  with  the  aid  of  the  consultants,  a 
capital  outlay  and  improvement  program  for  the  next  5  years  has  been  outlined. 

CONCLUSION 

In  April  of  this  year  Henry  P.  Tilden,  Jr.,  Water  Division  Super intendant,  suf¬ 
fered  a  fatal  heart  attack  while  examining  operations  at  the  Middle  Street  well.  Mr. 
Tilden  had  worked  very  hard  and  had  put  many  thankless  hours  of  worry  into  his  work, 
particularly  during  the  drought. 

The  Division  was  without  a  Superintendant  until  the  middle  of  December  when  Mr. 
J.  Patrick  Riddle  took  over  the  post. 

Again,  as  during  the  drought,  much  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  men  and  wo¬ 
men  of  the  Water  Division.  Particular  appreciation  to  Harrison  Sylvia,  Herb  Sullivan 
and  Harold  Goodwin.

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MICROFILMING 


The  left  photo  shows  a  comparison  of  "BULK"  -  4,000  plans  wrapped  in  rolls  in  the 
background  represented  by  4,000  plans  on  microfilm  in  the  drawer. 

The  right  photo  shows  the  microfilm  cabinet  that  will  eventually  hold  56,000  plans. 

In  the  background  in  the  vault  are  plans,  some  of  which  were  drawn  by  Mr.  Russell 
Whiting  back  in  1900  -  These  plans  are  invaluable  -  Many  of  which  are  drying  out  and 
disintegrating  -  they  have  to  be  preserved.  Microfilming  will  do  this. 

In  case  of  fire  or  theft  -  microfilming  insures  this  protection.  In  the  microfilming 
process  a  duplicate  film  is  stored  in  the  underground  vaults  of  Ft.  Revere,  Hull. 

A  "Reader- Printer"  machine  may  be  purchased  or  leased  annually  that  will  reproduce 
the  plans  from  the  microfilm  in  a  matter  of  seconds. 

Microfilming  is  the  modern,  practical  and  economical  approach  to  safeguarding, 
storing  and  handling  invaluable  record  and  engineering  plans. 
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REMOTE  METER  READING 


Weymouth  Public  Works  has  been  experimenting  with  Remote  Meter  Reading  for  8 
years.  In  1967,  bids  were  taken  and  conversion  to  "Remotes"  commenced.  Weymouth 
is  the  first  and  only  community  in  this  area  with  such  a  program.  The  system  is  de¬ 
signed  to  adapt  to  eventual  computer  billing  and  data  processing. 

The  left  photo  shows  a  typical  outside  receptacle  installation.  The  meter  reader 
inserts  a  "Gun"  into  the  outside  receptacle  and  reads  the  meter  as  shown  in  the  right 
photo  "electrically"  through  the  instrument  carried  by  a  strap  over  his  shoulder.  The 
outside  receptacle  is  connected  to  the  inside  meter  by  a  simple  cable. 

The  inside  meter  also  shows  the  reading  as  does  the  old  style  meter  in  the  event  a 
double  check  is  necessary.  This  will  mean  a  quicker,  more  accurate  and  more  con¬ 
venient  service  to  the  homeowner. 

It  will  take  several  years  to  convert  all  14,000  meters  in  Weymouth.  New  homes  will 
automatically  be  supplied  on  initial  installation.  Meters  in  locations  difficult  to  read 
will  have  second  priority.  "Lock  outs",  where  both  husband  and  wife  work,  will  have 
third  priority. 

This  service  will  not  cost  the  homeowner  additional  charges.

Gentlemen: 

The  Industrial  Development  Commission  was  actively  involved  in  much  of  the 
$4,239,795  of  new  industry  and  business  construction  that  was  started  in  the  Town 
during  1967. 


Some  of  the  projects  that  have  had  the  attention  of  this  Commission  are:  A  new 
shopping  center  located  at  the  junction  of  Main  and  Washington  Streets  (Routes  18  & 

53)  composed  of  twenty  (20)  acres  of  land  which  will  eventually  house  a  Star  Market, 
a  W.  T.  Grant  and  eight  (8)  additional  smaller  stores  to  be  leased. 

John  J.  Gallagher  &  Co.  are  developing  eight  (8)  acres  of  land  at  the  junction  of 
Main  and  Pond  Streets  (Routes  18  &  58).  A  one  story  office  and  warehouse  building 
has  been  completed  containing  15,360  feet  of  floor  space,  additional  buildings  are 
being  planned. 

New  England  Colonial  Village,  and  the  Fountain  Apartments  are  two  outstanding 
examples  of  fine  apartment  house  development;  both  are  progressing  as  planned  on 
their  adjacent  sites  in  South  Weymouth. 

The  Agrico  Chemical  Company  site  in  North  Weymouth,  involving  some  sixty  (60) 
acres  of  land  was  purchased  by  the  LaMont  Construction  Company  for  future  develop¬ 
ment.  This  Commission  is  working  closely  with  the  LaMont  Company  regarding  this 
project. 

The  B.  &  E.  Realty  (Brady  Enterprises)  have  purchased  approximately  five  (5) 
acres  in  the  Weymouth  Industrial  Park,  located  on  Moore  Road  and  are  presently  build¬ 
ing  a  15,000  square  foot  structure  for  their  new  processing  plant. 

The  Schofield  Realty  has  completed  a  15,000  square  foot  warehouse  in  Weymouth 
Industrial  Park.  This  has  been  leased  to  a  pipe  supply  company. 

The  Commission  has  been  actively  supporting  a  proposed  multi-million  dollar 
apartment  complex  adjacent  to  the  Southeast  Expressway  on  terrain  we  have  found  to 
be  unsuitable  for  other  development. 

During  the  past  year  several  meetings  were  held  with  Congressman  Hastings 
Keith  regarding  development  of  the  Weymouth  area  and  the  possibility  of  civilian  use 
of  the  airport  facilities  of  the  South  Weymouth  Naval  Air  Station. 

This  Commission  has  had  several  opportunities  to  develop  the  Libby  Industrial 
Park,  but  has  been  hampered  by  the  MBTA's  indecision  on  their  Weymouth  location. 

We  strongly  recommend  that  the  Libby  Industrial  Park  be  reserved  for  industrial 
purposes. 
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The  cooperation  and  assistance  which  was  received  throughout  the  year  by  this 
Commission  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  all  other  town  officials  and  depart¬ 
ments  is  hereby  gratefully  acknowledged  by  the  Weymouth  Industrial  Development 
Commission.

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GENERAL  OUTLINE  OF  ADMINISTRATION  POLICY 
Weymouth  Veteran's  Housing  Project  200-1  and  200-1A 


This  Development  was  built  with  the  proceeds  of  bonds  of  the  Weymouth  Housing 
Authority  guaranteed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  first  tenants  moved  in  November  1st,  1950  and  the  project  was  fully  occupied 
by  December  1st,  1950. 

On  January  6th,  1953  construction  was  started  on  sixty  (60)  additional  units  which 
were  completed  and  fully  occupied  on  March  20th,  1954,  giving  this  Authority  a  total 
of  208  units.  Our  entire  project  is  contained  on  approximately  eighteen  (18)  acres  of 
land  on  both  sides  of  Lake  Street,  East  Weymouth,  composing  of  forty-six  (46) 
buildings.  This  Authority  maintains  an  office  and  garage  as  well  as  maintenance 
quarters  to  house  personnel  and  certain  types  of  equipment. 
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DECLARATION  OF  POLICY 
under  the 

UNITED  STATES  HOUSING  ACT  OF  1949 


It  states  that: 

"The  general  welfare  and  security  of  the  Nation  and  the  health  and  living 
standard  of  it's  people  require  housing  production  and  related  community 
development  sufficient  to  remedy  the  serious  housing  shortage,  the  elim¬ 
ination  of  sub-standard  and  inadequate  housing  through  the  clearance  of 
slums  and  blighted  areas,  and  the  realization,  as  soon  as  feasible,  of  the 
goal  of  a  decent  home  and  a  suitable  living  environment  for  every  Ameri¬ 
can  family,  thus  contributing  to  the  development  and  re-development  of 
communities  and  the  advancement  of  the  growth,  wealth  and  security  of 
the  Nation." 

The  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  set  it's  first  objective  toward  alleviating  the 
housing  problem  of  the  Veteran  through  State  Chapter  200  (Veteran's  Housing). 

Confronted  with  the  complex  problem  of  need  for  clean,  adequate  accommodation 
for  veterans  in  the  low  income  brackets,  young  veterans,  married  but  a  few  years, 
are  forced  to  live  apart  or  in  a  crowded  condition  with  in-laws;  others  are  living  in 
furnished  rooms  or  living  in  rooms  that  were  never  meant  for  living  quarters.  There 
are  still  others  with  three  or  more  children  who  are  unpopular  with  landlords  be¬ 
cause  they  are  parents  of  pre-school  age  children. 

We  are  still  receiving  applications  from  veterans  of  World  War  II  and  the  Korean 
War,  although  not  in  such  numbers  as  previously;  now  we  have  the  boys  from  the 
Vietnam  conflict  -  some  wanting  homes  for  their  families  while  they  are  in  Vietnam; 
others  that  have  returned  from  Vietnam. 

Before  a  family  is  provided  with  housing  under  Chapter  200  the  conditions  of  eli¬ 
gibility  must  be  investigated  and  certain  requirements,  as  defined  by  law,  must  be  met. 
There  are  no  exceptions  to  the  above  rule  and  the  Housing  Authority  may  not  use  it's 
own  discretion.  We  are  accused,  at  times,  of  having  too  much  "red  tape"  but  the 
Authority  must  fulfill  it's  obligations  which  are  imposed  by  law  and  routine  is  ines¬ 
capable. 


RENTS 

The  rents  paid  by  the  tenants  are  variable  or  proportional  rents,  so  called  be¬ 
cause  each  rent  is  established  as  a  fixed  proportion  of  the  income. 

The  Law  (Chapter  200,  Massachusetts  Acts  of  1948)  establishes  a  preference  in 
favor  of  low- income  Veterans  of  World  War  II  and  provides  for  an  annual  subsidy  of 
2-1/2%  of  the  project  cost  for  forty  years  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  so 
that  low  rents  can  be  charged.  The  rents,  therefore,  must  be  related  to  the  income 
and  family  size  so  that  small  families  with  larger  incomes  will  receive  less  subsidy 
than  large  families  with  small  incomes.  This  principle  of  charging  a  rent  which  is 
in  accordance  with  the  ability  of  the  tenant  to  pay  produces  the  following  results: 

1.  Makes  it  possible  for  the  subsidy  to  be  distributed  among  the  tenants  on  the 
fair  basis  of  individual  need. 

2.  Makes  it  possible  for  families  with  low  incomes  to  retain  a  larger  percent¬ 
age  of  their  total  income  for  other  purposes  than  would  be  possible  under  a 
fixed  rent  schedule. 
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3.  With  fixed  rents  all  tenants,  regardless  of  income  and  family  size,  would  re¬ 
ceive  the  same  amount  of  subsidy. 

4.  The  rent  charged  bear  the  following  relationship  to  the  tenants'  net  family 
income. 

18%  for  families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents. 

14%  for  families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents. 

No  rents  can  be  charged  below  the  following  amounts  which  are  established 
as  a  minimum  rent. 

For  families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents:  $37.00 

For  families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents:  $30.00 

Tenants  are  ineligible  for  continued  occupancy  and  are  required  to  move 
from  this  project  if  their  income  exceed  the  following  limits: 

Families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents:  $5,000.00 

Families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents:  $5,400.00 

LAKEVIEW  MANOR  DEVELOPMENT 

The  records  reveal  that  46  families  have  moved  from  this  project  during  the  past 
year;  in  most  cases  into  homes  of  their  own.  The  demand  for  occupancy  of  our  apart¬ 
ments  continue  at  the  same  level  as  of  previous  years;  although,  as  before  mentioned, 
we  are  now  providing  occupancy  for  town  residents  who  entered  the  service  after  Jan¬ 
uary  31st,  1955  -  Vietnam  conflict. 

There  are  64  7  minors  in  this  development,  most  of  whom  attend  schools  in  the 
Town  of  Weymouth  system  which  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  state  and  thus  the  children 
are  able  to  obtain  the  best  education  available. 

Having  enough  land  adjoining  our  property  we  have  an  agreement  with  the  Town  of 
Weymouth  which  enables  them  to  lease  this  land  for  parks  and  play  area  for  the  child¬ 
ren  for  $1.00  per  year.  The  playgrounds  are  supervised  and  during  the  summer 
months  are  used  to  a  great  extent. 

Approximately  200  feet  from  our  project,  which  is  available  for  our  children,  the 
town  has  supplied  recreation  and  swimming  area  which  is  also  supervised.  Swimming 
instructions  are  given  free  of  charge. 

As  you  can  see  by  this  report  the  Authority  not  only  has  made  available  good, 
clean  and  safe  housing  but  also  takes  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  and  upbringing 
of  our  future  citizens. 

This  project  which  is  known  as  "Lakeview  Manor"  is  situated  on  Whitman's  Pond 
and  is  attractive  to  the  fisherman  and  the  boating  enthusiast.

HOUSING  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 


After  seeking,  for  several  years,  land  that  would  be  suitable  for  an  Elderly  Hous¬ 
ing  Project,  the  Town  of  Weymouth  gave  us  a  piece  of  land  next  to  the  Central  Jr.  High 
School  on  Broad  Street,  for  the  building  of  an  80  unit  Housing  and  recreation  develop¬ 
ment.  Construction  was  started  August  1964  and  in  August  1965  the  buildings  were 
completed  and  fully  occupied. 

The  rules  and  regulations,  that  one  must  be  65  years  of  age  or  over,  income  not 
to  exceed  $2,500.00  for  a  single  occupancy  and  $3,000.00  for  a  double  occupancy,  were 
adhered  to  and  at  present  there  are  about  200  applications  on  the  waiting  list. 
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In  March  of  1966  we  went  before  the  Town  meeting  requesting  permission  to  con¬ 
struct  75  more  units  for  the  Elderly.  We  were  granted  this  request.  Survey  for  land 
was  taken,  locations  selected  and  submitted  to  the  Division  of  Housing  for  approval. 

The  site  selected  was  zoned  for  residential  so  an  appearance  before  the  Appeals  Board 
was  arranged,  for  a  variance.  In  Act  of  1966  we  were  granted  variance  to  build  multi¬ 
ple  dwelling  units  on  this  parcel  of  land.  At  this  writing  Engineers  and  Architects  are 
busily  at  work  on  the  site. 

On  December  15th,  1967  ground  was  broken  for  the  new  Elderly  Project  667-2  for 
76  more  units.  Present  plans  are  that  it  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  around  November 
1968.  Screening  the  applications  for  this  new  Elderly  Project  will  begin  sometime 
early  in  1968. 

The  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  will  do  all  in  its  power  to  continue  our  help  to 
the  Elderly  Citizens  of  Weymouth  and  give  them  the  feeling  of  independence  and  also 
that  they  are  needed  in  the  Town  for  their  counciling  and  wisdom.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1967

Gentlemen: 

The  Redevelopment  Authority  has  no  renewal  project  at  the  present  time.  No 
one,  however,  should  interpret  this  statement  as  an  acknowledgement  that  there  is  no 
need  for  such  activity  within  the  Town  of  Weymouth.  When  the  Redevelopment  Author¬ 
ity  was  created  by  a  vote  of  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1962,  it  was  determined  that  a 
need  existed  for  urban  renewal  and  land  assembly  in  the  public  interest.  The  condi¬ 
tions  which  existed  in  1962  are  still  with  us. 

The  two  areas  selected  by  the  Authority  for  Survey  and  Planning  applications 
were  the  Pine  Grove  Section  in  South  Weymouth  and  the  Libbey  Industrial  Park  ad¬ 
jacent  to  the  Southeast  expressway.  Both  of  these  areas  are  substantially  the  same 
today  as  they  were  in  1962.  In  addition,  the  projected  plans  for  the  extension  of  the 
metropolitan  rapid  transit  system  (MBTA),  the  use  of  the  Swamp  River  drainage  area 
for  a  secondary  water  supply,  and  the  need  to  extend  sewers  into  this  section  have 
added  new  problems  to  consider  in  connection  with  both  of  these  projects. 

The  application  for  federal  funds  for  the  survey  and  planning  of  the  Pine  Grove 
in  order  to  develop  a  renewal  study,  was  denied  approval  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
in  1964.  A  similar  application  for  state  funds  for  survey  and  plans  on  the  Libbey 
Industrial  Park  was  also  denied  approval  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  1966.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  foregoing  projects,  selected  by  the  Authority  as  the  most  likely  areas  for 
renewal  activity,  new  problems  have  appeared  in  recent  years  due  to  the  unpreced¬ 
ented  growth  of  the  town,  and  a  change  in  land  use.  The  town  is  now  in  the  process  of 
discovery  and  analysis  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  present  zoning  laws  and  building 
codes.  The  Authority  feels  that  it  is  only  prudent  that  the  town  avail  itself  of  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  use  federal  and  state  aided  planning  agencies,  not  only  to  properly  assess 
the  direction  and  scope  of  future  development,  but  also  to  keep  the  town  eligible  for 
financial  assistance  on  future  projects. 

Most  programs  of  financial  aid  to  communities  offered  by  the  Federal  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  require  that  a  town  has  a  Workable  Program 
of  Community  Improvement.  The  purpose  of  a  Workable  Program  is  to  eliminate 
blight  and  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  blight.  The  general  requirement  is  enforce¬ 
ment  of  building  codes  and  zoning  ordinances,  and  the  existence  of  a  comprehensive 
master  plan  showing  the  nature  of  the  town  and  of  its  government. 

The  Authority  prepared  a  Workable  Program  which  was  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  in  1964.  This  action  made  the  town  eligible  for  survey  and  planning  aid. 
In  addition  it  made  it  possible  for  private  developers  to  build  low  rental  housing  under 
the  National  Housing  Act.  In  1965,  however,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  not  to  ap¬ 
prove  the  recertification  of  this  Workable  Program,  and  since  this  action  the  town 
has  not  been  eligible  for  federal  assistance. 

The  Master  Plan  Report,  prepared  by  Edwards  and  Kelcey,  Inc.  based  on  inform¬ 
ation  collected  chiefly  in  1962,  made  recommendations  for  zoning  law  changes  and 
revisions  to  the  building  codes.  It  is  essential  to  the  future  of  the  town  that  action  be 
taken  along  the  general  lines  of  the  master  plan  as  soon  as  possible,  especially  in  re- 
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gard  to  the  intelligent  use  of  open  spaces,  the  revision  of  zoning  codes,  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  economic  blight,  and  the  prevention  of  future  blight. 

The  Reverend  William  F.  Knox,  Chairman  of  the  Weymouth  Redevelopment  Au¬ 
thority  since  it  was  first  organized,  terminated  his  pastorate  at  the  Old  South  Union 
Church  on  August  31,  1967  and  is  not  now  a  resident  of  the  town. 

His  letter  of  resignation  reads  in  part: 

".  .  when  invited  to  take  a  place  on  the  Redevelopment  Authority,  I  responded  enthu¬ 
siastically  because  I  thought  I  saw  an  opportunity  to  make  a  real  contribution  to  the 
betterment  of  the  community.  I  was  familiar  with  some  conditions  which  were  crying 
out  for  attention.  We  worked  diligently  and  sincerely  preparing  to  do  what  was  need¬ 
ing  to  be  done.  However,.  .  our  governing  body,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  .  .  refused 
to  support  our  leadership.  It  is  my  hope  that  the  time  may  be  ripe  soon  for  a  renew¬ 
al  of  the  work  which  we  have  begun  .  .  which  may  bring  better  living  conditions  where 
needed  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth." 

Surely  the  goal  of  a  decent  home  and  a  suitable  living  environment  for  every 
family  in  Weymouth  is  not  unreasonable.  The  benefits  to  a  community  available 
through  urban  development  legislation  should  be  utilized  and  not  arbitrarily  spurned. 
Although  the  town  meeting  has  the  final  word  before  any  project  may  be  adopted  by 
the  town,  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  prevented  the  town  meeting  from 
even  the  consideration  of  a  renewal  project.

I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1967. 

The  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  thirteen  hundred  ninty  eight  calls  as  com¬ 
pared  to  thirteen  hundred  fifty  two  calls  the  preceding  year. 

The  thirteen  hundred  ninety  eight  calls  are  listed  as  follows:

The  present  complement  of  the  Fire  Department  consists  of  103  men  listed  as 
follows: 

Chief,  four  Deputy  Chiefs,  three  Captains,  eleven  Lieutenants,  eighty-one  Fire 
fighters,  one  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm,  one  Signal  Maintainer  and  one  Master 
Mechanic. 

Due  to  retirements  and  resignations  the  complement  will  be  brought  up  to  full 
strength  of  106  men  by  the  appointment  of  two  Captains,  Two  Lieutenants  and  three 
Privates.  These  vacancies  are  not  newly  created,  they  are  due  to  retirements  with¬ 
in  the  Department. 

During  this  year  Chief  Walter  R.  Murray  retired  along  with  Superintendent  of 
Fire  Alarm  Edric  J.  Salisbury.  The  retirement  of  these  two  Department  Heads  will 
be  greatly  missed  for  their  capable  and  dedicated  service  to  the  Department.  Other 
men  who  have  retired  this  year  and  will  be  equally  missed  in  their  respective  ranks 
by  the  Department  for  their  dedication  and  cooperation  to  the  Department  are  Cap¬ 
tain  James  J.  Martin  and  Private  Clifford  O.  Bates. 

Private  Lionel  A.  Deslaurier  resigned  from  the  Department  to  better  himself  in 
private  employment.  Private  Donald  R.  Batchelder  transferred  to  the  Fire  Alarm 
Department. 

The  personnel  of  the  Department  made  eleven  hundred  fifty  fire  inspections  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  covering  Nursing  and  Convalescent  Homes,  Hospital,  Schools,  Mercan- 
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tile  Buildings,  Manufacturing  Buildings,  Oil  Burner  Installations,  Flammable  Fluids 
Storage,  Blasting,  Fireworks  and  others. 

A  New  Diesel  1000  GPM  Pumper  and  a  New  Squad  Wagon  has  been  purchased 
this  year  with  delivery  expected  next  year.  A  New  eighty-five  foot  Aerial  Ladder 
was  delivered  to  the  Department  this  year  and  is  running  out  of  Station  #2. 

The  Training  Program  of  the  Department  is  being  continued  throughout  the  year 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Drill  Master.  Aside  from  this  men  have  been  encour¬ 
aged  to  attend  seminars  in  Fire  Schools  for  advanced  instruction  on  Fire  Prevention 
and  other  General  Fire  Problems  effecting  the  Fire  Service.  Many  have  received 
Diplomas  and  Certificates  from  these  schools  for  the  successful  completion  of  vari¬ 
ous  courses.  I  feel  aside  from  being  a  credit  to  the  man  himself  this  also  improves 
the  efficiency  of  the  Department. 

The  Junior  Fire  Marshall  Program  has  commenced  its  fifteenth  year,  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Department  in  all  schools  of  Weymouth. 

The  Department  Telephone  number  has  been  changed  to  337  5151  for  a  Fire  Call. 
This  number  should  be  kept  readily  available  by  everyone,  or  pull  the  nearest  Fire 
Alarm  Box.  For  business  calls  please  use  the  number  337  5153. 

This  being  my  1st  Annual  Report  I  wish  not  only  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board 
of  Selectmen  for  their  interest  and  cooperation,  but  also  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  its  Director  and  all  the  Supervisors  and  men  of  this  Division  who  have  been  so 
helpful  to  me,  also  the  School  Department,  Inspection  Department,  Police  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  Members  of  the  Appropriation  Committee,  and  to  the  fine  Officers  and 
men  of  the  Fire  Department  whose  dedication  to  their  profession  is  a  source  of 
strength  to  me  in  my  duties  as  Chief.

Gentlemen: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  my  fourteenth  annual  report  of  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  Weymouth  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1967. 

The  duty  of  containing  crime,  vice  and  delinquency  together  with  traffic  control 
and  supervision  remain  the  primary  police  responsibilities.  Added  to  these  are  no 
end  of  service  responsibilities  which  the  public  has  come  to  expect  from  the  Police 
Department  and  which  have  been  added  one  by  one  over  a  period  of  many  years.  Also 
added  to  this  burden  is  the  increasing  crime  rate  which  continues  to  rise  year  after 
year. 

Much  has  been  written  relative  to  the  increasing  crime  rate  and  the  complexity 
of  the  problems  that  confront  those  who  serve  in  law  enforcement.  Two  of  the  most 
comprehensive  coverages  of  these  two  subjects  are  "The  Challenge  of  Crime  in  a 
Free  Society",  a  report  by  the  Presidents  Commission  on  Law  Enforcement  and  Ad¬ 
ministration  of  Justice  and  more  recently  the  Governor’s  Committee  on  Law  En¬ 
forcement  and  Administration  of  Justice. 

In  both  of  these  reports  it  was  pointed  out  that  acute  problems  exists  in  the 
areas  of  man-power  shortage,  recruitment  and  training  in  most  municipal  police  de¬ 
partments.  Law  enforcement  has  lost  the  recruitment  battle  to  private  industry  in 
its  attempt  to  attract  qualified  young  men  to  join  municipal  police  departments. 
During  1967  one  sergeant  and  one  patrolman  resigned  to  enter  private  employment 
and  two  more  patrolmen  resigned  to  enter  the  State  Police.  The  Weymouth  Police 
Department  was  able  to  fill  these  vacancies  but  only  after  long  periods  of  waiting 
between  the  time  the  vacancies  occurred  and  the  time  the  positions  were  filled.  The 
building  and  population  expansion  within  the  Town  has  resulted  in  increased  demands 
for  protection  and  service  from  the  Police  Department  and  these  demands  coupled 
with  deserving  increased  employee  benefits  continue  to  leave  the  department  with  a 
man  power  shortage.  Additional  men  are  needed  to  implement  a  greater  deployment 
of  police  officers  "on  the  street"  throughout  the  Town.  Requests  have  been  made  in 
the  1968  budget  for  the  personnel  necessary  to  impliment  this  program. 

The  police  officer  of  today  must  discharge  his  varied  responsibilities  in  a  cli¬ 
mate  to  which  is  constantly  changing.  Local  level  police  service  is  by  far  the  most 
difficult  and  complex  of  all  in  the  field  of  law  enforcement.  It  follows,  therefore, 
that  initial  and  continued  training  programs  be  provided  to  insure  a  higher  standard 
of  performance  through  increased  capabilities  on  the  part  of  each  member  of  the 
Police  Department.  To  this  end  members  of  the  department  attended  specialized 
courses  at  Babson  Institute,  Northeastern  University,  Massasoit  Community  College, 
Brockton  Police  Academy  and  at  various  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  and  State 
Police  seminars  together  with  F.B.I.  Riot  and  Civil  Disturbance  Training  at  both 
Hingham  and  Quincy  Armories  during  1967.  In  addition  the  regular  "In  Service 
Training"  programs  were  conducted  for  all  members  of  the  department  and  will  be 
continued  in  1968. 
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The  F.B.  I.  Uniform  Crime  Report,  to  which  Weymouth  is  a  contributor,  re¬ 
corded  a  nationwide  crime  increase  of  sixteen  percent  during  the  first  nine  months  of 
1967  over  the  same  period  in  1966.  Years  end  F.B. I.  figures  are  not  available  at  this 
writing  but  every  indication  points  to  another  substantial  increase  in  the  crime  index 
for  the  full  year.  The  northeastern  states  experienced  an  eighteen  percent  overall 
rise  with  burglaries,  larcenies  and  auto  thefts  showing  the  greatest  increase.  Wey¬ 
mouth's  crime  rate  also  rose  in  keeping  with  the  general  trend  as  evidenced  by  the 
number  of  more  serious  offenses,  such  as  murder,  manslaughter,  rape,  robbery, 
burglary,  larceny  and  auto  theft.  Reported  to  Weymouth  Police  were  456  offenses  in 
1967  as  compared  to  355  offenses  reported  in  1966  and  269  reported  in  1965.  The 
most  frequently  committed  crimes  were  burglary,  larceny  and  auto  theft  with  a 
marked  increase  in  assaults. 

The  Patrol  Division  makes  the  preliminary  investigation  of  incidents  and  com¬ 
plaints  including  those  which  may  be  continued  on  follow  up  investigations  by  the 
Bureau  of  Criminal  Investigation.  During  the  year  1967  officers  of  the  Patrol  Divi¬ 
sion  made  5,609  investigations.  They  inspected  4,674  buildings  (closed  homes,  etc.) 
in  addition  to  regular  patrol  inspections  on  which  534  buildings  were  found  open  and 
secured.  89  defects  in  streets  were  reported,  8  fires  were  discovered  and  70  miss¬ 
ing  persons  were  located.  This  division  also  responded  to  1,018  ambulance  calls  and 
262  service  calls  (lockouts,  messages  delivered,  general  help)  and  served  4,197  sum¬ 
mons  and  warrants  for  out  of  town  departments. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  conducted  numerous  surveys  of  particular  traffic  problems 
and  submitted  their  recommendations  to  both  State  and  Town  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ments  and  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  all  cases  their  recommendations  were  ad¬ 
opted  or  are  in  the  process  of  being  adopted.  One  of  the  major  projects  has  been  the 
survey  and  resetting  of  the  timing  sequence  on  the  various  traffic  light  installations 
throughout  the  Town  and  the  adoption  of  twelve  inch  reflective  lenses  in  many  of 
these  traffic  light  installations.  A  continuing  check  was  made  on  all  school  crossings 
and  school  bus  routes  by  the  Safety  Officer  assigned  to  this  Bureau  and  this  officer 
also  supervised  the  organization  of  the  school  safety  patrols.  Six  additional  women 
School  Traffic  Supervisors  were  added  during  1967,  making  a  total  of  twenty  women 
Supervisors  now  on  school  crossing  duty.  The  department  must  provide  coverage  for 
thirty-six  school  crossings  each  school  day.  247  traffic  arrests,  1,670  traffic  cita¬ 
tions  for  moving  violations  and  1,627  parking  tickets  were  processed  by  this  Bureau 
in  1967.  Periodic  inspection  of  all  taxi  stands  and  taxi  cabs  were  made  and  the  issu¬ 
ance  of  the  proper  cab  and  stand  licenses  were  also  handled  by  this  Bureau.  Investi¬ 
gations  for  non-payment  of  excises  taxes  were  also  made  at  the  request  of  the  Tax 
Collector  and  these  proved  very  effective  in  the  collection  of  revenue  due  the  Town. 

The  Criminal  Investigation  Bureau  conducted  2,513  investigations  during  the  past 
year  and  recovered  $169,805.23  in  stolen  property.  Court  prosecutions  handled  by 
this  Bureau  were  as  follows:  111  juveniles  on  124  complaints  and  1,069  adults  on 
1,572  complaints  were  arraigned  in  the  District  Court.  23  juvenile  complaints  and  76 
adult  complaints  are  still  pending  in  the  District  Court.  46  cases  were  disposed  of  in 
the  Superior  Court  with  15  felony  and  50  misdemeanor  cases  still  pending.  Total 
fines  imposed  in  the  District  Court  amounted  to  $30,  821.00.  Many  and  varied  ser¬ 
vices  were  also  rendered  to  other  Town  departments  by  this  Bureau  during  1967. 

In  all  the  Weymouth  Police  Department  investigated  8,122  complaints  of  every 
nature  during  1967  compared  with  7,895  in  1966. 

Reports  of  teen-age  drinking  showed  a  marked  decline  in  1967  and  special  credit 
must  be  given  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  who  by  their  action  taken  in  liquor  cases  in¬ 
volving  minors  continues  to  be  a  strong  deterrant  to  teen-age  drinking  in  Weymouth. 
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The  use  and  abuse  of  harmful  drugs,  particularly  marijuana,  by  teen-agers  and 
youths  in  their  twenties  was  of  special  concern  to  the  Police  Department  during  1967. 
An  eight  month  investigation  resulted  in  arrests  and  convictions  and  also  resulted  in 
a  decline  in  use  of  marijuana  within  the  Town.  Meetings  were  held  with  clergy  and 
school  officials  on  this  matter  and  investigations  in  this  regard  will  be  continued. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Weymouth  Police  De¬ 
partment  for  their  loyalty,  dedication  to  duty  and  efficiency  in  carrying  out  their 
assignments. 

My  appreciation  is  also  extended  to  Attorney  Francis  L.  Kelly  who,  as  Town 
Counsel,  rendered  many  legal  services  to  the  Police  Department  and  to  Director  of 
Public  Works  Arthur  J.  Bilodeau  for  his  assistance  in  traffic  signs  and  markings 
and  to  all  Town  Officials  for  many  courtesies. 

I  particularly  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  each  and 
every  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  confidence,  whole-hearted  cooper¬ 
ation  and  constant  support  extended  to  me  and  to  the  members  of  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CIVIL  DEFENSE 


January  23,  1968

Gentlemen: 

The  Committee  on  Civil  Defense  is  pleased  to  submit  their  report  covering  the 
activities  for  the  year  1967. 

Local  activities  during  the  year  consist  mostly  of  weekly  and  monthly  drills  as 
required  by  the  Commonwealth  by  our  active  units,  and  maintenance  of  equipment. 

Protection  against  radio  active  fallout  has  been  improved  appreciably.  The  most 
recent  survey  by  the  corps  of  army  engineers  shows  certain  designated  areas  in  some 
thirteen  buildings  having  the  required  protection  factor  of  40  or  over  and  sufficient 
space  for  at  least  50  persons.  Many  of  the  areas  are  already  stocked  with  emergency 
rations,  water,  barrels,  sanitary  and  medical  supplies,  and  radiation  detection  equip¬ 
ment.  Shelters  are  located  in  the  following  buildings. 

East  Weymouth  —  Central  Junior,  East  Junior,  and  North  Junior  High  Schools. 

Police  Station,  Telephone  Exchange,  Town  Hall,  Humphrey  Schools. 

South  Weymouth  --Homestead,  Neven,  South  Junior  High  Schools,  Cameo  Theater, 

Chauncy  Building,  South  Shore  Hospital,  Francis  Xavior  Church. 

North  Weymouth —  Athens,  Bicknell,  Eldon  Johnson,  St.  Jerome  Schools. 

Weymouth  Landing  --  Sacred  Heart  School,  and  Tufts  Library 


With  an  estimated  total  of  space  for  8,549  persons,  it  is  evident  that  from  the 
present  the  greater  proportion  of  our  population  will  be  dependent  on  home  shelters. 
The  importance  of  this  is  being  stressed  by  the  Department  of  Civil  Defense  together 
with  the  importance  of  having  a  definite  plan  of  procedure  for  the  entire  family.  Safe¬ 
ty  and  planning  to  combat  any  type  of  disaster  including  fire  should  be  a  primary  re¬ 
sponsibility. 

We  thank  all  those  who  have  contributed  their  time  and  effort  to  make  Civil  De¬ 
fense  a  useful  division  of  town  affairs.

The  year  of  1967  has  recorded  another  vast  expansion  in  the  construction  of 
buildings  throughout  the  Town. 

Hospital 

The  alteration  work  at  the  South  Shore  Hospital  has  proceeded  and  this  year  of 
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1968  will  mark  the  completion  of  the  entire  project. 

Churches 

The  Immaculate  Conception  Church  and  Parish  Center  has  been  completed  during 
the  past  year  and  a  permit  has  been  issued  for  the  erection  of  a  new  church  edifice 
for  the  Trinity  Episcopal  Parish  on  Broad  Street. 

Schools 

School  construction  has  been  practically  nil,  but  engineering  work  is  rapidly  de¬ 
veloping  on  the  new  High  School  for  South  Weymouth. 

Industrial  Buildings 

Industrial  buildings  consisted  of  the  completion  of  the  building  for  the  Milton 
Machine  Company  and  a  distribution  warehouse  located  at  the  Weymouth  Industrial 
Park. 

Shopping  Center 

One  of  the  larger  permits  issued  during  the  year  was  for  the  new  shopping  cen¬ 
ter  at  110  -  140  Main  Street,  with  an  estimated  cost  of  $994,000.00.  This  complex 
is  to  contain  two  large  stores  and  eight  smaller  ones. 

Apartments 

Apartment  house  construction  has  moved  forward  in  a  large  volume.  All  per¬ 
mits  have  been  issued  for  the  apartment  concourse  located  on  Main  Street,  in  South 
Weymouth.  This  entire  project,  by  three  different  construction  companies,  presents 
a  total  of  approximately  800  units  which  will  take  in  the  vicinity  of  two  years  to  com¬ 
plete. 

Demolitions 

There  was  a  total  of  48  buildings  demolished,  21  of  which  were  dwellings.  Eight 
of  the  buildings  demolished  were  replaced  by  apartments  with  a  total  of  181  units. 

During  the  year,  acting  under  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass¬ 
achusetts,  Chapter  143,  we  processed  30  dilapidated  buildings.  Of  this  number,  10 
of  the  buildings  were  boarded  up  and  made  safe,  2  of  them  are  being  renovated,  7 
were  demolished  by  the  owners,  3  were  demolished  by  direction  of  the  Building  In¬ 
spector,  and  8  buildings  are  still  under  investigation. 

Board  of  Zoning  Appeals 


Also,  during  the  year,  there  were  74  Board  of  Zoning  Appeal  Cases  processed 
in  this  office.  A  total  of  1469  notices  were  sent  out  to  applicants  and  abutters  in¬ 
forming  them  of  hearings  to  be  held  and  notices  of  decisions  after  the  hearings. 
Minutes  and  decisions  of  this  Board  were  written  up  for  the  74  cases,  which  were 
heard  on  12  hearing  dates. 

Elevator  Inspections 


A  total  of  24  elevator  inspections  were  made  and  safety  precautions  advised 
where  necessary. 

Liquor  Establishment  Inspections 


Inspections  were  also  made  of  the  liquor  establishments  in  the  town  to  check 
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requirements,  under  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Chap¬ 
ter  143,  before  re-issuing  licenses  for  1968.

Gentlemen: 

During  the  year  of  1967,  we  had  many  individual  cases  which  consisted  of 
changes  in  classification,  approval  of  new  employees,  disapproval  of  requests,  and 
settling  of  grievances. 

Meetings  were  held  with  Charles  Evans  Associates  to  discuss  a  proposed  re¬ 
vised  Salary  and  Wage  Plan  for  1967.  The  sum  of  $9,000  was  appropriated  by  the 
1966  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  a  detailed  review  of  our  Classification  and  Compensa¬ 
tion  Plans,  and  the  fringe  benefits  extended  to  employees  occupying  positions  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Personnel  Board.  This  review  was  conducted  by  Charles  M. 
Evans  and  Associates,  Consultants  in  Public  Administration  and  Finance  of  Boston. 
The  Evans  Firm  conducted  the  limited  review  of  our  salary  and  wage  schedules, 
which  the  Personnel  Board  requested  in  1962  and  1964,  as  well  as  our  last  detailed 
review  in  1960.  Our  original  Classification  and  Compensation  Plans  were  prepared 
in  1950,  and  are  set  forth  in  Section  409  of  the  Town's  By-Laws.  This  section,  plus 
several  other  rules,  regulations  and  directives  voted  by  succeeding  Town  Meetings, 
which  amend,  expand,  modify  or  limit  parts  of  the  original  plans,  would  be  repealed 
and  replaced  by  the  proposed  comprehensive  Legislation. 

Weymouth,  along  with  every  other  City  and  Town  in  the  Commonwealth,  has  for 
the  past  year  been  subject  to  the  Municipal  Collective  Bargaining  Law,  which  was  en¬ 
acted  by  the  1965  Legislature.  The  new  Legislation  vitally  effects  personnel  admin¬ 
istration  at  the  municipal  level  in  Massachusetts.  The  Personnel  Board  in  prepar¬ 
ing  the  proposed  comprehensive  By-Law,  which  is  attached,  has: 

(A)  Observed  the  provisions  of  the  Collective  Bargaining  Law,  which  places  the 

responsibility  of  representing  the  Town  on  various  elective  boards,  whose  ac¬ 
tivities  under  this  law,  have  been  coordinated  and  guided  by  the  Town  Counsel. 

(B)  Exercised  the  authority,  which  aforementioned  Section  409  of  the  Town's 

By-Laws  vests  in  the  Board,  and  which  is  protected  under  the  new  Legislation. 

We  have  kept  the  Selectmen  and  other  elective  Officers,  who  have  been  bargain¬ 
ing  with  recognized  employee  groups,  appraised  of  our  thinking  and  have  furnished 
them  with  our  recommendations. 

We  believe  that  this  cooperative  effort  has  been  an  important  factor  in  the  Town's 
better  than  average  experience  under  the  new  Legislation  during  the  first  year  of  its 
operation. 

The  1967  Annual  Town  Meeting,  under  Article  33  of  the  Warrant,  voted  accept¬ 
ance  of  the  Personnel  Board's  recommended  detailed  Salary  and  Wage  Classifica¬ 
tion  Pay  Plan,  along  with  the  accompanying  proposed  new  comprehensive  Personnel 
By-Laws. 

In  November  of  1967,  the  Chairman  and  Clerk  of  the  Personnel  Board  for  many 
years,  Mr.  Edward  F.  Butler,  submitted  his  resignation,  which  was  accepted  with 
regret.  The  reason  for  the  resignation  was  due  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Butler,  who  is 
also  an  elected  Assessor,  was  going  to  be  very  busy  on  their  Revaluation  Program, 
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and  that  he  would  not  have  the  time  to  put  into  his  personnel  duties. 

Mr.  Butler’s  dedication,  leadership  and  knowledge  will  be  a  tremendous  loss  to 
the  Board. 

Mr.  R.  Chester  Lopaus,  the  Town  Treasurer,  was  appointed  by  the  Town  Moder¬ 
ator,  Philip  T.  Jones,  to  the  Personnel  Board  in  December  1967,  to  fill  the  post  left 
vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Edward  F.  Butler. 

Mr.  Joseph  F.  Harraghy  was  appointed  by  the  Personnel  Board  in  November 
1967,  to  handle  the  Collective  Bargaining  Negotiations  for  the  Board  with  the  Town 
employees  that  come  under  the  Salary  and  Wage  Plan.  It  was  necessary  that  Mr. 
Harraghy  resign  as  a  member  of  the  Personnel  Board  so  that  he  could  carry  out  his 
duties  as  a  Negotiator. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  cooperated  with  our  Board,  and  particularly  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.

Gentlemen: 

I  wish  to  submit  to  your  Board  our  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1967. 

General  economic  conditions  in  this  area  have  again  accounted  for  a  slight  de¬ 
crease  in  our  expenditures.  We  were  able  to  turn  back  to  the  Town  at  the  close  of 
this  year  approximately  $20,000.00.  This  means  that  the  unemployment  in  this  area 
is  at  a  minimum.  Also,  there  are  programs  established  which  assist  the  handicapped 
veteran  in  making  his  living.  Veterans  without  a  trade  may  be  trained  for  work  which 
guarantees  them  employment  at  the  conclusion  of  the  training  period  at  a  living  wage. 

This  year  was  the  first  full  year  that  the  Medicare  program  was  in  effect.  All 
persons  sixty-five  years  of  age  or  older  were  placed  under  this  program  and  this 
department  allowed  the  monthly  payment  which,  at  the  present  time,  is  three  dollars. 
It  would  appear  at  this  time  that  this  program  has  reduced  medical  expense  -  actual 
total  figures  are  not  available  at  this  time  as  we  are  awaiting  billing  by  the  agency 
which  handles  this  matter. 

As  we  are  all  aware,  hospital  and  nursing  home  costs  are  still  on  the  increase. 

It  is  difficult  to  state  at  this  time  what  effect  this  will  have  on  our  expenditures  for 
the  coming  year.  The  hospital  increases  in  daily  rates  will  apply  more  seriously  to 
those  on  our  rolls  under  the  age  of  sixty-five.  At  one  time  under  this  program  we 
paid  an  all-inclusive  rate  to  the  hospital  which  included  services  of  physicians,  hos¬ 
pital  extras,  etc.  Under  the  present  plan  we  pay  the  daily  rate  plus  the  physicians' 
fees  and  all  extras.  In  some  instances  the  person  may  have  some  type  of  hospital 
insurance  which  helps  substantially  in  keeping  the  medical  costs  down. 

Our  State  Department  has  arranged  a  plan  with  Blue  Cross -Blue  Shield  (for  those 
persons  sixty-five  years  of  age  or  over)  which  will  handle  all  medical  expense  in  con¬ 
junction  with  Medicare.  This  is  not  a  compulsory  matter,  but  is  set  up  to  try  to  re¬ 
lieve  the  various  towns  and  cities  of  much  bulky  paper  work  and  delay  in  handling 
Medicare  accounts.  It  is  understood  that  the  cost  to  the  town  will  be  offset  by  the 
satisfaction  and  accuracy  with  which  the  bills  will  be  handled.  As  with  any  new  plan 
we  will  not  be  in  a  position  to  comment  on  this  point  until  the  end  of  the  coming  year. 
We  understand  that  seventy  percent  of  the  various  offices  under  the  State  Department 
have  to  agree  to  accept  this  plan  before  it  is  put  into  effect. 

Once  again  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  your  Board  and  the  other  Town 
departments  for  the  courtesy  and  cooperation  extended  to  us  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WEYMOUTH  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1967 

(Due  to  an  act  of  the  legislature  all  official  state  Councils  for  the  Aging  have  been  re¬ 
named  Councils  on  Aging  --  a  somewhat  broader  term.) 

Those  programs  already  begun  by  the  Weymouth  Council  on  Aging  have  been  con¬ 
tinued  and  strengthened  during  the  past  year. 

The  Phone-Friends  Service  provides  regular  phone-calls  daily,  or  at  less  fre¬ 
quent  intervals  if  so  desired,  to  those  older  persons  who  are  shut-in  or  unable  to 
have  frequent  contacts  with  the  outside  world. 

The  History  Study  Group  held  another  20  sessions  on  Wednesday  mornings  at  the 
Tufts  Library  and  continued  to  attract  many  persons  interested  in  knowing  more  about 
Weymouth's  past  events  and  customs. 

A  joint  picnic  of  the  five  Friendship  Groups  in  Weymouth  was  again  enjoyed  by  a 
goodly  number  of  their  members  at  Weston  Park  with  fine  cooperation  by  the  Park 
Commission  and  the  Tufts  Library  staff. 

During  Senior  Citizen's  Month  in  May,  the  various  libraries  of  the  town  held  ex¬ 
hibits  entitled  "Operation  Kindness"  which  showed  articles  made  by  older  persons  to 
bring  happiness  to  others. 

The  Council  has  distributed  many  health  pamphlets  through  senior  organizations 
and  through  libraries. 

It  has  also  issued  a  new  edition  of  its  publication  called  "Services  and  Opportuni¬ 
ties  Available  to  the  Aging"  which  was  mailed  to  all  residents  of  the  town  60  or  over. 

Members  have  attended  several  conferences  on  various  subjects  and  problems 
affecting  the  aged. 

Conferences  have  been  held  with  John  H.  Crain,  Jr.  and  Michael  Morris,consul- 
tants  from  the  State  Commission  on  Aging;and  with  John  F.  Sheehan,  Executive  Di¬ 
rector  of  the  Quincy  Council  on  Aging,  looking  toward  further  ways  of  promoting  the 
welfare  of  any  or  all  older  residents  of  the  town. 

The  members  of  the  Council  welcome  inquiries  and  suggestions  from  fellow  citi¬ 
zens,  as  well  as  offers  of  assistance.  They  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the 
many  individuals  and  groups  who  have  cooperated  during  the  past  year.

Gentlemen: 

Preparation  of  the  Town  Exhibit  Room  in  the  Tufts  Library  on  Broad  Street  where 
the  Indian  Dugout  Canoe  will  be  displayed  was  the  principal  project  of  the  Commission 
during  1967. 

Aiding  in  the  Town  Exhibit  Room  project  was  a  group  of  art  students  from  the 
Weymouth  High  School  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Mr.  Stephen  Chop.  The  group 
visited  the  Bronson  Museum  in  Attleboro  to  study  its  collection,  paintings  and  dio¬ 
ramas  depicting  the  life  and  culture  of  the  aborigines  of  eastern  Massachusetts  and 
to  discuss  with  the  curator  their  customs,  habits  and  everyday  life.  The  data  and  in¬ 
formation  obtained  was  the  basic  source  used  by  the  students  in  their  paintings  of 
five  large  murals  showing  how  an  Indian  Dugout  Canoe  was  made  from  the  selection 
of  the  tree  through  the  successive  steps  of  construction  to  completion.  The  murals 
were  finished  during  the  summer  and  are  now  mounted  in  the  Exhibit  Room. 

Mr.  Charles  Adams  of  the  Commission  designed  a  display  case  to  house  and  ex¬ 
hibit  the  canoe.  The  case  was  made  by  the  Vocational  Technical  High  School  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  Mr.  Edward  Vinskey.  The  case  is  now  in  the  Exhibit  Room, 
lights  have  been  installed  and  our  Weymouth  High  School  Art  Students  are  once  again 
employing  their  talents  in  creating  a  diorama  for  formal  display  of  the  canoe. 

In  addition  to  their  work  on  the  canoe  display,  the  art  students  are  preparing 
sketches  that  will  be  the  basis  for  a  series  of  murals,  each  one  depicting  some  facet 
of  Weymouth's  history.  These  murals  when  completed  will  be  displayed  in  the  Ex¬ 
hibit  Room. 

In  December,  the  Commission  published  a  pamphlet  describing  the  location  and 
giving  a  brief  resume  of  the  ten  historic  landmarks  where  the  Commission  has  placed 
markers.  These  pamphlets  will  be  distributed  to  the  library  and  schools  and  may 
also  be  obtained  from  the  Selectmen's  Office  in  the  Town  Hall. 

The  Commission  is  indeed  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Officials 
and  many  private  citizens  who  unselfishly  gave  of  their  time  and  effort  to  preserve 
and  promote  the  history  of  Weymouth.  In  particular,  the  Commission  is  most  grate¬ 
ful  to  the  Weymouth  High  School  Art  Department  under  Mr.  Philip  Dolan  and  the  Vo¬ 
cational  Technical  High  School  under  Mr.  John  F.  Collins  for  their  cooperation  and 
assistance  to  the  Commission.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WEYMOUTH  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

The  final  decision  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  last  June  to  build  a  second  high 
school  was  certainly  the  most  newsworthy  item  of  the  past  year.  Seemingly,  this  had 
been  decided  in  1957  by  Town  Meeting  action  when  two  sites  had  been  taken;  one,  the 
Cowing  property,  for  the  North  High  School  and  the  other,  the  Fleming-Sprague  pro¬ 
perties  adjoining  South  Junior  High  School,  for  the  South  High  School.  However,  it 
was  necessary  to  have  two  Town  Meetings  and  prolonged  discussion  before  the  deci¬ 
sion  was  finally  reached.  A  building  committee  was  named  forthwith  by  the  Town 
Moderator  and  proceeded  to  engage  an  architect  and  go  forward  with  the  preliminary 
plans.  Hopefully,  the  new  school  will  be  in  operation  before  overcrowding  on  the  sec¬ 
ondary  level  might  necessitate  double  sessions.  (The  School  Committee  has  already 
inserted  articles  in  the  warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  relocatable  class¬ 
rooms  to  alleviate  overcrowding  at  the  South  Junior  High  School  so  that,  if  at  all 
possible,  double  sessions  will  be  avoided.)  Our  past  experience,  prior  to  the  building 
of  the  North  High  School,  revealed  the  many  undesirable  features  inherent  in  double 
sessions.  Not  only  were  whole  families  measurably  inconvenienced,  but  the  grades 
of  many  students  seeking  admission  to  college  suffered  just  at  the  time  when  main¬ 
taining  good  grades  was  most  important. 

All  of  our  problems  were  not  solved  by  the  decision  to  build  a  second  high  school. 
Few  of  our  townspeople  realize  that  the  Weymouth  Public  School  system,  with  a  total 
enrollment  in  1967  of  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty- six  pupils  ranks  four¬ 
teenth  in  size  among  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth.  A  glance  at  the  sta¬ 
tistics  that  follow  showing  enrollment  for  the  past  five  years  and  the  projected  fig¬ 
ures  for  1968  makes  one  aware  that  not  all  our  problems  are  on  the  secondary  level.

While  needs  on  the  secondary  level  are  particularly  acute  at  the  present  time,  this 
problem  should  be  solved  when  the  new  South  High  School  is  ready  for  occupancy.  A 
cause  for  concern  is  the  sudden  increase  in  enrollment  in  the  first  grades  which  has 
created  a  critical  situation  with  only  a  limited  number  of  available  elementary  class¬ 
rooms.  The  additional  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  first  grade  pupils  have  been  ab¬ 
sorbed  into  already  overcrowded  first  grade  classes.  The  problem  is  further  com¬ 
plicated  by  a  basic  unevenness  in  enrollment  by  school  district.  To  cope  with  this 
problem,  the  School  Committee  has  placed  five  teacher  aides  in  the  larger  class¬ 
rooms  to  assist  the  teacher.  This  appeared  to  be  the  best  temporary  solution  to  the 
problem  which  is  presently  being  studied  by  the  administrative  staff. 

The  Committee  has  been  plagued  by  other  problems  created  by  the  implementa¬ 
tion  of  the  so-called  Willis-Harrington  Report.  The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  has  directed  that,  commencing  in  1973,  all  towns  shall  provide  a  Kindergarten 
system,  which  based  on  present  figures,  will  mean  housing  over  a  thousand  pupils 
and  will  also  necessitate  the  addition  of  over  forty  teachers  to  our  instructional  staff. 
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Included  in  the  Report  is  a  recommendation  that  the  class  sizes  be  substantially 
smaller  than  we  now  have  for  primary  grades  which  would  also  add  substantially  to 
the  instructional  staff  and  would  cause  additional  burdens  on  our  already  overbur¬ 
dened  facilities.  The  Committee  is  mindful  of  its  responsibilities  not  only  to  our 
High  School  students  but  also  to  those  who,  under  the  directive  of  the  Board  of  Edu¬ 
cation,  will  be  starting  school  on  the  Kindergarten  level.  The  complex  problems  of 
finding  space,  additional  teachers  and  money  for  salaries  must  be  solved  in  a  just 
and  responsible  manner. 

The  Weymouth  Summer  School  completed  its  ninth  session  in  August  of  1967. 

The  purpose  of  the  Summer  School  is  not  only  to  offer  the  opportunity  to  make  up  a 
deficiency  and  strengthen  a  weak  subject,  but  also  to  supplement  the  work  of  the 
school  year  by  providing  enrichment  opportunities.  An  enrollment  of  615  students 
this  past  summer  attests  to  the  popularity  of  this  program.  The  curriculum  con¬ 
sisted  of  thirty-eight  different  offerings  which  were  scheduled  in  fifty-seven  classes 
with  twenty-four  teachers  and  one  laboratory  assistant. 

The  number  of  people  who  take  advantage  of  the  Evening  School  for  adult  educa¬ 
tion  reached  a  record  high  of  827  this  past  year.  To  offer  a  more  varied  curriculum 
and  to  meet  the  demands  of  applicants,  new  courses  were  offered  in  September  of 
1967  in  "Investment  Finance"  and  "Slipcovers  and  Draperies".  Plans  were  made  to 
offer  courses  in  "Photography  for  the  beginner"  and  "How  to  prepare  and  make  out 
your  1967  Income  Tax  Form"  in  January  of  1968.  It  is  gratifying  to  many  to  see  the 
school  buildings  in  use  not  only  for  the  education  of  children,  which  is  certainly  the 
primary  purpose  but  also  for  extension  courses,  physical  education  and  an  oversub¬ 
scribed  recreational  program. 

The  single  aim  of  all  members  of  the  School  Committee  has  been  to  provide  the 
Town  with  a  school  system  of  excellence.  Whatever  measure  of  success  has  been 
achieved  in  that  quest  is  due  in  large  part  to  a  similar  desire  on  the  part  of  our  cap¬ 
able  superintendent,  Dr.  Leon  Farrin,  the  teachers  and  the  entire  administrative 
staff.  For  their  co-operation  and  that  of  the  nursing  and  secretarial  departments, 
the  cafeteria  staff,  custodians  and  maintenance  men  we  are  most  grateful.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  also  extends  its  thanks  to  the  Town  Counsel,  Francis  L.  Kelly,  Esquire,  for 
the  prompt  rendering  of  legal  opinions  on  School  Committee  matters  during  the  past 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Weymouth  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  second  Annual  Report  as  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
of  the  Town  of  Weymouth.  As  I  reflect  over  the  events  of  the  past  year,  I  wonder 
what  Parker  T.  Pearson  and  some  of  my  other  illustrious  predecessors  would  say  if 
they  should  suddenly  come  to  life  and  see  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  of  today. 

They  would  be  startled  to  see  that  Weymouth  is  no  longer  a  quiet  little  town  but 
rather  a  busy  suburban  community  with  12,500  public  school  children  and  600  teach¬ 
ers,  housed  in  18  elementary  schools,  4  junior  high  schools,  a  vocational-technical 
school,  a  modernistic  high  school,  and  a  second  1,500  pupil  high  school  on  the  way. 

Inside  these  buildings  they  would  see  team  teaching,  reading  laboratories,  edu¬ 
cational  television,  large  and  small  group  instruction,  advanced  placement,  work- 
study  programs,  teacher  aides,  teaching  machines,  whole  classes  using  electric 
typewriters,  electric  calculating  machines,  language  laboratories,  IBM  report  cards 
and  class  scheduling,  and  a  new  vocational-technical  school  with  thousands  of  dollars 
worth  of  electronics  equipment,  printing  presses,  and  automotive  equipment. 

They  would  see  taught  in  Weymouth  High  School  material  which  they  studied  in 
college.  They  would  see  classes  for  the  educable,  the  trainable,  the  hard  of  hearing, 
the  aphasic.  They  would  hear  talk  about  sex  education,  drug  abuse,  alcoholism  and 
tobacco. 

They  would  see  teachers  seated  at  the  bargaining  table  with  the  School  Committee 
engaged  in  collective  bargaining  over  salaries,  school  policies,  and  working  condi¬ 
tions,  matters  which  were  once  the  sole  prerogative  of  the  School  Committee  before  a 
new  State  Law  prohibited  unilateral  decisions. 

They  would  see  Project  Asset,  Project  Prep,  and  other  activities  supported  by 
federal  funds  that  approach  in  amount  the  total  school  budget  of  some  years  back. 

Yes,  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  of  today  are  far  different  from  the  schools  of 
yesterday.  Just  as  medicine  and  surgery,  engineering  and  technology,  business  man¬ 
agement  and  selling,  agriculture  and  allied  fields  have  moved  ahead  in  the  knowledge 
of  what  to  do  to  achieve  desired  reults,  so  has  education.  Schools  are  changing  be¬ 
cause  times  and  insights  are  changing.  Schools  must  keep  abreast  of  the  times.  The 
student  of  today  must  be  prepared  to  take  his  place  in  a  complex,  democratic  society 
in  this  cybernetic  age.  Social  changes  require  changes  in  the  curriculum;  in  fact, 
curriculum  development  has  become  a  continuous  process  in  our  schools. 

Much  has  been  done.  Much  remains  to  be  done.  To  house  the  students  who  are 
here  now  and  on  the  way,  we  will  need  South  High  School,  which  is  in  the  planning 
stage  and  scheduled  for  occupancy  in  1970,  new  elementary  schools  in  North  Wey¬ 
mouth  and  South  Weymouth,  and  additions  to  the  Seach  and  Pratt  Schools.  We  need 
to  provide  for  kindergartens,  elementary  libraries,  and  smaller  class  size.  We  need 
to  expand  our  vocational-technical  school  to  meet  the  needs  and  interests  of  more 
students,  including  girls. 

We  need  higher  salaries  to  attract  outstanding  teachers  in  larger  numbers  and 
to  retain  those  that  we  now  have.  We  need  additional  administrators,  supervisors, 
and  specialized  help  for  our  classroom  teachers.  We  need  lunchroom  facilities  in 
our  elementary  schools  so  that  the  younger  children  can  have  the  same  hot  lunch  as 
their  older  brothers  and  sisters  have  available  to  them  in  junior  and  senior  high  school. 
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All  these  needs  cost  money  and,  therefore,  cannot  be  met  at  once.  We  are 
pleased  with  the  progress  that  has  been  made  during  the  past  year,  but  we  are  eager 
to  face  the  challenges  that  lie  ahead.  We  have  enjoyed  the  cooperation  of  the  School 
Committee,  the  teachers  and  other  members  of  our  school  staff,  the  students  and  the 
citizens  of  our  Town.  Working  together,  we  can  successfully  meet  the  problems  and 
challenges  of  the  future. 

The  reports  that  follow  touch  upon  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  past  school  year. 
We  would  be  pleased  to  provide  additional  information  to  any  citizen  who  is  interested 
in  a  specific  program,  policy  or  procedure.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


Excerpts  from  the  reports  of  directors,  supervisors  and  special  teachers  fol¬ 
lows: 

1:  ART 

In  June  of  this  year,  Miss  Marion  E.  Ray  retired  as  Elementary  Art  Supervisor. 
Miss  Ray,  long  recognized  as  a  master  teacher,  had  a  most  successful  career  as 
both  art  educator  and  fine  artist. 

Art  is  more  than  just  the  "icing  on  the  cake",  for  though  it  is  an  enjoyable  activ¬ 
ity,  it  adds  enrichment  and  meaning  to  education  in  general,  and  to  our  lives  in  par¬ 
ticular.  It  does  this  by  increasing  our  powers  of  perception  so  that  we  are  more 
aware  of  the  world  in  which  we  live. 

Art  is  a  visual  language  readily  understood  by  all  children.  It  is  a  language  of 
color,  form,  line,  pattern  and  texture.  It  is  a  visual  language  of  the  emotions  and  the 
intellect  expressed  through  the  manipulation  of  various  materials.  This  language  of 
art  is  essential  to  a  well  balanced  educational  program,  for  it  is  one  area  of  learning 
that  promotes  creative  thinking  and  doing. 

In  our  art  program  in  Weymouth,  we  seek  to  promote  meaningful  and  worthwhile 
creative  experiences. 

We  recognize  the  need  and  right  for  each  student  to  make  a  visual  statement  that 
reflects  his  unique  way  of  thinking  and  doing. 

We  expose  students  to  various  techniques  and  materials  to  develop  manipulative 
powers.  We  encourage  good  craftsmanship,  pride  in  accomplishment,  and  respect 
for  materials. 

We  hope  to  guide  our  students  to  make  quality  judgments  in  art. 

We  aim  to  develop  appreciation  of  the  visual  arts,  so  that  everyday  living  is  en¬ 
riched  with  beauty. 

We  desire  that  the  visual  arts  will  give  more  meaningful  direction  to  leisure 
time  activities. 

Some  highlights  of  the  art  department  for  1967  follow: 

February  -  Once  again,  students  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  art  classes  made  a 
fine  showing  in  the  Scholastic  Art  Awards  exhibition  in  Boston.  Nine¬ 
teen  students  from  grades  eleven  and  twelve  won  awards.  These  a- 
wards  included  three  scholarship  portfolios,  thirteen  Gold  Keys,  eight 
Blue  Ribbons  and  fourteen  Awards  of  Merit. 

Five  students  from  the  Annex  won  one  Gold  Key  and  five  Awards  of 
Merit. 

East  Junior  High  had  three  Awards  of  Merit. 

Central  Junior  High  had  three  Gold  Keys,  one  Blue  Ribbon  and  three 
Awards  of  Merit. 

Bicknell  Junior  High  had  one  Gold  Key. 

April  -  A  small  but  choice  exhibition  of  drawings,  paintings,  enamels,  jewelry, 
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stitchery  and  sculpture  from  the  advanced  art  classes  at  the  high 
school,  was  held  at  the  Tufts  Library. 

May-  A  similar  exhibition  was  held  in  the  main  foyer  of  the  high  school  in 

conjunction  with  the  W.T.A.  convention. 

June-  Senior  art  students  completed  a  series  of  murals  depicting  the  making 

of  early  Indian  dugout  canoes  on  the  shores  of  Weymouth  Great  Pond. 
The  murals  are  installed  in  Tufts  Library  in  the  room  set  aside  for 
the  dugout  conoe  discovered  at  Great  Pond. 

At  the  Senior  Awards  Assembly,  Karen  Berg,  Margaret  Donovan  and 
Thomas  Ward  won  the  Evelyn  Silvester  Art  Awards  for  outstanding 
achievement  in  art. 


September-  Miss  Louise  Celidonio  joined  the  Art  Staff  as  Elementary  Art  Super¬ 
visor.  Eight  students  from  the  senior  advanced  art  classes  were 
chosen  to  attend  the  Saturday  classes  at  the  Massachusetts  College  of 
Art. 


October-  A  fine  exhibition  of  art  work  from  our  elementary  schools  was  held  at 
the  Norfolk  County  Teachers'  Convention. 

December-  Selected  pieces  of  sculpture  and  paintings  from  the  high  school  were 
chosen  by  the  Weymouth  Garden  Club  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
floral  arrangements  at  the  Town  Hall. 


Throughout  the  year,  members  of  the  art  staff  were  well  represented  in  exhibi¬ 
tions  locally  and  in  Boston  and  Worcester. 


2:  MUSIC 


The  instructional  program  in  music  provides,  through  a  sequence  of  required  and 
elective  courses  and  activities,  opportunities  for  the  musical  growth  and  development 
of  students  at  all  levels. 

The  elementary  teacher  is  responsible  for  the  basic  musical  activities  and  ex¬ 
periences  within  the  classroom,  with  the  help,  guidance,  cooperation  and  example  of 
the  music  specialist  or  supervisor,  who  visits  the  classroom  on  a  bi-weekly  schedule. 

More  than  one  hundred  beginning  instrumental  classes  were  organized  and  taught 
in  the  elementary  schools,  with  the  opportunity  for  this  instruction  available  to  all 
students  from  grades  4,  5  and  6.  There  was  an  instrumental  ensemble  in  most  schools 
which  provided  the  very  important  experience  of  "playing  together"  and  also  "per¬ 
forming"  for  classmates,  teachers  and  parents  on  special  occasions. 

The  town  wide  events  planned  by  the  music  department  offered  musical  high 
points  to  all  elementary  music  students.  The  Solo  &  Ensemble  Festival  in  February 
attracted  375  participants  and  it  is  estimated  that  nearly  one  thousand  people  were 
directly  involved  in  this  event,  either  as  interested  parents  or  enthusiastic  perform¬ 
ers.  The  All-Town  Orchestra  and  All-Star  Elementary  Band  gave  evidence  of  pro¬ 
gress  and  achievement  at  the  annual  spring  festival.  It  is  impossible  to  measure  the 
value  of  these  two  events  in  terms  of  the  motivation  they  provide  for  individual  effort 
and  study. 

Two  free  concerts  were  presented  by  the  Helicon  String  Quartet  to  the  students 
at  the  Pingree  and  Academy  Avenue  Schools.  This  was  arranged  through  the  auspices 
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of  the  Boston  Committee  of  Young  Audiences,  Inc. 

The  Junior  High  choruses,  bands  and  orchestra  were  once  again  very  active  in 
school  and  community  programs.  Assemblies,  parades,  concerts,  talent  shows,  ex¬ 
change  concerts,  programs  for  local  service  clubs,  church  organizations  and  the 
South  Weymouth  Naval  Air  Station  were  among  the  many  in  which  they  participated. 
The  opportunities  for  instrumental  music  at  East  Junior  High  have  been  expanded 
somewhat  but  they  are  still  not  adequate  because  of  unique  and  complex  scheduling 
problems  within  that  building. 

More  than  forty  students  subscribed  to  the  Youth  Concert  Series  presented  by 
musicians  from  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  on  three  Saturday  mornings  at  Sym¬ 
phony  Hall. 

The  elective  courses  in  music  at  the  high  school  include  mixed  chorus,  girls' 
glee  club,  orchestra  and  band.  In  addition  to  the  study  of  music  which  is  carried  on 
as  part  of  the  regular  classroom  work,  these  organizations  were  heard  in  perfor¬ 
mance  in  their  regularly  scheduled  concerts,  civic  observances  and  for  community 
and  church  organizations.  The  senior  chorus  and  concert  band  made  important  con¬ 
tributions,  once  again,  to  the  graduation  ceremony  in  June. 

It  is  strongly  hoped  that  a  music  fundamentals  course  can  be  initiated  on  an  elec¬ 
tive  basis  at  the  high  school  in  the  very  near  future. 

Exchange  concerts  were  arranged  this  year  with  Dumont,  New  Jersey  High  School 
involving  the  mixed  chorus  and  concert  band  of  each  school.  The  results  were  most 
gratifying. 

A  large  number  of  our  students  qualified  by  individual  competitive  auditions  for 
one  or  more  of  the  very  selective  area-wide  festivals  and  concerts.  These  special 
events  and  the  number  of  students  participating  were:

The  Weymouth  High  School  Music  Parents'  Association  presented  a  scholarship 
in  the  amount  of  $200.00  to  Pauline  Izdebski. 

3:  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  ATHLETICS 

As  for  the  past  few  years,  physical  fitness  has  been  the  main  theme  of  our 
physical  education  program  in  all  Weymouth  schools  at  all  grade  levels. 

In  the  elementary  grades  tests  are  given  to  check  on  the  physical  fitness  of  each 
child,  and  also  as  a  basis  for  program  planning.  It  is  gratifying  that  there  has  been 
a  steady  improvement  in  the  fitness  of  the  pupils.  Arm  strength  has  been  our  one 
big  problem.  In  the  last  couple  of  years,  all  elementary  schools  have  been  supplied 
with  chinning  bars  and  either  ropes  or  climbing  ladders,  and  already  there  has  been 
a  marked  improvement. 

In  spite  of  our  emphasis  on  fitness,  we  have  not  lost  sight  of  the  necessity  for  the 
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teaching  of  skills  that  will  enable  the  individual  to  enjoy  participation  in  sports 
throughout  his  life. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  youngsters  now  have  the  necessary  skills  to  parti¬ 
cipate  in  the  lead  up  sport  games  at  an  earlier  age  than  heretofore.  This  has  made 
possible  a  revision  of  this  phase  of  the  elementary  program.  Games  that  were  for¬ 
merly  played  by  fifth  and  sixth  graders  are  now  not  too  difficult  for  third  and  fourth 
graders. 

Our  aim  is  a  well  balanced  program  of  ball  skills,  sports,  running  games,  stunts, 
rhythmics,  dancing  and  always  exercises  for  fitness. 

In  the  Junior  High  and  Senior  High  school  program  the  emphasis  on  physical  ex¬ 
ercise  leading  to  better  physical  fitness  without  losing  sight  of  the  need  for  varied 
skill  teaching  has  continued.  An  attempt  is  being  made  to  reduce  class  size  in  order 
to  provide  more  individual  instruction.  In  order  to  do  this,  as  well  as  provide  time 
for  more  supervision  and  testing  by  the  supervisors,  there  is  a  very  definite  need  for 
one  more  teacher. 

The  Elementary,  Junior  High  and  Senior  High  athletic  program  has  been  well  at¬ 
tended  and  highly  satisfactory. 

In  the  past  year  athletic  teams  have  won  many  league  and  State  championships. 
This  provides  a  very  strong  indication  that  the  athletic  program  is  well  rounded  and 
inclusive. 

The  progress  in  physical  education  and  the  sports  attainment  of  our  boys  and 
girls  make  it  possible  to  report  that  we  are  on  the  right  track  in  striving  for  a  genu¬ 
ine  physical  education  program  which  is  well  balanced  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  youth. 

4:  GUIDANCE 

During  the  school  year  1966-1967,  the  Guidance  Department  carried  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  types  of  work: 

Gathering  Information.  It  is  important  that  the  counselors  have  available  to 
them  as  much  information  as  possible  from  sources  outside  the  school  system,  as 
well  as  from  sources  within  the  school  system.  This  is  accomplished  by  subscrip¬ 
tions  to  monthly  services  which  provide  information  about  job  requirements,  trends 
in  employment,  career  opportunities  and  school  and  college  information  which  in¬ 
cludes  entrance  requirements,  programs  of  study,  scholarship  opportunities,  evening 
and  part-time  courses,  fees  and  expenses.  At  the  same  time,  information  from  with¬ 
in  the  system  is  contained  in  school  cumulative  records,  the  guidance  inventory  re¬ 
cord  and  all  supplementary  records. 

Administering  Tests.  The  guidance  testing  program  is  designed  to  measure 
the  abilities,  interests,  aptitudes,  and  achievements  of  pupils.  These  tests  are  given 
in  Grades  8,  9  and  10  and  help,  not  only  in  junior  and  senior  high  school  counseling, 
but  also  in  assisting  the  students  in  selecting  the  right  courses  and  subjects  for  high 
school. 

Individual  tests  are  also  given  at  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  levels  when¬ 
ever  it  is  deemed  necessary.  The  most  important  tests  for  guidance  use  are  the 
Differential  Aptitude  Tests  given  in  Grade  9.  These  tests  are  particularly  helpful  in 
determining  the  number  of  tasks  an  individual  can  perform  well  and  are  most  valu¬ 
able  in  educational  counseling. 
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During  the  past  year,  the  counselors  in  Grades  10  through  12  have  handled  the 
following  types  of  conferences:

This  is  a  total  of  17,922  conferences.  In  addition  to  these  conferences,  the  counselors 
processed  over  1,400  transcripts  for  seniors  only.  This  does  not  include  transcripts 
requested  by  leavers,  transfers  or  previous  graduates. 

Since  the  type  of  work  at  the  junior  high  level  is  somewhat  different  from  the 
work  at  the  senior  high  school,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  junior  high  school  counsel¬ 
ors  did  group  work  with  16,386  children.  Besides  this,  they  had  conferences  with  in¬ 
dividual  students,  parents,  teachers,  principals,  and  specialists  (adjustment  counsel¬ 
ors,  psychologists,  psychiatrists  and  nurses).  They  were  responsible  for  the  pupil 
inventory  of  each  student,  autobiographies  for  each  e ighth  grader ,  reports  for  clinics  , 
course  selections  and  the  thousand  and  one  demands  placed  upon  them  from  every 
source. 

Placement  and  Follow-up  Work.  Of  the  graduating  class  of  1967,  227  have  gone 
to  four-year  colleges,  13  selected  nursing  as  a  profession,  181  went  to  other  post¬ 
secondary  schools  which  include  technical  schools,  business  schools,  junior  colleges, 
etc.,  32  joined  the  armed  services,  241  were  employed  and  14  fell  into  miscellaneous 
categories.  The  above  does  not  include  those  students  who  graduated  from  the  voca¬ 
tional-technical  high  school. 

College  Admissions.  Because  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  junior  colleges, 
both  state  and  private,  more  graduates  are  being  given  the  chance  to  further  their 
education,  both  on  a  transfer  and  a  terminal  basis.  However,  an  attempt  should  be 
made  as  early  as  the  ninth  grade  to  determine  realistically  and  within  reasonable 
limits  whether  or  not  the  student  has  the  scholastic  ability  to  succeed  in  college;  in 
fact,  planning  should  begin  in  Grade  9  and  continue  with  the  help  of  the  guidance 
counselors  throughout  the  three  high  school  years.  Since  colleges  require  a  trans¬ 
cript  of  school  work  in  Grades  9  through  12,  it  is  necessary  to  obtain  good  perform¬ 
ance  in  each  of  these  four  years  in  order  to  open  the  way  both  to  college  admission 
and  financial  aid.  In  addition  to  a  good  record,  students  should  have  a  high  rank  in 
the  graduating  class  and  above-average  scores  on  the  College  Board  Tests.  Students 
should  take  the  College  Board  Scholastic  Aptitude  examination  in  the  junior  year  on  a 
trial  basis,  and  in  the  senior  year  retake  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  in  December 
and  take  three  Achievement  Tests  in  January.  They  should  plan  to  have  all  applica¬ 
tions  filed  for  college  admission  before  the  Christmas  vacation  of  the  senior  year. 

Guidance  events  and  activities  during  1967.  These  events  and  activities  in¬ 
cluded  the  following: 

Parent  conferences  held  at  night  with  counselors  by  appointment 

Occupational  assemblies  and  conferences  in  conjunction  with  Northeastern  Univ. 

Parents'  Night  for  juniors  and  seniors  (approximately  400  attended) 

School  and  College  Night  for  juniors  and  seniors  with  student  representatives  of 
80-100  colleges.  These  representatives  are  graduates  of  Weymouth  High 
School 

Meetings  with  many  different  people  such  as  principals,  adjustment  counselors, 
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rehabilitation  experts,  clergymen,  psychiatrists  and  nurses 

Participation  in  professional  group  activities-the  director  is  president  of  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Women  Deans  and  Counselors 

Participation  in  conventions  of  professional  groups 

Visits  to  technical  schools,  business  schools,  nursing  schools  and  colleges: 
University  of  Massachusetts,  Alfred  University,  Hartwick  College,  Wells 
College,  Skidmore  College,  Union  College,  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute, 
Keuka  College,  Ithaca  College,  Elmira  College,  Corning  Community  College, 
Cazenovia  Junior  College,  Hobart  and  William  Smith  Colleges. 

5:  SCHOOL  PSYCHOLOGIST  AND  ELEMENTARY  GUIDANCE  COUNSELOR 

Guidance  at  the  elementary  school  level  emphasizes  the  early  detection  of  and 
provision  for  troubled  children,  children  with  problems  that  are  mental,  social,  or 
emotional  in  nature.  If  the  needs  of  these  children  are  unmet  during  the  early  school 
years,  if  their  problems  are  ignored  or  neglected,  the  unhappy,  unadjusted,  poor 
achiever  of  today  may  become  the  ineffectual,  discontented,  social  misfit  of  tomorrow. 

The  school  records  of  "drop  outs",  those  young  adults  who  leave  school  at  age 
sixteen  without  having  completed  high  school  reveal,  in  most  instances,  that  the 
problems  of  maladjustment  interfering  with  their  school  success  had  their  origin  in 
early  school  experiences. 

There  is  a  very  close  relationship  between  intellectual  growth  and  emotional 
growth.  Retardation  in  one  area  greatly  affects  the  other.  When  a  child  is  engaged 
in  a  learning  situation  for  which  he  is  not  ready,  a  situation  where  the  demands  of 
the  regular  classroom  and  the  goals  of  the  curriculum  are  beyond  his  intellectual  or 
emotional  power,  he  meets  with  frustration  and  failure.  Pressure  upon  a  child  to 
cope  with  material  beyond  his  grasp  creates  an  emotional  trauma  which  interferes 
with  learning.  Continued  frustration  and  failure  lead  to  negative  attitudes  of  resent¬ 
ment,  rebellion,  or  withdrawal. 

Intervention  in  the  early  years  of  school  is  a  vital  step  in  the  prevention  of 
greater  and  more  involved  patterns  of  anti-social  behavior  which  inhibit  a  student 
from  achieving  to  his  fullest  potential.  The  "Prep  Program"  described  by  Miss 
McGovern  is  a  program  of  intervention,  one  set  up  to  provide  for  the  social  and  e- 
motional  needs  of  those  children  who,  after  a  period  of  observation  and  testing,  were 
determined  to  be  unready  to  cope  successfully  with  the  learning  experiences  of  the 
first  grade. 

Identifying  children  with  difficulties,  however,  far  exceeds  the  existing  services 
to  help  them.  There  is  need  for  additional  guidance  personnel  and  school  adjustment 
counselors,  and  a  need  for  personnel  specifically  trained  to  teach  the  perceptually 
handicapped  child. 

Because  time  does  not  allow  the  guidance  counselor  to  maintain  a  relationship 
with  each  child  brought  to  her  attention,  she  has  acted  as  a  consultant  to  parents, 
principals  and  teachers,  assisting  them  in  exploring  ways  of  modifying  attitudes  or 
factors  that  seem  to  contribute  to  the  poor  school  adjustment  of  the  child. 

Consultants  from  the  South  Shore  Mental  Health  Center  are  available  to  school 
personnel  to  help  in  planning  programs  of  treatment  for  children  with  specific  needs. 

During  the  year  1967  the  South  Shore  Mental  Health  Center  set  up  1,346  appoint¬ 
ments  for  those  children  in  need  of  help  or  therapy  beyond  that  which  the  school  can 
offer.  Applications  for  appointments  were  made  by  parents  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  school,  family  physician  or  clergyman  or  by  a  social  agency  working  with  the 
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family. 

Special  Education.  The  school  psychologist  is  responsible  for  the  screening 
and  placement  of  children  recommended  for  special  education. 

With  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Lawrence  Lambros  as  Co-ordinator  of  Special  Edu¬ 
cation  Services,  new  horizons  have  been  set  for  these  special  students.  Mr.  Lambros 
has  reorganized  the  classes  and  has  set  up  new  goals.  His  report  will  fully  describe 
the  changes. 

Emotionally  Disturbed.  Within  the  school  system  there  is  no  special  class  for 
children  determined  by  psychiatric  evaluation  to  be  emotionally  disturbed. 

For  some  children  there  is  a  modified  school  program  with  special  services 
available.  It  is  felt  that  when  a  child  is  so  emotionally  disturbed  that  he  cannot  be 
maintained  in  the  regular  classroom  or  respond  to  the  adjustments  made  to  meet  his 
needs,  he  is  in  need  of  therapeutic  care  not  available  in  the  school.  Such  children 
are  recommended  for  residential  placement  in  one  of  the  schools  approved  of  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education.  At  the  present  time  twenty-three  children  are  so 
placed. 

The  school  psychologist  is  responsible  for  the  elementary  testing  program,  its 
administration  and  interpretation.

Individual  Mental  ability  tests  are  given  to: 

(a)  determine  special  class  placement 

(b)  re-evaluate  children  enrolled  in  special  education  classes 

(c)  secure  additional  information  on  those  children  who  score  extremely 
high  or  extremely  low  in  group  tests 

(d)  obtain  diagnostic  information  on  children  presenting  emotional  or 
learning  problems 

(e)  gather  data  on  those  children  new  to  the  school  system  and  for  whom 
there  was  limited  or  no  transfer  information. 

In  evaluating  a  child  presenting  learning,  social,  or  emotional  problems,  a  team 
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approach  has  been  used  and  found  most  effective.  The  team  is  composed  of  the  school 
adjustment  counselor,  the  director  of  elementary  education  and  the  guidance  counsel¬ 
or  or  school  psychologist,  each  of  whom  contributes  to  the  proposed  plan  of  treat¬ 
ment. 

The  effectiveness  of  any  guidance  program  depends  upon  the  degree  of  coopera¬ 
tion  given  by  those  directly  involved  with  the  child  in  focus.  Teachers,  principals, 
nurses  and  supervisors  have  been  most  concerned  and  willing  to  participate  in  plann¬ 
ing  for  the  individual  child.  To  each  of  them  I  extend  my  gratitude  for  helping  child¬ 
ren  learn  effectively. 

6:  ADJUSTMENT  COUNSELOR 

Grades  1-8 

One  hundred  seventy  children  were  referred  for  service  this  past  year.  The 
main  source  of  referral  is  the  teacher  who  has  frequent  daily  contact  with  the  child. 
Referrals  are  channeled  through  the  school  principal  to  the  school  adjustment  counsel¬ 
or.  A  conference  and  home  visits  with  the  parents  is  made  in  all  cases. 

Other  sources  of  referral  are  other  school  personnel,  clinics,  hospitals,  juvenile 
court,  and  other  agencies.  Each  referral  is  evaluated  carefully  in  the  following  areas: 
reason;  child's  adjustment  in  school  and  at  home;  developmental  history;  relationship 
to  other  family  members;  relationships  to  teacher  and  peers  in  school;  relationship 
to  other  members  of  the  community.  After  the  counselor  has  ascertained  these  fac¬ 
tors,  the  child  is  interviewed  to  assess  his  behavior,  appearance  and  attitudes.  A 
plan  to  help  improve  the  child's  school  adjustment  is  made  with  the  cooperation  of 
child,  family  and  school.  These  are  inseparable  elements  which  must  function  coop¬ 
eratively  in  order  to  attain  the  maximum  results  for  the  child's  benefit. 

Following  the  assessment,  if  it  is  found  that  more  intensive  evaluation  and  treat¬ 
ment  program  is  necessary,  a  child  may  be  referred  through  this  parents  to  any  of 
these  cooperating  agencies  depending  on  individual  needs:  South  Shore  Mental  Health 
Center,  Children's  Hospital,  Floating  Hospital,  Adolescent  Clinic-Children's  Hospital, 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  -  Psychiatric  Clinic;  Family  Services;  Protestant 
Social  Service  Bureau. 

Many  times  it  is  necessary  to  refer  the  child  for  a  thorough  physical  examina¬ 
tion  from  the  family  physician.  It  is  being  found  more  frequently  that  a  child's  school 
adjustment  is  being  hampered  by  serious  defects  in  vision  and  hearing.  It  is  easy  for 
the  child  with  these  defects  to  become  restless  or  irritable,  to  day  dream,  or  to  be¬ 
come  a  behavior  problem  and  have  poor  school  adjustment.

An  important  area  of  prevention,  a  major  function  of  the  school  adjustment  coun¬ 
selor,  lies  in  the  area  of  mental  health  education.  Through  the  use  of  such  films  as 
"If  These  Were  Your  Children",  "Angry  Boy",  "Preface  to  Life",  "First  Lessons", 
"Children's  Emotions",  and  "Shyness",  seminar  and  discussion  periods  were  held  in 
two  areas  this  past  year,  as  follows: 

(1)  Parents  of  children  in  Summer  PREP  Program;  Teachers  and  other 
personnel  also  participated. 

(2)  Staff  meetings  of  principals  and  teachers  in  selected  schools. 

The  response  of  these  groups  has  been  gratifying.  It  provides  an  opportunity  for 
increased  understanding  of  why  Janie  or  Johnnie  act  the  way  they  do.  In  the  future  it 
is  hoped  that  released  time  will  be  provided  school  personnel  for  such  endeavors. 

The  mission  of  the  school  adjustment  counselor  in  a  school  system  is  a  unique 
one  but  a  gratifying  one  when  the  future  adjustment  to  life  of  a  child  is  made  a  hap¬ 
pier  one. 

7:  AUDIO-VISUAL  INSTRUCTION 

The  twenty-first  year  of  service  to  the  schools  was  undoubtedly  the  busiest  in 
history  with  increased  awareness  on  the  part  of  both  administrators  and  teachers  of 
the  importance  and  usefulness  of  Instructional  Materials. 

The  Instructional  Materials  Library  continues  to  expand.  The  following 
chart  indicates  the  three  year  growth  of  individual  titles  available  from  the  center.

New  catalogs  listing  all  filmstrips,  filmstrip  and  record  sets,  and  8mm  "single 
concept"  films  were  distributed  in  1967.  All  instructional  materials  and  equipment 
are  being  keyed  to  IBM  cards  for  cataloging  and  inventory. 

Educational  television,  via  the  21-inch  Classroom,  WGBH-TV,  Channel  2  was 
continued  for  the  tenth  year.  Over  thirty-five  programs  were  offered  for  students 
from  the  elementary  to  the  high  school  level. 

WHS-TV,  the  closed-circuit  television  facilities  in  the  high  school,  were  used 
very  successfully  during  1967,  and  from  all  indications,  activity  will  be  even  greater 
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during  1968.  The  Political  Science  Club  has  been  actively  engaged  in  producing  pro¬ 
grams  for  the  student  body. 

The  preview  and  evaluation  program  was  continued  during  1967.  All  materials 
purchased  during  the  year  were  first  previewed  by  members  of  the  teaching  staff. 
Materials  given  a  high  rating  were  considered  for  purchase.  A  large  number  of  ma¬ 
terials  were  previewed  during  the  past  year. 

The  copy-making  equipment,  which  is  available  in  all  the  schools  of  the  town, 
was  used  more  this  year  than  any  year  in  the  past.  The  demand  for  materials  was 
monumental.  The  use  of  the  overhead  projector  has  increased  measureably  this  year 
with  greater  teacher  awareness  of  its  potentialities.  With  plans  progressing  rapidly 
for  the  new  high  school,  the  importance  of  instructional  materials  and  equipment  be¬ 
comes  increasingly  evident.  The  new  building  will  be  equipped  with  many  of  the  new¬ 
est  devices  available. 

The  Instructional  Materials  Center  received  $2,977.52  of  Title  II,  Public  Law 
89-10,  funds  and  used  them  for  the  purchase  of  sound  films,  filmstrips,  records, 
transparencies  and  art  prints. 

During  1967,  Mr.  Aaron  Sedman  joined  the  staff  of  the  Instructional  Materials 
Center.  Mr.  Sedman  has  worked  for  many  years  in  the  photography  field  and  is 
thoroughly  familiar  with  the  production  of  Graphics  for  use  in  the  classroom.  He 
will  be  available  for  consultation  with  teachers  on  any  projects  they  might  have  in 
mind.  We  welcome  him  to  Weymouth. 

8:  HANDWRITING 

During  the  past  year,  the  pupils,  the  teachers,  the  administrative  staff  and  the 
handwriting  consultants  combined  their  efforts  toward  the  development  of  good  hand¬ 
writing  on  the  part  of  elementary  school  pupils.  The  following  summary  of  the  scores 
of  the  handwriting  tests  which  were  given  at  the  end  of  the  year  indicates  that  they 
achieved  outstanding  results:  81%  of  the  pupils  scored  Excellent,  11%  scored  Good 
and  8%  scored  Fair. 

This  handwriting  program  is  unique  in  that  it  provides  much  more  than  instruc¬ 
tional  materials.  Six  units  of  work  are  assigned  to  each  classroom  each  year;  five 
units  to  cover  the  year's  work  and  the  final  unit  a  review.  At  regular  intervals  each 
class  presents  a  handwriting  sample  from  each  child,  based  on  the  work  outlined  in 
the  unit  for  that  practice  period,  for  evaluation.  The  handwriting  system  staff  evalu¬ 
ates  a  sample  of  each  child's  writing  six  times  a  year.  The  system  returns  a  diag¬ 
nostic  chart  to  the  teacher  for  each  set  of  papers  submitted  that  lists  a  score  for 
each  pupil  and  also  indicates  the  qualities  in  the  pupil's  handwriting  which  need  re¬ 
medial  attention.  A  color  graph  motivating  chart  indicates  the  achievement  of  each  class¬ 
room  on  each  unit  of  instruction. 

These  instructional  and  motivational  materials  and  the  direction  and  diagnosis  of 
regular  practice  are  provided  for  an  objective  which  is  clearly  understood  by  all.  All 
concerned  work  together  to  develop  skill  in  handwriting  to  be  used  at  all  times  by  the 
pupil  in  every  subject  where  written  work  is  required. 

9:  SPECIAL  EDUCATION  SERVICES 

As  the  school  population  increases,  the  number  of  slow  learners  and  retarded 
pupils  increases.  To  better  provide  for  these  young  people  there  was  a  reorganization 
of  classes  this  year. 
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In  a  cooperative  program  with  the  South  Shore  Mental  Health  Center,  Weymouth 
participates  in  providing  clinical  nurseries  for  the  retarded,  cerebral  palsied,  emo¬ 
tionally  disturbed  and  multiple  handicapped  child  of  pre-school  age. 

In  a  pilot  program  funded  by  the  federal  government,  Weymouth  participates  in 
furnishing  day  care  services  for  severely  handicapped  children  of  pre-school  age. 

We  firmly  believe  that  the  classrooms  for  the  retarded  should  be  located  in  the 
regular  school  buildings.  The  retardate  or  slow  learner  should  be  allowed  and  en¬ 
couraged  to  participate  in  regular  school  activities.  He  should  be  integrated  with  his 
own  age  group  in  those  activities  in  which  his  ability  allows  for  successful  functioning. 
He  should  receive  individualized  and  small  group  work  from  a  special  class  teacher 
in  those  academic  areas  and  skills  vital  to  social  competence. 

One  hundred  fourteen  retarded  pupils  or  slow  learners  are  housed  in  seven 
classrooms  within  five  different  public  school  buildings. 

A  class  for  multiple  handicapped  children  of  elementary  school  age  is  housed  at 
the  Jefferson  School.  A  class  for  retarded  or  slow  learners  of  elementary  school  age 
is  located  at  the  Pingree  School.  A  class  for  the  retarded  or  slow  learners  is  held 
at  the  Nash  School.  The  children  in  these  classes  are  integrated  into  music,  art, 
physical  education,  selected  academic  areas,  and  in  the  social  activities  of  the  school. 
The  special  teachers  in  these  classes  provide  each  child  with  individualized  and 
small  group  instruction  in  the  basic  skills  necessary  for  academic  growth. 

Two  classes  for  teen-agers  are  housed  at  the  South  Junior  High  School  and  the 
East  Junior  High  School.  These  older  children  take  part  in  the  regular  shop,  home 
economics  and  physical  education  program.  They  receive  their  special  individual¬ 
ized  instruction  from  the  special  class  teacher.  A  number  of  these  young  people  are 
participating  in  the  first  phase  of  a  work- study  program  in  which  they  have  actual 
work  experience  stations  set  up  to  develop  employable  skills. 

A  High  School  Work-Study  Program  for  retardates  and  slow  learners  between 
the  ages  of  16  and  18  was  initiated  this  fall.  This  program  offers  a  balance  between 
functional  classroom  experience  with  an  entirely  new  curriculum  and  on-the-job, 
part-time,  paying  positions  in  the  community.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
provide  a  practical  education  so  that  the  teen-ager  will  be  able  to  enter  the  commun¬ 
ity  as  a  productive,  active,  working  member  rather  than  as  a  statistic  on  an  unemploy¬ 
ment  or  welfare  list. 

Businessmen  in  the  community  have  responded  with  heart-warming  enthusiasm 
and  have  hired  and  are  training  these  teen-agers  in  their  factories,  shops,  garages, 
etc.  The  teen-ager  spends  about  half  of  his  day  on  the  job  and  the  other  half  at  school 
in  the  new  and  practical  program. 

Weymouth  has  a  class  for  the  severely  retarded  or  trainable  teen-ager  as  well. 
This  class  functions  as  a  work-activities  center  and  its  program  centers  around  the 
understanding  that  many  of  its  pupils  will  not  be  able  to  enter  the  community  as  wage 
earners  but  will,  for  the  most  part,  be  dependent  upon  society  for  many  of  their  needs. 
Recognizing  this,  the  aim  of  the  work-activities  center  is  to  bring  work  to  them  -  the 
trainable  -  so  that  they  can  be  productive  and  enjoy  and  feel  the  pleasure  and  satis¬ 
faction  of  being  helpful,  valuable  and  part  of  a  working  team,  although  it  be  in  a  shel¬ 
tered  atmosphere. 

The  direction  of  the  Special  Education  Program  is  new,  but  its  success  depends 
on  the  many  school  department  personnel  who  have  joined  and  pooled  their  specific 
talents  to  provide  a  realistic  and  practical  educational  program  for  the  retardate  or 
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slow  learner. 

10:  HOME  INSTRUCTION  FOR  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN 

The  Instructors  of  Physically  Handicapped  Children  attempt  to  simulate  the  class¬ 
room  experience  in  the  home  of  the  disabled  child.  They  work  closely  with  the  nurses, 
the  classroom  teachers  and  the  guidance  counselors  to  provide  the  best  possible  situ¬ 
ation  for  the  student. 

To  date  they  have  assisted  twenty  children  on  the  secondary  level  for  both  long 
and  short  periods  of  absence.  They  have  averaged  6-1/2  hours  instruction  and  con¬ 
sultation  time  per  child  per  week. 

From  September  until  December  of  1967,  twelve  children  of  the  elementary 
grades  received  home  instruction.  Of  particular  interest  is  the  fact  that  the  major¬ 
ity  were  in  first  or  second  grade,  with  only  one  each  in  grades  4,  5  and  6. 

Among  the  disabilities  of  the  children  were  severe  body  burns,  a  spleenectomy, 
cataract  removal,  arthritis,  Sydenham's  chorea,  osteomyelitis,  fractures,  and  two 
with  brain  damage  who  are  receiving  the  patterning  program  in  Philadelphia. 

The  classroom  teachers  have  been  most  helpful  in  seeing  that  the  child  at  home 
feels  he  is  still  a  part  of  his  class,  by  having  cards  and  messages  sent  to  him  from 
the  class. 

These  instructors  also  work  closely  with  the  Division  of  Child  Guardianship  in 
assisting  and  evaluating  certain  special  cases. 

11:  SPEECH  &  HEARING  THERAPY 

During  the  1966-67  school  year,  397  elementary  and  junior  high  school  children 
received  help  for  speech  and  hearing  problems.  One  hundred  thirty-five  children 
were  dismissed  as  completely  corrected  in  June,  1967.  This  figure  is  far  above  the 
national  average  of  20  per  cent.  All  17  elementary  schools,  4  junior  highs,  and  3 
Project  Asset  parochial  schools  are  being  serviced  on  a  twice  a  week  basis. 

In  September  of  1967,  utilizing  teacher  referrals,  every  first  grade  child  plus 
1,756  students  in  the  elementary  and  junior  high  schools  were  tested  for  speech  de¬ 
fects.  As  a  result  of  these  evaluations,  there  were  found  to  be  576  children  in  grades 
1-9  who  require  speech  therapy. 

At  the  present  time,  398  children  are  receiving  help  during  school  hours  twice 
weekly  in  individual  or  group  sessions.  This  figure  is  in  compliance  with  state  regu¬ 
lations  which  limit  the  caseload  of  the  public  school  Speech  and  Hearing  Therapist. 
Children  with  less  severe  problems  will  hopefully  be  included  during  the  school  year, 
as  children  presently  in  therapy  are  dismissed. 

During  the  April,  1967  speech  and  hearing  testing  of  the  PREP  Program  child¬ 
ren,  a  significant  number  of  speech  and  hearing  defects  were  noted.  These  disabili¬ 
ties  had  not  been  noticed  during  the  previous  three  months  of  school  (the  program 
began  in  January).  Because  of  the  delay  in  discovering  these  children,  recommenda¬ 
tions,  referrals,  medical  treatment,  and  therapy  were  not  begun  until  after  April  va¬ 
cation.  As  a  result  of  these  findings,  it  was  proposed  that  the  Weymouth  Speech  and 
Hearing  Therapists  have  an  evaluation  clinic  in  June  for  each  child  entering  first 
grade  in  the  fall  of  1967.  This  evaluation  consisted  of  an  individual  speech,  voice, 
and  language  analysis  plus  an  individual  hearing  test.  Nine  hundred  thirty-two  child¬ 
ren  were  tested.  Administration,  school,  and  parental  cooperation  was  excellent. 
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The  244  children  who  failed  the  hearing  test  in  June,  as  well  as  any  new  first 
grade  children,  were  tested  in  the  fall  of  1967.  Many  of  these  hearing  losses  were 
temporary,  due  to  enlarged  tonsils,  ear  infections,  respiratory  ailments,  or  wax  em¬ 
bedded  in  the  ear  canals.  However,  almost  6  per  cent  of  the  entire  first  grade  popu¬ 
lation  had  hearing  losses  of  varying  degrees.  Most  of  these  children  have  been  seen 
by  ear  specialists  and  remedial  procedures  have  been  underway  since  school  opened 
this  fall.  It  is  hoped  that  the  evaluation  clinic  will  become  a  permanent  part  of  the 
pre-school  registration  program. 

In  the  planning  stage  is  a  proposal  under  the  Pupil  Personnel  Services  for  a  total 
of  6  to  8  therapists  under  the  directorship  of  a  Supervisor  of  the  Speech  and  Hearing 
Department.  The  Supervisor  would  be  available  to  plan  and  implement  the  program. 
Services  would  be  available  to  test  hearing  and  speech  in  proper  facilities  such  as  a 
sound-proof  room  to  properly  detect  hearing  losses. 

Available  to  the  department  on  a  consultative  basis  would  be  the  services  of  men¬ 
tal  health,  a  neurologist  and  an  audiologist. 

It  is  our  goal  to  provide  beneficial  speech  and  hearing  therapy  for  every  Wey¬ 
mouth  school  child  who  requires  it.  We  are  hopeful  that  high  school  students  will  be 
included  in  the  program  in  the  very  near  future. 

12:  DRIVER  EDUCATION

In  1947,  there  were  3,054  other  high  schools  that  offered  a  driver-education  pro¬ 
gram.  In  1966,  12,770  high  schools  had  programs.  Because  we  are  a  nation  on  wheels 
and  have  had  a  tremendous  population  spurt,  we  can  expect  a  continual  increase  in  the 
number  of  schools  offering  driver-education  programs.  The  statistics  on  highway 
fatalities  are  frightening  and  a  crash  program  in  driver  education  for  adults  as  well 
as  for  teen-agers  seems  imminent.  In  this  country,  we  have  passed  the  one-million 
mark  in  highway  traffic  deaths,  and  the  injuries  each  year  reach  over  several  million. 

The  objectives  of  a  driver- education  program  are  to  train  students  so  that  they 

(a)  will  want  to  drive  safely 

(b)  will  know  how  to  drive  safely 

(c)  will  accept  the  responsibilities  that  are  granted  with  the  license  privilege. 

Training  must  be  for  the  proper  use  rather  than  the  misuse  of  a  vehicle. 
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The  factors  involved  in  the  use  of  drugs  and  alcohol  as  related  to  traffic  problems 
must  be  given  more  consideration  as  more  facts  are  uncovered  concerning  their  ef¬ 
fects  upon  drivers. 

13:  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

The  five  secondary  school  libraries  had  an  extremely  busy  year  in  1967,  and  a 
beginning  was  made  on  the  first  elementary  school  library,  located  at  the  McCulloch 
School.  A  second  grant  of  federal  money  for  the  purchase  of  library  books  and  other 
instructional  materials  was  received  and  expended.  An  auxiliary  library  was  esta¬ 
blished  at  the  Vocational-Technical  School,  and  an  assistant  librarian  was  added  for 
the  High  School  Annex  and  East  Junior  High. 

Under  Title  II,  Public  Law  89-10,  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act 
of  1965,  a  total  of  $17,927.52  was  alloted  to  Weymouth.  It  was  divided  as  follows: 
$4,500  to  the  High  School,  $4,500  to  the  High  School  Annex  and  East  Junior  High, 

$2,450  to  Central  Junior  High,  $1,500  to  South  Junior  High  and  $2,000  to  the  McCulloch 
School,  with  another  $2,977.52  going  to  the  Instructional  Materials  Center. 

One  of  the  innovations  made  possible  by  the  Title  II  grant  was  the  establishment 
of  an  auxiliary  library  in  the  Vocational-Technical  School.  To  date,  110  highly  spec¬ 
ialized  books  covering  the  fields  of  electronics,  graphic  arts,  carpentry,  automotive 
engineering,  two  Webster's  Unabridged  Dictionaries,  one  set  each  of  Encyclopaedia 
Brittanica  and  the  McGraw-Hill  Encyclopedia  of  Science  and  Technology  have  been 
permanently  transferred  there.  An  additional  150  volumes  purchased  from  the  regu¬ 
lar  budget  have  been  delivered  recently  and  will  be  relocated  as  soon  as  they  have 
been  processed. 

Although  the  high  school  library  was  originally  planned  to  serve  both  schools,  its 
use  by  vocational  students  has  been  severely  restricted  by  the  difference  in  time 
schedules  followed  by  each  of  the  schools  and  by  the  limited  number  of  books  suffi¬ 
ciently  technical  to  meet  their  needs. 

All  of  the  books  housed  in  the  vocational  school  are  listed  in  the  high  school  li¬ 
brary  card  catalog  with  a  notation  as  to  their  location  so  as  to  insure  their  availabil¬ 
ity  to  all  students  and  teachers  in  both  buildings.  Inventory  records  will  also  be  kept 
centrally. 

In  anticipation  of  future  needs,  the  high  school  library  made  its  initial  purchase 
of  magazines  on  microfilm.  It  now  owns  microfilmed  rolls  of  Time,  Life,  and  U.  S. 
News  and  World  Report  for  the  years  1958  through  1966.  These  periodicals  are  the 
ones  most  heavily  used  for  reference  and  research  purposes;  they  also  require  a 
great  amount  of  fast-dwindling  storage  space.  At  present  the  library  does  not  own  a 
microfilm  reader  but  plans  to  obtain  one  in  the  coming  year. 

Title  II  provided  some  700  books  at  Central  Junior  High  and  more  than  400  books 
at  South  Junior  High.  A  basic  collection  was  purchased  for  the  elementary  library 
at  McCulloch,  to  be  located  in  a  part  of  the  lobby  outside  the  principal's  office  after 
some  modifications  have  been  made.  There  are  space  problems  to  be  solved  in  all 
other  elementary  schools  if  libraries  are  to  be  set  up.  In  some  cases,  they  can  be 
solved  only  by  an  addition  to  the  building. 

Paperback  book  fairs  were  held  in  at  least  two  of  the  school  libraries,  with  pro¬ 
ceeds  going  to  student  clubs  for  scholarships  and  other  purposes. 

Students  served  as  assistants  to  all  the  librarians,  performing  routine  tasks  and 
in  some  cases  gaining  an  interest  in  becoming  librarians  themselves.  The  librarians 
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try  to  guide  some  students  toward  college  training  in  library  work  as  many  more  li¬ 
brarians  are  needed  than  are  now  available. 


As  the  number  of  libraries  grows  and  the  existing  libraries  expand,  the  need  for 
a  library  co-ordinator  becomes  more  and  more  pressing.  Up  to  now,  each  librarian 
has  carried  on  alone  with  a  minimum  of  supervision.  It  is  very  desirable  that  library 
procedures  and  practices  be  systematized  under  competent  leadership.  It  is  hoped 
that  co-ordination  can  begin  in  the  near  future,  with  the  ultimate  goal  of  a  full-time 
library  co-ordinator.

14:  EVENING  SCHOOLS 

The  enrollment  of  827  in  evening  school  classes  in  1967  was  the  largest  number 
in  several  years.  This  enrollment  was  due  to  the  introduction  of  new  classes  in  sev¬ 
eral  subjects:  two  classes  in  Slip  Covers  and  Draperies,  a  new  subject,  and  one  ad¬ 
ditional  class  in  Beginning  Clothing,  all  three  of  which  were  located  in  the  High  School 
Annex  and  East  Junior  High;  also  a  new  course  in  Stocks  and  Bonds  at  the  High  School. 
More  new  offerings  were  being  planned  for  1968. 

The  annual  exhibits  of  the  products  of  many  of  these  classes  were  held  on  sep¬ 
arate  evenings  at  South  Junior  High  and  at  Weymouth  High  School  after  classes  ended 
in  late  March.

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In  addition  to  those  listed  above,  there  were  48  enrolled  in  a  Red  Cross  First  Aid 
Class  at  Weymouth  High  School. 

Principals  for  these  evening  classes  are  Mr.  William  Concannon  at  the  High, 
Bicknell  Junior  High  and  Central  Junior  High  Schools  and  Mr.  Thomas  E.  Lambe  at 
South  Junior  High  School. 

Evening  classes  were  also  held  at  the  Vocational  School  and  are  listed  in  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  Director. 

15:  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  ninth  session  of  the  Weymouth  Summer  School  began  on  June  26,  1967  and 
closed  on  August  4,  1967  after  six  weeks  of  classes. 

A  committee  consisting  of  administrators  from  all  levels  of  instruction  was 
formed  by  the  Superintendent  in  the  spring  for  the  purpose  of  revising  and  updating 
the  Summer  School  brochure.  Upon  completion  of  this  task,  the  brochure  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Graphic  Arts  Department  of  our  Vocational  School  for  printing  and  was 
ready  for  distribution  to  the  various  schools  on  June  7,  1967. 

To  advertise  the  Summer  School,  articles  appeared  in  the  Patriot  Ledger.  Also, 
interest  slips  were  distributed  to  those  students  who  would  be  eligible  for  any  one  of 
the  enrichment  courses.  The  response  to  this  survey  was  successful  in  that  it  helped 
us  to  plan  for  these  courses. 

Registration  began  on  June  1,  1967.  A  final  analysis  shows  that  there  were  a  to¬ 
tal  of  615  students  enrolled  in  737  courses.  The  curriculum  consist  of  38  different 
offerings  scheduled  in  57  classes.  To  conduct  these  classes,  it  was  necessary  to  hire 
24  teachers  and  1  laboratory  assistant. 

Registration  began  slowly  but  picked  up  as  the  Summer  School  starting  date  ap¬ 
proached.  It  is  estimated  that  approximately  one-half  of  the  registrations  came  in  on 
the  three  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  Summer  School.  During  the  first  three  days  of 
Summer  School  when  late  registrations  are  allowed,  an  additional  50  students  regis¬ 
tered. 

This  year,  40  percent  of  our  students  took  an  enrichment  course;  55  percent  re¬ 
peated  a  subject  to  strengthen  a  weakness  or  to  make  up  a  deficiency;  and  5  percent 
previewed  a  course  that  they  would  be  taking  the  next  school  year. 

Enrollment  sources  were  as  follows:  Weymouth  Public  Schools  502,  Weymouth 
Parochial  Schools  57,  Catholic  High  Schools  32,  other  public  schools  7,  colleges  7, 
private  schools  8,  adults  2,  for  a  total  of  615.  Attendance  was  about  93%. 

Class  sizes  in  High  School  English,  Spanish,  French,  Reading  and  Mathematics 
ranged  from  7  to  15,  with  an  average  size  of  11  to  12.  Junior  High  English,  Mathem¬ 
atics  and  Reading  classes  had  about  10  pupils  each.  Elementary  classes  were  9  in 
Language  Arts  and  Reading  and  14  in  Arithmetic.  Classes  in  Art,  sewing  and  drama 
workshop  had  18  or  19  pupils,  science  10,  typing  25  and  driver  education  totalled  71. 

The  program  of  studies  for  1967  was  the  same  as  1966  with  the  following  addi¬ 
tions: 


1.  A  federally  sponsored  program  in  Exploratory  Electronics  was  offered 
to  14  students.  It  was  designed  for  students  who  desire  vocational  experience,  or  who 
may  be  undecided  about  their  future.  It  is  a  basic  laboratory  experience  in  the  use  of 
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the  various  instruments  that  are  used  in  the  electronics  field. 

2.  A  course  in  typing  was  offered  to  those  students  entering  the  Graphic 
Arts  Department  of  Weymouth  Vocational  Technical  High  School  to  meet  their  speci¬ 
fic  typing  needs.  Although  many  more  were  eligible  for  this  tuition  free  program, 
only  10  students  enrolled.

A  program  of  weekly  testing,  frequent  quizzes  and  daily  home  assignments  was 
emphasized  in  the  academic  area.  Standardized  tests  were  administered  in  courses 
for  which  they  were  available  both  at  the  beginning  and  at  the  end  of  the  session. 

Class  summaries  show  considerable  growth  on  the  part  of  most  summer  school  stu¬ 
dents. 

16:  FEDERAL  PROJECT  "ASSET" 

Weymouth's  allotment  under  Title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education 
Act  of  1965  (P.L.  89-10)  was  $110,781.00  for  the  last  school  year.  The  Federal  Gov¬ 
ernment's  guidelines  require  that  this  money  be  spent  for  imaginative  educational 
projects  that  are  directed  towards  improving  the  educational  opportunity  of  children 
who  have  learning  difficulties. 

The  money  is  being  used  this  year  to  provide  elementary  and  secondary  remedial 
reading  programs,  speech  therapy,  and  a  work-study  program  -  all  under  "ASSET" 
and  a  special  first  grade  program  named  "PREP".  If  more  funds  become  available, 
we  hope  to  continue  our  summer  school  for  pre-school  boys  and  girls. 

The  evaluation  of  last  year's  projects  has  been  encouraging.  Many  children  in 
both  elementary  and  secondary  schools  made  significant  gains  in  reading  and  in 
speech.  The  high  school  work-study  program  helped  some  boys  and  girls  remain  in 
school  who  otherwise  would  have  dropped  out.  The  summer  pre-school  program  pro¬ 
vided  a  transitional  step  for  225  boys  and  girls  who  entered  first  grade  this  Septem¬ 
ber  and  our  special  first  grade  program  brought  some  needed  flexibility  into  Wey¬ 
mouth's  elementary  schools. 
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THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

Report  of  Helen  C.  McGovern,  Director  of  Instruction 

A  description  of  the  many  activities  and  developments  in  the  area  of  elementary 
education  cannot  be  discussed  adequately  in  a  report  of  this  type.  Instead  our  attempt 
is  to  present  a  few  of  the  highlights  among  the  many  worthwhile  programs  being  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  schools. 

A.  Science 


A  committee  of  five  teachers  and  principals  participated  in  a  five  week  summer 
science  institute  designed  to  develop  a  science  course  of  study  for  grades  one  to  six. 

The  committee  developed  the  following  outlines: 

1.  the  areas  to  be  covered 

2.  the  minimum  concepts 

a.  for  each  area 

b.  for  each  grade  level 

3.  activities  and  experiments  by  areas. 

These  outlines  have  been  distributed  to  the  elementary  teachers  and  are  being 
used  and  evaluated  during  the  present  school  year. 

The  second  science  institute,  which  will  occur  during  the  summer  of  1968,  will 
arrange  activities  and  experiments  by  grades,  assemble  a  list  of  recommended  texts 
and  supplementary  materials,  and  develop  recommendations  for  marking  and  grading 
science. 

B.  Social  Studies 


A  committee  of  teachers  and  principals  has  been  participating  in  a  revision  of 
the  social  studies  outlines  for  the  elementary  grades.  Thus  far,  the  committee  has 
developed  outlines  of  the  areas  to  be  covered  in  history  and  geography  in  grades  five 
and  six  and  a  revised  history  outline  for  grade  four.  The  fourth  grade  outline  is  being 
used  this  year  as  a  pilot  program  in  seven  fourth  grade  classes  at  the  Academy  Avenue, 
Homestead,  and  Johnson  Schools. 

The  outlines  for  grades  five  and  six  are  being  used  by  all  the  teachers  during  the 
present  school  year. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  a  summer  social  studies  curriculum  institute  for  the 
purpose  of  developing  for  grades  five  and  six: 

1.  a  list  of  the  desired  understandings,  appreciations,  attitudes,  and  skills 
to  be  taught 

2.  a  bibliography  of  textbooks,  supplementary  books,  and  other  instructional 
aids 

C.  Pupil  Readiness  for  Education  Program  (PREP) 

Each  child  who  enters  school  is  an  individual,  different  from  all  the  others.  To 
his  innate  ability  he  adds  his  environment  and  the  experiences  provided  by  that  en¬ 
vironment.  With  varied  backgrounds,  children  enter  first  grade  -  some  prepared 
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physically,  mentally,  and  socially  for  the  activities  of  the  grade,  others  not  quite 
ready  for  them. 

Children  who  are  not  ready  for  the  learnings  of  the  first  grade  develop  habits 
and  attitudes  of  failure  and  frustration  which  could  affect  all  of  their  future  school 
life.  In  an  effort  to  avoid  the  development  of  such  habits  and  attitudes,  a  readiness 
program  for  first  grade  children  was  instituted.  This  program,  which  is  conducted 
under  Title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act,  was  started  in  January, 
1967. 

After  a  careful  screening  by  the  teachers,  the  principals,  the  school  adjustment 
counselor,  the  school  psychologist,  and  the  director  of  instruction,  seventy-two  first 
grade  children  were  selected  to  participate  in  the  PREP  program. 

The  aims  of  the  program  were  to  provide  opportunities  for  strengthening  verbal 
and  non-verbal  skills,  to  develop  the  child's  social  and  emotional  well-being,  and  to 
promote  positive  attitudes  toward  success  in  school. 

These  aims  were  achieved  through  readiness  activities  arranged  in  sequence  and 
of  sufficient  number  and  variety  to  achieve  the  goal  of  helping  each  child  to  be  more 
ready  physically,  emotionally,  and  socially  for  first  grade  learnings. 

During  the  summer  the  PREP  program  was  expanded  to  include  two  hundred 
twenty-five  pre-first  grade  public  and  parochial  school  children. 

Both  the  winter  and  summer  programs  proved  to  be  most  beneficial  for  the 
children  involved. 

These  activities  were  successful  due  to  the  cooperation  of  teachers,  principals, 
parents,  and  administrators. 


PERSONNEL  AND  CURRICULUM 

Report  of  William  J.  Longridge,  Jr.,  Assistant  Superintendent 

In  submitting  this,  my  first  annual  report  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools 
with  primary  responsibility  for  personnel  and  curriculum,  I  welcome  the  opportunity 
to  review  certain  actions  taken  during  the  past  year  and  to  state  publically  several 
philosophic  and  procedural  positions  by  which  my  actions  have  been  guided. 

Personnel  and  curriculum  concerns  are  highly  interrelated;  the  "Who"  and  the 
"What"  of  the  school  program  cannot  logically  be  separated.  Yet  in  a  system  em¬ 
ploying  more  than  six  hundred  highly  trained  professionals,  these  concerns  must  in¬ 
volve  many  administrators  and  supervisors. 

For  this  reason,  a  major  goal  for  the  past  year  has  been  the  establishment  of  an 
effective  line  of  communication  among  those  individuals  involved.  Three  organizations 
have  been  established  to  provide  this  communication:  an  elementary  principals'  group, 
a  similar  organization  of  secondary  principals,  and  a  committee  of  department  chairmen. 

In  a  system  as  large  and  complex  as  that  of  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools,  the 
problem  of  effectuating  change  is  of  major  proportion.  Only  through  the  combined 
efforts  of  groups  such  as  these  can  problems  be  faced  and  solutions  found.  Only 
through  the  pooled  experience  and  capacity  of  these  individuals  can  desirable  change 
take  place.  Only  through  the  mutual  efforts  of  these  educational  leaders  can  answers 
be  found  to  procedural  matters  such  as  textbook  ordering  and  selection. 
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Personnel  Recruitment 


The  recruitment,  processing  of  applications,  and  final  recommendation  to  the 
superintendent  of  Schools  of  candidates  for  teaching  positions  in  the  Weymouth  Public 
Schools  comprises  a  most  vital  and  interesting  part  of  my  responsibility.  The  com¬ 
petency  and  dedication  of  the  teaching  staff  determines,  more  than  any  other  single 
factor  or  combination  of  factors,  the  level  and  success  of  the  educational  program  in 
any  system.  Recruitment  of  new  teachers  is,  therefor,  dedicated  to  the  effort  to  main¬ 
tain  the  high  standards  already  established  by  the  existing  staff. 

To  fill  the  eighty- eight  openings  (74  replacement  and  14  new  positions)  existing 
prior  to  the  opening  of  school,  nine  hundred  and  seventy-two  applications  were  pro¬ 
cessed.  Interesting  facts  concerning  the  credentials  offered  by  those  selected  in¬ 
clude: 

1.  Seventeen  held  Masters'  or  higher  degrees. 

2.  Forty-three  colleges  and  universities  were  represented  by  the  success¬ 
ful  candidates:  twenty-four  of  these  colleges  were  located  in  Massachu¬ 
setts,  nineteen  were  located  in  states  ranging  from  Maine  to  California, 
Oregon  to  Florida. 

3.  Thirty-four  elementary,  forty-nine  secondary,  three  ASSET,  and  two 
Special  Education  appointments  were  made. 

4.  Thirty-one  male  and  fifty-seven  female  appointments  were  made. 

5.  The  typical  appointee  was  26.2  years  of  age  and  brought  2.6  years  of  ex¬ 
perience  to  his  new  position. 

The  teacher  turn-over  rate  of  12.9%  compares  favorably  with  the  15.7%  rate  re¬ 
ported  by  other  large  systems  in  this  area.  The  reasons  offered  by  the  vast  major¬ 
ity  of  teachers  leaving  the  system  fell  into  three  general  categories:  marriage, 
pregnancy,  and  retirement.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  largest  number  of  teach¬ 
ers  in  recent  years  -  eleven  -  reached  retirement  age  after  as  many  as  forty-six 
years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  children  of  Weymouth. 

A  continued  and  expanded  effort  in  the  area  of  recruitment  is  vital  to  a  success¬ 
ful  educational  program.  A  series  of  more  than  twenty  on-campus  interview  sessions 
already  has  been  scheduled  for  a  recruiting  team  made  up  of  the  Assistant  Superin¬ 
tendent,  the  Director  of  Instruction,  elementary  or  secondary  principals,  and/or  de¬ 
partment  heads.  This  process,  when  combined  with  the  observation  of  experienced 
candidates  and  the  more  than  sixty  student  teachers  who  will  complete  practice 
teaching  this  year  in  Weymouth  schools,  will  insure  a  continued  flow  of  youth,  new 
methodology,  new  ideas,  and  enthusiasm  to  supplement  a  staff  of  recognized  high  cal¬ 
iber. 

General  Supervision 

No  greater  change  has  taken  place  in  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  than  in  the 
area  of  supervision.  Supervision  of  both  teacher  and  program  is  achieved  on  three 
levels  in  the  secondary  program.  Evaluation  of  the  teaching  process  at  the  elementary 
level  begins  with  the  building  principal.  In  the  case  of  non-tenure  teachers,  this  su¬ 
pervision  is  reinforced  by  observations  of  teams  of  visiting  elementary  principals  as 
organized  by  central  office  personnel.  Additional  constructive  supervision  is  pro¬ 
vided  both  on  a  scheduled  and  individual  basis  by  the  Director  of  Instruction.  Finally, 
a  scheduled  visitation  by  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  each  elementary  teacher  has 
already  been  initiated. 

Constructive  supervision  involves  such  techniques  as  demonstration  teacher,  in¬ 
dividual  conferences  with  adequate  follow-up  observation,  special  concern  with  be- 
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ginning  teachers  and  those  new  to  this  system.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  additional 
supervisory  personnel  will  one  day  be  made  available  for  the  elementary  program. 
Truly  constructive  supervision  is  extremely  limited  when  one  individual  attempts  to 
provide  service  for  more  than  two  hundred  and  forty  elementary  teachers. 

At  the  secondary  level,  increasingly  effective  general  supervision  is  being  offered 
by  the  various  department  heads.  Already  involved  in  the  teacher  selection  process, 
increasingly  involved  in  teacher  scheduling,  the  department  heads  supplement  the  su¬ 
pervision  being  offered  by  building  principals,  visiting  committees  of  secondary  prin¬ 
cipals,  and  central  office  personnel.  Increased  utilization  of  the  department  head  in 
the  area  of  supervision  must  come  as  a  natural  result  of  an  increasingly  large  system. 

Curriculum  Change  And  Development 


The  second  area  of  basic  responsibility  concerns  curriculum  change  and  devel¬ 
opment  -  the  "what,"  the  "when,"  and  the  "where"  of  the  educational  process.  Inas¬ 
much  as  the  elementary  program  has  been  covered  in  the  report  of  the  Director  of 
Instruction,  Grades  1  to  6,  this  report  will  deal  only  with  generalized  observations  of 
the  entire  process  and  specific  comments  on  the  secondary  program. 

Several  years  ago,  a  statement  was  made  in  the  report  of  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Killory, 
then  Director  of  Instruction,  which  set  forth  a  general  policy  of  curriculum  change. 

The  essence  of  this  statement  reflected  the  attitude  of  many  fine  administrators  who 
have,  throughout  the  years,  guided  the  educational  program  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 
This  statement,  which  is  as  sound  today  as  when  it  was  made,  is  as  follows: 

"We  should  be  afraid  of  neither  the  new  nor  the  old.  We  should  not 
hesitate  to  be  the  first  to  try  or  the  last  to  relinquish,  if  we  are  sin¬ 
cerely  convinced  of  the  value  in  either  case.  However,  to  be  at 
either  extreme  continuously  would  indicate  either  educational  imma¬ 
turity  or  educational  senility.  Weymouth  has  avoided  and  will  continue 
to  avoid  both  of  these  positions." 

I  subscribe  wholeheartedly  to  this  position.  Change  for  the  sake  of  change  only, 
change  undertaken  without  sufficient  examination  or  planning,  change  taken  without  in¬ 
volvement  of  those  individuals  into  whose  hands  new  materials  or  techniques  will  be 
placed  -  such  changes  can  prove  to  be  disastrous  to  the  ones  for  whose  sake  change 
is  made  -  the  students. 

This  basic  philosophy  has  served  Weymouth  well.  No  program  has  been  adopted, 
only  to  be  withdrawn  after  trial  with  serious  negative  effects  on  students  and  teachers 
and  attendant  waste  in  terms  of  textbooks  and  materials.  Many  highly  publicized  sys¬ 
tems  cannot  make  this  statement. 

Yet,  a  question  must  be  faced  -  "Does  our  school  program  reflect  the  best  of  mod¬ 
ern  thinking  and  methodology?"  The  answer  is  an  unqualified  "Yes."  Some  months  ago 
a  study  was  undertaken  throughout  the  nation  in  an  attempt  to  discover  the  number  of 
generally-accepted  educational  "innovations"  presently  in  use  in  secondary  programs. 
The  innovations  covered  in  this  survey  were  limited  to  those  for  which  proof  of  value 
has  already  been  determined.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  average  number  of  in¬ 
novations  adopted  by  secondary  schools  throughout  the  county  was  6.1;  for  Massa¬ 
chusetts  schools,  7.7;  and  for  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools,  11.2.  Any  impression 
that  the  secondary  program  in  Weymouth  is  out-dated  or  unnecessarily  conservative 
is  not  borne  out  by  fact.  Continued  examination  of  the  best  practices  throughout  the 
nation's  schools,  careful  consideration  of  the  pitfalls  encountered  by  others,  and  sub¬ 
sequent  adoption  of  materials  and  teaching  techniques  proved  through  experience  will 
continue  to  provide  the  direction  of  the  school  program. 
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Change  must  also  come  through  direct  involvement  of  those  individuals  most  im¬ 
mediately  concerned.  The  utilization  of  Curriculum  Institutes,  which  began  in  a  single 
field  five  years  ago  and  which  has  been  extended  across  the  school  program  and  into 
the  elementary  level,  continues  to  be  our  most  effective  technique  to  organize  course 
content,  to  examine  new  materials  and  techniques,  and  to  correlate  and  integrate  vari¬ 
ous  subject  disciplines  and  grade  levels.  Continued  expansion  of  this  technique  will 
be  continued  in  the  year  and  the  years  ahead.  Current  plans  call  for  workshops  in  the 
secondary  fields  of  English,  Social  Studies,  Mathematics,  Foreign  Languages  and 
Science,  and  in  the  elementary  fields  of  Social  Studies  and  Science. 


WEYMOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Report  of  John  F.  Martin,  Principal 

The  Commission  on  Public  Secondary  Schools  of  the  New  England  Association  of 
Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  has  indicated  that  it  is  pleased  with  the  progress 
made  at  Weymouth  High  School  since  the  1965  evaluation  and  has  approved  the  two- 
year  progress  report.  The  major  problem  facing  us  the  next  two  years  will  be  that 
of  accommodating  all  our  high  school  pupils  without  limiting  their  educational  oppor¬ 
tunities. 

The  English  Department  has  now  completed  the  fifth  area  of  its  curriculum  de¬ 
velopment,  a  six-year  comprehensive  vocabulary  program,  and  is  working  on  the 
initial  stages  of  a  comprehensive  drama  and  speech  program.  Departmental  exam¬ 
inations  have  been  expanded  to  all  levels  and  teaching  stations  increased  with  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  folding  partitions  in  two  classrooms. 

As  a  result  of  the  Summer  Workshop,  the  Social  Studies  Department  has  de¬ 
veloped  two  new  courses  of  study  to  improve  the  instructional  program.  A  Political 
Affairs  Club  has  been  formed  to  provide  students  with  an  opportunity  to  put  to  prac¬ 
tical  use  lessons  learned  in  the  classroom.  They  are  accomplishing  this  by  making 
field  trips,  by  taking  polls  and  surveys,  and  by  the  presentation  of  a  stimulating 
weekly  newscast  via  closed-circuit  television  in  cooperation  with  the  Instructional 
Materials  Center.  The  department  again  participated  in  Student  Government  Day  at 
the  State  House  and  in  an  exchange  program  with  students  from  Somerville  High 
School  in  March. 

New  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  the  wage  earning  aspects  of  Home  Economics 
education  at  Weymouth  High  School.  Since  there  are  many  occupations  which  use 
Home  Economics  knowledge  and  skills,  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  developing  these 
skills  to  a  marketable  point  in  all  classes.  This  is  being  done  in  the  Chefs  course, 
the  Clothing  Design  course  and  the  Clothing  courses. 

The  Mathematics  Department  has  completed  the  initial  phase  of  the  program  to 
develop  curriculum  guides  for  mathematics  teachers  at  the  secondary  level.  Prep¬ 
arations  for  the  introduction  of  computer  mathematics  into  the  high  school  program 
are  now  being  made.  This  will  allow  the  instructor  to  teach  more  theory  and  con¬ 
cepts  and  to  discuss  problems  which  were  formerly  outside  the  range  of  the  student. 

Russian  II,  French  ALM  IV,  and  a  pilot  course  in  a  new  audio-lingual-visual 
Spanish  program  have  been  added  in  the  Foreign  Language  Department,  giving  more 
scope  and  variety  to  the  program.  Currently  the  department  is  working  on  a  schedule 
to  permit  students  to  use  the  language  laboratory  after  school. 

The  Business  Department  has  continued  its  policy  of  up-dating  Office  Practice 
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equipment  with  federal  funds.  During  the  year  representatives  from  several  leading 
Boston  firms  spent  days  at  the  school,  visiting  individual  classes  and  talking  inform¬ 
ally  about  occupations  and  opportunities  for  employment.  Over  148  students  were 
placed  in  positions  as  an  outcome  of  this  program.  The  Future  Business  Leaders  of 
America,  Weymouth  Chapter,  played  host  to  twenty  students  from  Ludlow,  Vermont, 
in  November. 

The  Science  Department  participated  in  the  Harvard  Project  Physics  In-Service 
Institute  at  Eastern  Nazarene  and  Harvard,  and  was  represented  at  both  the  state  and 
national  conventions  of  the  National  Science  Teachers  Association.  It  has  sponsored 
student  attendance  at  science  meetings  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology, 
the  NEREM  meeting  at  the  Prudential  Center,  the  Science  in  Action  conference  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  Leading  Scientist  series  at  the  Museum  of 
Science.  Two  students  participated  in  the  National  Science  Talent  Search  program. 
Four  students  were  selected  for  a  month-long  unit  of  independent  study  last  year. 

The  Distributive  Education  and  the  Project  Asset  programs  are  proving  to  be 
worth-while,  encouraging  some  pupils  to  remain  in  school  while  permitting  others  to 
return  to  complete  their  education. 

To  give  quality  education  we  must  continue  to  experiment,  to  test  ideas  and  pro¬ 
grams,  and  to  develop  those  which  prove  valuable.  As  a  result,  the  Social  Studies  and 
Science  Departments  will  engage  in  some  large-group  instruction  and  team  teaching 
this  year  and  the  program  of  independent  study  will  be  extended  to  several  depart¬ 
ments.

WEYMOUTH  VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Report  of  John  F.  Collins,  Director 

The  enrollment  of  this  school  on  September  6,  1967  was  357.  This  increased  to 
365  on  October  1,  1967.  Of  this  enrollment,  only  43  are  non-resident  students,  coming 
from  17  surrounding  towns. 

The  addition  of  a  full  time  counselor  has  provided  for  guidance  and  counseling  to 
every  student  at  the  vocational  technical  school.  He  also  serves  as  liaison  guidance 
officer  between  the  junior  high  schools  and  the  vocational  technical  school. 

There  were  several  changes  made  for  the  opening  of  school  this  past  September. 
First  among  them  was  the  lengthening  of  the  school  day  by  five  minutes  in  order  to 
change  the  scheduling  from  an  eight  period  to  a  nine  period  class  day.  This  involved 
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internal  adjustments  of  the  eight  period  schedule,  and  opening  school  five  minutes 
earlier. 

The  reasons  for  this  change  were  to  strengthen  the  academic  offering  and  to  add 
flexibility  to  the  scheduling.  By  state  requirements,  a  student  may  enroll  in  only  one 
course  at  a  vocational  technical  school,  and  the  curriculum  must  be  related  to  the 
needs  of  that  particular  trade.  Students  do  not  elect  subjects,  but  instead  select  a 
course  which  in  itself  determines  the  subject  matter  to  be  taken.  Because  of  this,  a 
student  is  often  placed  into  heterogeneous  groups  that  vary  greatly  from  his  ability. 
Often  this  results  in  a  disadvantage  to  him.  The  nine  period  schedule  tends  to  reduce 
this  disadvantage  and  better  accommodate  the  full  range  of  his  abilities. 

Another  instructor  of  English  and  Social  Studies  was  added  to  the  faculty  to  re¬ 
inforce  this  schedule.  It  is  still  too  early  for  a  full  appraisal,  but  this  new  schedule 
appears  to  be  working  rather  well.  An  evaluation  covering  the  entire  year  is  planned 
for  June.  This  flexibility  has  also  allowed  for  the  scheduling  of  double  period  classes 
in  drafting  and  physics  which  has  greatly  increased  the  learning  efficiency.  Consider¬ 
ation  is  being  given  to  scheduling  double  periods  in  other  related  and  academic  classes 
next  fall. 

Another  change  put  into  effect  last  September  was  the  addition  of  another  instruc¬ 
tor  in  Structural  Design  for  post  graduate  students  because  the  enrollment  increased 
to  29  and  state  requirements  limit  the  number  of  students  per  instructor  to  twenty. 

The  popularity  of  this  particular  course  is  growing  with  each  graduating  class,  main¬ 
ly  because  of  the  placement  record  and  the  opportunities  afforded. 

Vocational  Technical  Education,  in  order  to  meet  State  Department  of  Education 
requirements,  must  give  instruction  through  productive  work.  With  this  accent  on 
learning  by  doing,  the  total  value  of  the  production  accomplished  was  $173,815.54. 
Graduates  who  take  advantage  of  this  form  of  instruction  have  no  difficulty  being  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  trade  for  which  they  trained,  or  in  continuing  their  education.  Of  the  103 
graduates,  sixteen  entered  the  military  service,  eighteen  continued  in  full  time  schools 
and  the  balance  of  sixty-nine  entered  industry  at  a  median  hourly  salary  of  $2.03. 
Because  the  boys  are  well  trained  on  modern  equipment  by  skilled  craftsmen,  com¬ 
panies  in  and  around  the  metropolitan  area  seek  out  Weymouth  graduates. 

The  Auto  Body  Department  completed  185  jobs  with  a  market  value  of  $24,924.35. 
This  included  projects  ranging  from  straightening  frames  to  the  complete  painting  of 
a  car. 

The  Auto  Repair  Department  repaired  333  cars  for  a  total  market  value  of 
$51,028.41.  Projects  scheduled  into  this  shop  included  tune-ups  to  engine  overhaul. 

The  Cabinetmaking  Department  manufactured  177  items  including  school  furni¬ 
ture,  kitchen  cabinets  and  built-ins  for  the  house  constructed  by  the  students,  and 
various  articles  of  fine  furniture.  Productivity  values  of  these  jobs  totaled  $22,653.97. 

The  Carpentry  Department  completed  295  jobs  for  a  market  value  of  $28,600.82. 
Students  helped  design  the  house  building  project  and  prepare  blueprints  for  construc¬ 
tion,  as  well  as  doing  design  and  blueprint  work  for  various  woodworking  jobs. 

As  a  part  of  learning  by  doing,  carpentry  students  receive  instruction  in  house 
construction.  The  house  completed  this  year  was  an  eight  room  Colonial  Garrison, 
with  breezeway  and  two  car  garage.  The  value  of  this  house  is  $32,000.00.  This  has 
been  constructed  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Richards.  Currently  the  house  under  con¬ 
struction  is  an  eight  room  ranch,  front  and  rear  porches,  with  a  two  car  attached 
garage,  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  M.  Brie. 
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The  Electronics  Department  worked  on  twenty-three  projects.  Because  this  tech¬ 
nical  course  is  primarily  a  laboratory  situation,  instruction  is  based  upon  circuit  con¬ 
nections,  and  use  of  testing  equipment  to  understand  basic  electronics.  Students  com¬ 
pleting  this  course  are  well  equipped  to  enter  industry  or  to  continue  their  education. 

The  Graphic  Arts  Department  produced  most  of  the  school  department  printed 
material.  This  year  they  completed  369  jobs,  with  a  market  value  of  $30,911.74.  Due 
to  the  increased  enrollment  in  the  high  school  typing  courses,  typing  which  is  given 
Graphic  Arts  students  could  not  be  offered  this  school  year.  Instead,  free  tuition  was 
extended  to  any  student  who  applied  for  the  summer  typing  course.  Those  participat¬ 
ing  in  this  class  numbered  nine. 

The  Sheet  Metal  Department  completed  267  jobs  having  a  market  value  of 
$15,236.54.  This  department  fabricates  and  installs  the  forced  warm  air  heating  sys¬ 
tem  in  the  house  project  as  one  of  its  teaching  jobs.  The  related  instructor  designs 
the  heating  system  and  various  other  metal  projects  that  are  manufactured,  and  the 
students  prepare  the  required  drawings  as  part  of  their  class  activity. 

The  counterpart  of  any  effective  trade  training  program  is  the  academic  offering 
which  parallels  the  shop  instruction.  In  addition  to  trade-related  work  in  mathema¬ 
tics,  science  and  drawing,  all  students  receive  instruction  in  English  and  social 
studies  (civics  or  history  or  problems  of  democracy),  while  those  taking  electronics 
take  algebra,  trigonometry,  geometry,  calculus  and  physics  in  addition  to  English  and 
social  studies. 

As  part  of  the  requirements  for  vocational  technical  schools,  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  requires  that  Advisory  Committees  meet  annually,  at  which  time 
the  individual  committees  review  the  courses  offered,  and  make  recommendations  for 
improvements.  Some  recent  recommendations  are:  Auto  Body  -  larger  quarters, 
with  an  additional  teacher,  purchase  a  frame  straightening  machine;  Cabinetmaking  - 
add  a  Rockwell  Delta  Uniplane,  Unisaw,  Tilting  Sabre  Saw,  Laminating  Press  and 
Humidity  Controls. 

Visits  to  industry  and  exhibitions  are  important  phases  of  instruction.  Here  stu¬ 
dents  are  able  to  observe  trends  and  equipment  being  introduced.  This  past  year  the 
Auto  Body  Department  visited  Robie  Ford  in  Dorchester.  The  Cabinetmaking  and 
Carpentry  students  visited  the  New  England  Home  Show.  The  Graphic  Arts  students 
toured  the  Herald  and  Traveler  newspaper  plant  and  visited  the  Printing  Equipment 
Show.  The  Sheet  Metal  students  were  taken  on  a  tour  of  the  Delbrook  Engineering 
Co.,  a  general  sheet  metal  shop,  and  also  the  Revere  Copper  and  Brass  Company  in 
New  Bedford.  Senior  students  of  electronics  were  invited  guests  to  the  Electronic 
Equipment  Show  recently  held  in  Boston. 

At  the  graduation  exercises  in  June,  five  students  from  the  Structural  Design 
post  graduate  course  were  awarded  certificates.  All  graduates  were  placed  in  draft¬ 
ing  industries.  All  are  obtaining  salaries  above  the  starting  rate,  and  many  are  having 
additional  degree  credit  courses,  company  sponsored.  There  are  presently  fourteen 
enrolled  in  the  first  year  and  thirteen  in  the  second  year. 

As  a  part  of  the  curriculum,  driver  education  is  offered.  Records  show  that 
thirty-three  students  received  classroom  instruction  and  thirty  received  behind-the- 
wheel  instruction. 

The  Auto  Repair  Department  participated  in  the  annual  Plymouth  Trouble  Shooting 
Contest  at  New  Bedford.  The  object  of  the  contest  is  to  remedy  malfunctions  installed 
in  the  car,  and  drive  the  car  around  a  circular  track.  Winners  are  judged  on  accur¬ 
acy,  speed  and  craftsmanship. 
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Each  term  the  Weymouth  Vocational  Technical  High  School  teachers  present  Mer¬ 
it  Awards  to  those  students  who  excel  in  school  citizenship  and  scholastic  achievement. 
Through  a  rating  system  one  student  from  each  department  is  selected  for  the  annual 
award.  Winners  this  year  were:  Raymond  Dalton,  Auto  Body;  Charles  H.  Lees,  Jr., 
Auto  Repair;  Karl  C.  Chebator,  Cabinetmaking;  Richard  Waite,  Graphic  Arts;  William 
J.  Crooks,  Electronics;  Rodney  V.  Lundin,  Carpentry;  David  W.  Bittner,  Sheet  Metal. 

The  school  participated  in  four  federal  programs  which  were  financed  by  Public 
Law  88-210  Federal  Funds.  They  were: 

a.  A  Work  Study  program  conducted  during  the  school  term  whereby  eighteen 
students  were  able  to  earn  $45.00  a  month  assisting  the  custodians  in  maintaining  the 
larger  schools. 

b.  A  summer  work  study  program  in  which  sixteen  vocational  students  were 
able  to  earn  $45.00  a  week  assisting  the  ground  crews,  carpenters,  plumbers  and  other 
maintenance  men,  was  also  conducted.  This  program  helped  immeasurably  in  solving 
a  critical  manpower  shortage,  and  at  the  same  time  gave  students  work  experience. 

In  both  programs  applicants  had  to  meet  federal  requirements  for  assistance  and 
maintain  a  proper  scholastic  standing. 

c.  A  Manpower  Development  Training  program  (MDTA)  in  which  eleven  stu¬ 
dents  completed  a  1250  hour  course  in  electronics  this  past  August.  Currently  twenty 
men  are  being  retrained  for  entry  into  the  electronics  industry  as  electronic  mechanics. 
Underwriting  this  particular  program  is  $16,222.00  in  Federal  Funds.  This  class 
meets  six  hours  a  day  at  the  conclusion  of  the  regular  day  school  and  continues  for 
forty-two  weeks. 

d.  A  pilot  program  for  offset  printing  at  the  junior  high  school  level.  Fed¬ 
eral  monies  amounting  to  $5,097.00  were  made  available  to  the  vocational  technical 
school  to  set  up  such  a  program,  purchase  equipment,  and  provide  instruction  for  the 
industrial  arts  instructors. 

Evening  school  classes  were  conducted  in  the  following  areas:  Cabinetmaking 
and  Home  Carpentry,  Apprentice  Carpentry,  Building  Technology,  Offset  Presswork, 
Offset  Lithography,  Basic  and  Advanced  Electronics.  There  was  a  total  enrollment 
of  one  hundred  fifty-three. 

To  acquaint  the  junior  high  students  with  the  offerings  of  the  vocational  technical 
school,  student  representatives  from  each  department,  along  with  Mr.  Mahn,  guidance 
instructor,  visited  each  of  the  junior  high  schools  and  presented  an  interesting  pro¬ 
gram  designed  to  assist  the  ninth  grade  student  in  making  course  selections.  Follow¬ 
ing  these  programs,  trips  were  arranged  with  the  junior  high  guidance  departments 
so  that  interested  students  could  have  a  tour  of  the  vocational  technical  school  and  see 
the  various  departments  in  operation. 

A  survey  has  been  conducted  in  the  community  to  ascertain  what  additional  types 
of  training  are  needed,  and  what  new  courses  should  be  contemplated.  Mr.  James 
Burke,  supervisor  for  the  State  Department  of  Education,  Miss  Grace  Nangle,  super¬ 
visor  of  health  occupations,  and  Mrs.  Henrietta  Wheeler,  of  the  Home  Economics 
Department  in  the  High  School,  spent  considerable  time  at  the  school  discussing  vo¬ 
cational  expansion  and  the  possibility  of  developing  new  courses,  and  including 
courses  especially  for  girls.

LIBRARY  SERVICES 

The  Library  is  for  the  use  of  all  residents  of  Weymouth.  Temporary  residents 
are  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  permanent  residents.  Non-residents  may  bor¬ 
row  books  upon  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  $5.00. 

A  Library  card  entitles  the  holder  to  borrow  books,  magazines,  pamphlets,  pic¬ 
tures  and  phonograph  records  for  home  use.  The  Library  card  must  be  presented 
when  books  and  records  are  borrowed. 

The  Children's  Room  at  the  Main  Library  and  Children's  Departments  at  the 
Branch  Libraries  provide  books  and  reading  guidance  for  the  boys  and  girls.  Chil¬ 
dren  in  elementary  school  are  entitled  to  a  card  if  the  application  is  signed  by  a  par¬ 
ent  or  guardian.  Story  hours  for  the  younger  children  are  held  throughout  the  winter 
months:

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

Now  that  adequate  library  facilities  are  provided  at  Weymouth,  North  Weymouth 
and  South  Weymouth,  the  time  is  ripe  to  take  the  first  steps  toward  building  a  new 
branch  library  at  East  Weymouth. 

There  the  branch  library  is  housed  in  an  old  rented  building,  small  in  area  and 
so  crowded  that  few  of  the  normal  activities  of  an  up-to-date  library  can  be  carried 
out.  The  Branch  Librarian  complains  that  she  and  her  helpers  can  do  few  of  the 
things  that  are  provided  for  the  citizens  of  the  other  parts  of  the  town. 

Plans  should  be  set  in  motion  in  this  year  1968  to  find  a  suitable  location  in  East 
Weymouth  for  a  branch  library  building  comparable  in  size  to  that  at  North  Weymouth, 
to  determine  the  probable  cost  and  then  to  refer  the  entire  matter  to  the  next  or 
following  Town  Meeting.  Application  should  then  be  made  to  the  State  Library  Board 
for  the  allocation  of  a  Federal  grant  of  money  to  help  erect  a  building. 

The  Trustees  hope  to  get  a  start  on  an  East  Weymouth  Branch  Library  project 
in  this  year  1968  and  have  a  report  and  article  for  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  in 
March,  1969.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Tufts  Library: 

Increased  use  of  materials  within  the  library  was  a  marked  trend  in  1967.  While 
circulation  of  books  and  other  materials  dropped  slightly  below  our  peak  of  1966, 
there  was  a  33%  increase  in  reference  questions  answered  at  the  main  library  and  in 
attendance  in  the  Reference  Room.  This  trend  toward  greater  use  of  study  facilities 
within  the  library  was  also  noted  by  branch  librarians.  In  order  to  share  available 
books  equitably,  much  required  reading  for  high  school  courses  is  placed  on  reserve, 
for  use  in  the  library  only.  This  fact,  along  with  our  added  seating  capacity  in  the 
main  building,  brings  a  large  student  group  to  the  library.  Adults  are  using  our 
business  reference  facilities  more  intensively  each  year.  These  include  directories, 
stock  and  bond  surveys,  tax  information  services,  as  well  as  many  other  sources  of 
information. 

The  Young  Adult  department  has  had  a  busy  year  helping  the  younger  students  of 
junior  high  school  age.  Five  to  fifteen  requests  for  help  with  school  assignments  are 
recorded  each  afternoon.  Visiting  sixth  grade  classes  are  given  orientation  to  this 
department  each  spring  in  anticipation  of  use  of  the  room  next  autumn.  Miss  Helen 
Nye,  the  Young  Adult  Librarian,  is  building  a  collection  of  books  geared  to  the  needs 
of  these  young  people.  She  notes  that  a  number  of  students  have  contributed  mater¬ 
ial  to  display  in  the  exhibit  case,  including  jewelry  and  art  work  from  the  high  school 
and  a  conservation  display  from  Miss  Toomey's  classes.  She  also  reports  "Discip¬ 
line  seems  much  easier  now  that  we  have  settled  into  our  new  building".  Asking  for 
cooperation  in  maintaining  a  reasonable  degree  of  quiet  and  insisting  on  considera¬ 
tion  for  others  is  beginning  to  achieve  desirable  library  conduct.  "On  the  whole,  it 
is  felt  that  the  young  people  appreciate  the  books  available,  the  facilities  and  the 
help  which  they  are  able  to  get  and  demonstrate  this  by  increased  attendance,  a  mark¬ 
ed  interest  in  a  great  variety  of  subjects  and  with  a  cooperative  attitude." 

Miss  Dorothy  Trussell,  the  Children's  Librarian,  reports  much  activity  in  her 
department.  Story  hours,  class  visits,  the  reading  certificate  program,  weekly  visits 
from  the  classes  at  the  neighboring  Hunt  School,  are  noted.  The  Children's  Room 
is  now  open  Monday  and  Wednesday  evenings,  offering  the  opportunity  for  the  whole 
family  to  come  to  the  library  together  in  the  evening,  as  well  as  for  use  by  teachers 
and  student  teachers  during  evening  hours.  Classroom  book  deposits  have  been  cut 
to  a  minimum.  This  is  the  first  year  that  the  School  Department  has  used  some  of 
its  federal  aid  to  school  libraries  to  establish  a  book  collection  in  an  elementary 
school.  A  good  start  was  made  at  the  McCulloch  School,  with  a  collection  of  600 
books.  We  hope  this  program  will  be  continued  and  expanded,  for  the  development 
of  elementary  school  libraries  will  relieve  the  public  library  of  a  great  drain  on  its 
resources  for  services  to  all  children. 

In  November  the  library  was  notified  that  its  application  for  a  grant  from  federal 
funds  under  the  Library  Services  Act  was  successful.  The  Tufts  Library  will  re¬ 
ceive  $3,727  to  expand  its  services  to  pre-school  children  through  story  hours  and 
enlarged  picture  book  collection. 

The  station  libraries  maintained  in  five  elementary  schools  have  continued  to 
grow  in  use  and  in  circulation  of  books.  The  five  librarians  and  their  assistants  who 
staff  these  libraries  enjoy  excellent  cooperation  from  the  schools  they  serve.  Other 
extensions  of  service  include  a  deposit  of  books  in  the  recreation  hall  at  the  Housing 
for  the  Elderly,  deposits  in  several  nursing  homes,  and  delivery  to  shut-ins  and 
nursing  home  patients  by  the  volunteers  from  the  Friends  of  the  Weymouth  Librar¬ 
ies. 
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The  North  Branch  Library  building,  now  twelve  years  old,  is  being  used  to  ca¬ 
pacity.  The  East  Branch  librarian,  Mrs.  Irene  Thompson,  reports  that  lack  of  space 
for  books  and  readers  is  hampering  service  from  this  agency.  She  attributes  the 
large  drop  in  adult  circulation  to  the  lack  of  facilities  for  adults  -  students  use  the 
available  seats,  and  the  room  is  too  crowded  for  easy  selection  of  books  from  the 
shelves. 

Behind  the  scenes  the  Catalog  department  under  Mrs.  Grace  Baldwin  has  pro¬ 
cessed  6,406  books  this  past  year  to  keep  the  new  material  flowing  into  the  library. 
The  public  catalog  has  been  revised  by  withdrawing  records  of  out-dated,  discarded 
material,  so  that  this  file  accurately  reflects  the  library's  holdings. 

Trained  and  well-educated  personnel  is  a  keystone  of  good  library  service. 
Several  of  our  newer  staff  members  are  taking  advantage  of  the  courses  in  library 
science  offered  for  the  first  time  this  year  at  the  Weymouth  Evening  Division  of 
Northeastern  University. 

Weymouth  is  just  beginning  to  reap  the  benefits  of  being  a  member  of  the  East¬ 
ern  Regional  Library  System.  Our  borrowings  through  inter-library  loan  have  in¬ 
creased  this  year,  enabling  us  to  offer  a  wider  range  of  material  to  our  users. 
Fifty-two  requests  were  filled  by  the  sub-regional  center  at  the  Thomas  Crane  Li¬ 
brary  in  Quincy;  ninety-six  by  the  Boston  Public  Library;  eight  by  other  libraries. 
Now  for  a  small  charge  our  borrowers  can  obtain  copies  of  periodical  articles  from 
the  Central  headquarters  at  the  Boston  Public  Library,  as  well  as  16mm.  films  from 
a  large  collection  there. 

Within  Weymouth  we  are  striving  for  closer  cooperation  with  the  Fogg  Library. 
Since  that  library  changed  its  book  charging  to  the  Gaylord  system,  townspeople  have 
been  able  to  use  the  same  library  card  for  both  libraries. 

A  number  of  organizations  and  individuals  have  made  gifts  to  the  library.  The 
Weymouth  Garden  Club  and  the  Weymouth  Gardeners  have  given  their  services  to 
decorate  the  libraries.  The  Friends  of  the  Weymouth  Libraries  have  presented 
framed  prints  to  enable  us  to  start  a  circulating  collection  of  these  prints  for  home 
enjoyment.  To  these  groups  and  to  all  others  who  have  helped  the  library  we  extend 
thanks.  I  am  particularly  grateful  to  a  staff  willing  to  extend  its  efforts  and  to  a 
cooperative  board  of  trustees.

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REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


January  15,  1968 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen

East  Weymouth,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

It  is  the  privilege  of  the  Park  Commission  to  submit  to  you  our  annual  report  for 
the  year  1967. 

The  summer  playground  program  included  activities  at  twenty-three  supervised 
playgrounds  for  an  eight  week  period  which  started  on  July  3rd  and  concluded  on 
August  26th. 

The  playground  staff  included  two  supervisors;  specialists  in  archery,  tennis  and 
crafts;  specialists  for  the  mentally  retarded  and  blind  children;  two  drivers  and  forty 
instructors.  An  additional  craft  specialist  was  added  to  the  staff  to  better  serve  those 
who  were  interested  in  this  activity.  The  annual  competitive  examination  was  given 
to  ninety-seven  applicants  to  fill  twenty  vacancies.  The  examination  was  given  at  the 
Central  Junior  High  School  on  March  25th. 

A  three  day  training  institute  was  conducted  for  all  instructors  and  in-service 
training  was  obligatory  on  the  few  rainy  days  during  the  season. 

An  eight  week  program  for  the  mentally  retarded  children  was  offered  at  the 
South  Junior  High  School  and  playground.  An  eight  week  program  for  the  blind  child¬ 
ren  was  conducted  at  Negus  Park.  The  children  who  participated  in  these  two  pro¬ 
grams  were  included  in  the  swimming  instruction  program  at  Wessagussett  Beach. 
Transportation  for  all  in  attendance  was  provided  via  two  School  Department  carry- 
alls  and  a  rented  bus.  The  Town  was  reimbursed  50%  of  the  incurred  expenses  of  the 
programs  by  the  Commonwealth,  as  provided  by  Chapter  69  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  swimming  program  at  Wessagusset  Beach  opened  on  June  28th  and  closed  on 
Labor  Day,  September  4th.  A  well  qualified  and  enthusiastic  staff  of  swimming  in¬ 
structors  and  lifeguards  carried  out  their  responsibilities  of  protecting  and  teaching 
the  citizens  of  Weymouth  in  a  manner  unparalleled  in  the  area.  Cleanliness  and  cheer¬ 
ful  assistance  were  always  apparent  of  our  bathhouse  attendants.  The  job  of  main¬ 
taining  security  was  left  to  a  staff  of  capable  police  officers.  Vandalism,  for  the 
season,  was  kept  at  a  minimum  due  to  the  effective  work  of  these  officers.  The  Park 
Division  of  Public  Works  was  extremely  cooperative,  diligent  in  their  duties,  and 
always  available  when  needed. 

The  job  of  providing  and  maintaining  the  swimming  facilities  in  Weymouth  is, 
by  no  means  a  small  one,  however,  with  capable  leadership  and  qualified  people  in 
responsible  positions;  the  people  of  Weymouth  are  offered  a  fine  recreational  pro¬ 
gram.  The  results  of  this  season's  program  shows  a  tremendous  effort,  in  spite  of 
cold  and  rainy  weather.  This  kind  of  weather,  did  not,  however,  curtail  our  program 
as  evidenced  by  the  2,479  children  and  adults  who  participated  in  the  instructional 
program. 

With  the  return  of  the  sufficient  water  level  to  the  Town,  Whitman's  Pond,  a  re¬ 
serve  water  source,  was  reopened  to  the  people  for  swimming.  Lake  Street  beach, 
on  the  Pond,  was  opened  under  supervision  from  July  2nd  through  Labor  Day. 
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A  request  for  the  transfer  of  funds  was  approved  to  make  the  reopening  possible. 

With  the  somewhat  unfavorable  weather  conditions,  an  estimated  1,800  bathers 
used  the  facilities  daily. 

The  annual  swimming  and  life  saving  tests  were  given  to  twenty  candidates  to  fill 
thirteen  vacancies.  The  testing  was  conducted  by  the  American  Red  Cross.  Through 
the  cooperation  of  the  Weymouth  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  instructors  and 
guards  received  advanced  training  at  Aquatic  School  in  Hanson,  Mass.

Field  permits  were  issued  fairly  to  control  the  heavy  use  of  the  baseball  and 
softball  diamonds  by  the  many  leagues  within  the  Town.  Permits  were  also  issued  to 
avoid  conflict  of  the  many  organizations  within  the  Town  who  use  the  parks  for  annual 
outings  and  field  days. 

The  Park  Commission  was  happy  to  be  able  to  work  closely  with  the  South  Wey¬ 
mouth  Little  League  in  their  tremendous  and  very  successful  undertaking  of  hosting 
the  Massachusetts  State  Little  League  Championship  and  the  New  England  Regional 
Championship  games  which  were  played  at  Negus  Park  in  South  Weymouth  on  August 
11,  12,  and  14.  This  widely  publicized  event  was  a  credit  to  the  Town. 

We  remain  very  grateful  to  the  School  Department  for  the  continuation  of  their 
policy  granting  us  the  use  of  school  facilities  for  our  fall  and  winter  programs. 

The  fall  and  winter  programs  were  well  attended  and  some, such  as  the  Men's 
Conditioning  Program,were  extended  to  include  more  sessions. 

A  new  program  for  the  mentally  retarded  children  was  scheduled  for  Saturdays 
during  the  fall  and  winter  months. 

The  Park  Commission  appointed  a  committee  to  make  a  study  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  Great  Esker  Park. 

New  construction  included  an  excellent  outdoor  basketball  facility  at  the  House 
Rock  Playground  and  a  small  man-made  pond  for  ice  skating  at  the  South  Junior  High 
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School  Playground. 

The  ever  increasing  Senior  Citizens  group  enjoyed  a  year  round  program  of  re¬ 
creational  activities. 

The  1967  election  brought  to  the  Commission, in  the  person  of  L.  Peter  McGonni¬ 
gal,  a  very  interested,  enthusiastic  and  experienced  man.  Commissioner  McGonnigal 
was  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Joseph  Slattery.  He  was  also  appointed 
liaison  man  to  the  Council  for  the  Aging. 

It  is  the  continued  aim  of  the  Commission  to  maintain  high  standards  in  recrea¬ 
tion  leadership  and  in  the  quality  of  program  service. 

The  Park  Commission  wish  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the  appointed  commit¬ 
tees,  and  all  town  officials  for  their  continued  support  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

15  January  1968 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Weymouth 

Gentlemen: 

As  directed  the  Conservation  Commission  submits  its  fourth  annual  report. 

The  Commission  prepared  and  presented  to  town  meeting  a  proposal  to  establish 
a  conservation  area  (Cavern  Rock)  between  Whitman's  Pond  and  Pleasant  Street. 
First,  by  transfer  to  the  Commission,  certain  parcels  of  town  owned  properties  and 
secondly,  by  acquiring  certain  parcels  of  private  property.  Appreciation  is  ex¬ 
pressed  to  all  the  town  meeting  members  for  their  favorable  action  in  this  matter. 

Cognizance  of  the  Bird  and  Wild  life  Sanctuary  was  transferred  to  the  Commis¬ 
sion  during  1967.  Also,  following  a  series  of  meetings,  a  "buffer-strip"  providing 
access  to  the  Sanctuary,  together  with  an  easement  from  Rockaway  Street  was 
granted,  to  the  people  of  Weymouth  by  the  Darman  Reality  Trust. 

The  Conservation  Commission  sponsored  a  prize  winning  exhibit,  concerning  our 
"wet-lands"  as  a  natural  resource,  at  the  1967  Weymouth  Fair. 

A  program  to  identify  and  erect  suitable  markers  of  conservation  areas  within 
the  town  has  been  established. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Conservation  Commission  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass¬ 
achusetts,  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  stocked  Whortleberry  Pond,  with  Bass, 
for  sport  fishing. 

Several  inquiries  concerning  the  filling  of  marshes,  rivers  and  streams  were 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  commission.  All  complaints  were  resolved. 

The  Commission  expresses  its  grateful  appreciation  to  our  Consultant  Mr.  F. 
Gilbert  Hills,  Regional  Forester  for  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Natural  Re¬ 
sources  for  the  many  hours  he  has  spent  in  preparing  plans  and  charts,  and  pro¬ 
viding  professional  advice  and  guidance. 

The  Conservation  Commission  expresses  its  sincere  thanks  for  all  the  coopera¬ 
tion,  and  courtesies  shown  by  the  citizens  and  town  officials.

SOUTH  SHORE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
STATE  RECLAMATION  CONTROL  BOARD 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project’s 
activities  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1967. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  appropriated  $9300  for  mosquito  control  in  1967.  Along 
with  this  $500  was  appropriated  for  maintenance  of  ditches  on  coastal  salt  marsh. 

Both  appropriations  were  expended  by  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project  in 
effort  toward  a  better  control  of  mosquitoes  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 

The  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project,  authorized  and  acts  under  provisions 
of  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  252,  Section  59,  mosquito  control  provisions 
and  Chapter  112,  Acts  of  1931,  pertaining  to  ditch  maintenance  of  the  salt  marsh.  The 
project  is  a  year  round  cooperative  effort  embracing  the  City  of  Quincy  and  Towns  of 
Braintree,  Cohasset,  Duxbury,  Hingham,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Norwell,  Scituate  and  Wey¬ 
mouth,  covering  a  total  area  of  172.21  square  miles,  serving  a  population  in  excess 
of  223,000. 

The  Project  continued  to  base  its  operation  on  a  three-phase  mosquito  reduction 
program,  giving  priority  in  this  order: 

1.  Source  reduction,  by  proper  ditch  maintenance  and  water  manipulation  the 
mosquito’s  breeding  areas  are  eliminated, 

2.  Reduction  at  the  source,  with  small  amounts  of  insecticides  applied  at  a 
breeding  source  properly  timed  could  destroy  mosquito  larvae  and  pupae  by  the 
millions, 

3.  Adult  Control,  the  reduction  of  the  adult  or  flying  mosquito  by  means  of  space 
spraying  or  thermal  fogging. 

With  this  as  the  basic  plan  for  mosquito  control  the  following  was  accomplished 
in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  this  past  year. 

SOURCE  REDUCTION 

1375  feet  of  drainage  ditches  were  reclaimed.  150  feet  of  new  ditches  were 
trenched.  All  this  to  prevent  water  from  becoming  stagnant  enough  to  produce  mos¬ 
quitoes. 

REDUCTION  AT  THE  SOURCE 

150  acres  of  small  isolated  woodland  swamps  were  prehatch  treated  with  insec¬ 
ticidal  dust  upon  the  ice  during  the  winter  months  by  bellows  pack  duster  to  prevent 
mosquito  eggs  and  larvae  from  developing. 

1498  acres  of  larger  swamp  areas  were  aerial  sprayed  by  helicopter  type  air¬ 
craft  to  prevent  the  development  of  the  early  spring  mosquito  larvae. 

Throughout  the  summer  season  many  wet  areas  such  as  salt  marsh,  quarries, 
rock  pools,  temporary  woodland  pools,  roadside  wet  areas,  storm  drainage  catch- 
basins,  etc.  have  to  be  checked  continually  and  wherever  mosquitoes  are  contained 
they  must  be  treated.  857  gallons  of  insecticides  were  applied  for  this  larval  control, 
usually  at  rates  of  one  gallon  to  the  acre. 
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The  Culex  mosquito,  or  "House  Mosquito",  is  one  of  the  Project's  troublesome 
mosquitoes  because  of  its  ability  to  breed  quite  rapidly  and  in  any  size  container  of 
standing  water,  also  its  pesty  habit  of  seeking  the  inside  of  buildings  for  biting  and 
shelter.  Catchbasins  are,  in  most  towns,  the  greatest  source  of  these  mosquitoes. 
This  is  the  reason  we  must  continually  check  and  spray  basins  during  the  summer 
months.  3491  basins  were  sprayed  in  the  Town  this  year. 

ADULT  REDUCTION 

Control  for  the  adult  mosquito  becomes  necessary  when  large  numbers  emerge 
and  move  into  residential  communities,  usually  migrating  from  uncontrollable  areas. 
Space  spraying  or  thermal  fogging  are  methods  by  which  mosquitoes  are  knocked 
down  in  flight,  or  at  their  resting  sites.  This  Project  becomes  more  involved  in  this 
method  of  control  each  year  as  request  calls  continue  to  increase  to  one  thousand 
plus  annually.  Many  are  legitimate  calls  for  a  general  area  treatment,  but  the  calls 
for  personalized  backyard  spray  are  on  the  increase.  The  Project  cannot  give  this 
kind  of  service  for  it  is  a  community  control  project,  not  an  eradication  program. 

1447  gallons  of  insecticide  were  space  sprayed  and  fogged  for  adult  mosquitoes 
in  the  Town  this  year,  by  mist  blower,  hydraulic  sprayers  or  thermal  fogger. 

The  insecticides  used  by  this  Project  in  its  mosquito  control  program  are: 

Abate  4 

Fenthion  Baytex 
D.D.T.Dust 
D.D.T.  Emulsion 
Nailed  DiBrom 
#2  Oil 

These  insecticides  are  all  registered  and  labelled  for  use  in  mosquito  control 
operations.  When  formulated  and  applied  in  accord  with  and  at  no  greater  amounts 
than  their  labels  recommend  to  be  proper  for  mosquito  operations  they  pose  no  haz¬ 
ard. 


This  Project  is  continuing  to  phase  out  the  use  of  the  persistent  chlorinated  hy¬ 
drocarbon  insecticides  such  as  D.D.T.  To  replace  these  are  many  newer  insecticides 
coming  into  use  each  year,  some  specifically  for  mosquito  control  and  all,  indeed, 
good  to  their  limitation,  but  at  present  remain  more  costly  than  the  older  insecticides. 

These  changes  from  persistent  insecticides  must  be  made  for  as  it  is  the  duty  of 
this  Project  to  make  its  communities  as  free  of  mosquitoes  as  possible  it  is  also 
duty  bound  to  operate  in  such  a  way  as  never  to  be  a  hazard  to  its  persons,  wildlife  or 
their  environment. 

The  Project  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  help  received  from  officials  and  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Town  and  sincerely  hopes  that  benefits  derived  by  these  departments  as 
a  result  of  this  cooperation  are  as  great  as  those  derived  by  the  Project.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  ZONING  APPEALS

At  this  time,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  is  pleased  to  submit  this  report  of  its 
work  during  1967. 

In  1967,  hearings  were  held  by  our  Board  in  a  total  number  of  74  cases,  which 
represents  a  decrease  of  9  cases  compared  with  1966.  It  is  our  opinion  that  this  de¬ 
crease  represents  to  some  degree  the  water  shortage  in  Weymouth  during  the  year, 
which  is  now,  thankfully,  no  longer  a  problem.  A  second  reason  is  probably  traceable 
to  reluctance  and  restriction  enforced  by  lending  institutions. 

Of  the  total  number  of  cases,  54  appeals  were  granted,  dealing  mostly  with  sub¬ 
divisions  into  smaller  lots  than  otherwise  required,  on  the  basis  of  the  by-law  per¬ 
mitting  this  where  the  adjacent  area  is  substantially  developed  into  lots  of  a  similar 
size  and  character.  Conflicting  side  line  and  rear  yard  setbacks  continue  to  provide 
many  appeals  also.  There  were  12  appeals  which  were  denied,  4  withdrawn,  and  at 
this  writing  1  is  tabled  until  the  petitioner  submits  further  information.  Three  others 
are  presently  under  advisement.  In  addition,  the  Inspection  Department  processed  all 
cases  and  forwarded  a  total  of  1,469  notices  to  interested  parties  during  the  year,  and 
collected  $1,850.00  in  fees  from  petitioners. 

In  the  last  year,  apartment  petitions  have  once  again  necessitated  considerable 
attention  by  the  Board.  Petitions  for  a  total  number  of  451  units  were  heard  and  92 
units  were  granted.  One  petition  seeking  a  large  complex  of  240  units  remains  under 
advisement  at  this  meeting. 

We  have  taken  note  of  the  recent  changes  in  our  by-law  and  suggest  that  these 
changes  were  meant  to  alleviate  the  larger  loopholes  in  the  present  by-law,  at  least 
until  the  Rezoning  Committee  can  finish  its  work. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Building  Inspector  and  his  entire  staff  for  the  outstanding 
interest  and  aid  shown  by  them  to  us  and  the  general  public.
